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Aldermen and School Committee 

Disagree On Teachers’ Salaries 

School Committee Insists That $2000 Should Be The 
Maximum For Grade Schools 


The calm and placid relations, the 
beautiful friendship which lias existed 
between the Newton Hoard of Aider- 
men and the Newton School Commit- 
tee for many years bids fair to become 
somewhat ruptured. Within the mem- 
ory of the present generation these 
two bodies of Newton’s public ser- 
vants who donato their time and ener- 
gies gratis in the cause of their city 
and its citizens have worked in unity, 
amity, harmony and brotherly love. It 
is one of the functions of the Board 
of Aldermen to devise ways and means 
to raise the mazuma to run the affairs 
of this charming burg. Another one 
of tin* functions of the Aldermen is to 
decide how the coin thus procured 
shall lie expended. It is the function 
of the School Committee to determine 
the educational policies of the public 
schools of Newton; to decide what the 
children of this city will learn— and 
how. The School Committee does not 
have to worry about the little matter 
of “raising the dough.’’ Neither does 
it have to defer much to the Aldermen 
regarding the spending of it, so far as 
the schools are concerned. Some 
years ago legislation was enacted in 
this state which made school commit- 
tees quite independent of aldermen 
and selectmen. While the schools 
were being given protection from per- 
nicious political influence, school 
boards were vested with power to have 
a free hand so far as determining the 
educational programs in their respec- 
tive communities and the aldermen 
and selectmen have had to assume 
the responsibilities of financing the 
new and improved methods of educa- 
tion. 

In Newton friction between the Al- 
dermen and School Committee has 
been almost unknown, a happy condi- 
tion which did not exist in many other 
communities. Although the Aldermen 
have had the authority to decide 
where schools shall be located and 
how much shall be expended on the 
construction of these buildings they 
have endeavored in the past to meet 
tlie desires of School Committees re- 
garding new schools. The Aldermen 
in recent years also co-operated in the 
institution of the Junior High system 
in Newton by appropriating money for 
the erection of such schools although 
some members of recent Boards con- 
sidered junior high schools extr.ava-

gances and unnecessary. So harmon- 
ious have been the Aldermen and the 
School Committee that a few years 
ago a joint committee composed of 
several members from both of these 
bodies was organized to deal with the 
problem of new school houses. 

The cause of the break between 
these two erstwhile very friendly or- 
ganizations is an increase in the sal- 
aries of grade teachers in this city. 
It seems that several years ago the 
then School Committee promised the 
teachers that those in the grades 
would advance to maximum salary of 
$2000. Because of the tremendous in- 
crease in school expenses this ad- 
vance was not made according to 
schedule. Two years ago at the rec- 
i ommendation of the School Committee 
the Aldermen made an appropriation 
to allow for t lie maximum salaries of 
grade teachers to be advanced to 
$1900. This advance brought Newton 
teachers almost to the top in Massa- 
chusetts as regards salaries. Last 
I year the School Committee asked the 
aldermen to make provision for an- 
other increase to permit the $2000 
maximum being reached. The Alder- 
men refused. This year the School 
Committee again made the same rec- 
ommendation. 

At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
April 16th, when the budget was acted 
upon, this matter of the increase in 
salaries for grade teachers was hotly 
debated. All the members of the Fi- 
nance Committee, with one exception, 
wore opposed to it. They argued that 
the cost of running the schools in New- 
ton has increased out of proportion in 
late years; so much so that other de- 
partments of the city have not been 
receiving their just share of the rev- 
enues for much needed improvements. 
Our streets, in many places require 
resurfacing; many new drains are 
wanted to care for the rapid develop- 
ment of the city; extension of play- 
ground work is hampered because of 
lack of funds; residents on unaccept- 
ed streets are clamoring for the lay- 
ing out and acceptance of these streets 
and the placing of sewers in them. All 
these needs, according to the aider- 
men, have been and are being unfilled 
because of the diversion of so great a 
percentage of the city’s income to the 
schools. 

In the course of the arguments 
against the salary increase to the 
teachers it was contended the School 
Department has been “hogging” the 
revenues of Newton; that the teachers 
here have been “jockeying” with those 
in Brookline to obtain salary increases 
in both places; that many of the 
grade teachers are now receiving more 
than $2000 because of the institution 
of the junior high school system here; 
that if the teachers in the lower 
grades are given the increase, teach- 
ers in the junior high and high schools 
will have to receive proportionate in- 
creases which will eventually add 
$40,000 to the salary cost of the pres- 
ent number of teachers; that Newton’s 
teachers rank 2nd or 3rd in the state 
under the present salary scale and are 
well paid; that if the School Commit- 
tee insists on this increase, the build- 
ing program planned must he cur- 
tailed to some extent to protect the 
taxpayers of the city from a too high 
Jump in the tax rate. 

The proponents of the increase in 
teachers salaries argued that “a prom- 
ise had been made to the teachers by 
a School Committee some years ago

About two hundred persons were 
present at t lie formal dedication of the 
new Home for Aged Baptists last Mon- 
day afternoon. The now building is 
located at 70 Commonwealth avenue, 
Chestnut Hill. 

Walter S. Ray, president of the 
home, had general charge of the exer- 
cises. Rev. Dr. Walter Calley of Bos- 
ton, who lias been living in Florida, 
came from the south to make the dedi- 
catory address. The prayer Unit pre- 
ceded Rev. Dr. Calley’s address was 
given by Rev. Charles H. Moss, clmp- 
lain of the State Senate. 

Dr. Joseph Perry of Weston gave the 
invocation, and Mr. Ray and Mayor 
Childs of Newton welcomed the guests. 
Hugh H. Heath, general secretary of 
Hie Massachusetts Baptists’ State con- 
vention, spoke briefly and presented 
tin* congratulations of the convention. 

The keys to the building were 
handed to William 10. Blodgett, chair- 
man of the building committee, by II. 
H. Kendall, the architect. Mr. Blod- 
gett then delivered the keys to Edgar 
Rhodes, the well-known Boston gro- 
cer, who, with his brother, Leonard 
Rhodes, were the chief contributors to 
tlie $200,000 fund which was needed to 
erect the building.

The fee for 
admission is $500 and the privilege 
of residence is available to aged per- 
sons who have been members of the 
Baptist church for five years. No fur- 
ther payment is required.

Chamber cf Commerce 
Plans Annual Meeting 

Program Includes Apartment House-, 

And A< t ion on Ennceeptod Streets 

In choosing the topics for discus- 
sion at the annual meeting of the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce which 
will he held at the Newton Club, New- 
tonville, on Monday evening. May 14— 
the committee in charge of the ar- 
rangements for that event believe two 
of the subjects most in the public 
mind, ns far as Newton is concerned, 
are the proposal to modify tli<- Build- 
ing Code so as to encourage the con- 
struction of apartment houses in New- 
ton. and the problem 'if what Newton 
can do with the eighty miles of un- 
accepted streets within the city limits. 

Tlie apartment house question is 
one which lias been discussed several 
times by the tlie business men’s or- 
ganizations of the city, but it is be- 
lieved that a great many citizens not 
eligible to attend these meetings, or 
too busy to attend hearings at City 
Hall, will find a great deni in tlie sub- 
ject that is new and inter* sting, espe- 
cially those as yet unfamiliar with tlie 
unique but. apparently practical plan 
under consideration by the Claims and 
Rules Committee of tlie Newton Board 
of Aldermen. If adopted, tills plan is 
expected to reduce the .cost of apart- 
ment house construction in certain re- 
stricted tireas. either in or contigent 
to tlie business districts of tlie city. 
The Chamber is inviting an expression 
of opinion on this important subject 
from tlie members of the Chamber. 

Tlie discussion on streets is planned 
as a general discussion of the entire 
subject, although it is anti< I pa ted that 
the problem of unaccepted streets will 
be early brought to the surface and 
probably dominate tlie balance of the 
discussion. Because of the large area 
of Newton and the unusual street mile- 
age, with an unusually large propor- 
tion in the widely scattered business 
and residential districts, the street sit- 
uation in Newton is at all times one 
of tlie most difficult in New England. 
That a difficult job is being done by 
tlie Street Department, with an appro- 
priation that is scrutinized with a 
great deal of care, seems to be the 
opinion of a great number of citizens. 
Tlie unaccepted street situation how- 
ever, because of large number and 
total mileage of these thoroughfares, 
constitute a problem almost impos- 
sible of quick solution. More inquiries 
for information and requests for as- 
sistance come from members of the 
Chamber than on any other subject. 

The speakers on the Apartment 
House question will be ex-Alderman 
John (. Madden, p o ;m r v ee resi 
dent of i lie Board and chairman of the 
1927 Claims and Rules Committee; 
Henry Whitmore of West Newton, a 
prominent Boston realtor and an ex- 
president of the Boston Real Estate 
Exchange: and Alderman William B. 
Baker, present chairman of the Alder- 
manic committee on claims and rules. 
Tlie speakers on the street situation 
will lie Commissioner of Streets. 
George E. Stuart, and Alderman Wil- 
liam E. Earle, chairman of the Pub- 
lic Works Committee of that body. 
There will lie a general discussion on 
both subjects in which all who desire 
to do so may participate.

The Claims and Rules Committee of 
th“ Board of Aldermen held a confer- 
eii' '• Tuesday night at City Hall with 
prominent architects and memiiers 
of Hie Board of Appeal to discuss the 
increasingly important question of 
‘apartment buildings in Newton.” The 
matter was talked over at consider- 
able length and while the views of 
those present differed in some re- 
sports, all agreed that apartments 
should be restricted in this city and 
not allowed to intrude into residential 
sections. With the approval of Chair- 
man William B. Baker of the Claims 
and Rules Committee the GRAPHIC 
will present the views of some of the 
gentlemen who attended the confer- 
en ee.

For example, we have two or three 
apartment houses already built in 
Newton that add greatly to the appear 
ante of the neighborhoods in which 
they are situated. Certain sections of 
Forest Hills. Long Island, have apart- 
ment houses that would add luster to 
any community. This is true also of 
many suburban developments through- 
out tlie country. It is unfortunate 
that by far the larger number of apart- 
ment houses are of the so-called spe-. 
illative type and on the whole, pret 
tv sordid. 

"Even these latter, however, are to 
be preferred to the one-story store. 
The larire number of one-story stores 
■ at have been built in Newton within 
*!ie past five or six years have already 
vorked incalculable damage from 
which the city may not recover for 
many years. On the corner of Center 
-treet and Commonwealth avenue in 
Newton Center there is a shining ex- 
ample of a modest, well designed, well 
mannered business block that is a dis- 
linct asset to the city. 

“Only slightly less offensive than 
tiie one-story store, are tlie large num- 
ber of poorly-designed and poorly built 
two family houses which disfigure 
some of the finest sections of New 
ton. As a general principle it may 
fairly be said that speculative build- 
ing is one of the greatest menaces of 
ur country. Even the most rigid and 
restrictive building regulations that 
we have cannot guarantee well built 
•.n<: properly designed buildings. The 
only way to accomplish this is some 
firm of architectural control of pri 
•v.tc property A pamphlet on this sub 
met is published by the National Con 
feit-nce of City Planning of 1927. 

"There is a legitimate demand for 
a certain number of properly designed 
rid properly built apartment houses 
hi Newton, There should be ample 
a »ul sitit- yards of geuerous dimensions.

I would not entirely exclude their 
building as there are many desirable 
j citizens, sometimes old and highly re- 
; spected residents, who prefer the ac- 
cessibility and cosiness of small apart- 
ments. free from elaborate problems 
< f housekeeping and other care. On 
the other hand we need look no fur- 
ther than our neighboring towns to see 
the effect socially, and from the point 
j of view of physical congestion, of 
| apartment building on a large scale. 
: They are an invitation to a nomadic 
; population which is seldom composed 
j of taxpayers. Such population has no 
i roots in the soil. It is rare that apart- 
ment house tenants ‘stay put' over a 
i year. Three years is a long tenancy 
; according to the testimony of at least 
| one of the men who held the atten- 
tion of the aldermanic Committee on 
Claims and Rules at the meeting last 
Tuesday evening. They are not as a 
rule citizens who develop civic pride 
and capacity for public service.” 

’ Newton is an exceptionally beauti- 
I ful city of private homes. It is al- 
i most unique as such. It is constantly 
j growing, and at a surprising rate. It 
i is not thinkable that we should pay 
I such poor interest upon our inheri- 
tance as not to preserve it in essen- 
tially its present characteristics.” 

I ‘In comparison with other similar 
, municipalities, it has suffered less 
[ from cheap politics and the selfish 
■ agrandizement of the speculative 
builder than any other residential city 
I know."

Only a comparatively small number 
of matters remain for the considera- 
tion of the General Court. If it were 
not for the investigation of the official 
conduct of At tv. Gen. Arthur K. Read- 
ing and the possible Instituting of im- 
peachment proceedings the date of 
prorogation could be fairly well es- 
timated, even with the Elevated legis- 1 
lotion not Anally disposed of. The 
extended session, which now seems in- 
evitable. will he due to the Attorney 
General matter. It was the last week , 
in April, when the 1927 Legislator, 
prorogued. This year it is more likely 
to he the lost week in June or maybe 
.1 uly. 

The House this week began holding 
two sessions in one day. It voted 
Tuesday that morning and afternoon 
sessions be held each week on Tttes- 
dav. Wednesday and Thursday. 

On the veto of the bill petitioned for 
bv Mavor Nichols and which would 
have required the Civil Service Com- 
mission to state its reasons for re- j 
jecting any appointment to public of- 
fice submitted by the Mayor of Bos- 
ton. the four Newton members of the 
House voted to sustain the Governor, 
which was the Anal judgment of that 
branch. 

The Newton members voted with 
the Governor when on Wednesday the 
House sustained the Governor’s veto 
of a resolve for an investigation by 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
of the plan for allowing weekly half 
holidays to employes of pumping sta- 
tions controlled by the commission, j 

There was considerable surprise ex- 
pressed when the House overrode the 
Governor’s veto of the bill for an in- 
vestigation by a special commission of 
the plans for an additional Cambridge . 
Tunnel station at the junction of 
Charles and Cambridge streets. Bos- 
ton. Representatives Hollis, Salton- 
stall and Thompson voted to sustain 
the Governor and Representative Luit- 
wieler was not recorded. 

Yesterday the House passed to be 
engrossed the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Hollis on the petition of | 
Mayor Childs allowing the city to pay 
a pension to the widow of the late 
Leonard Jackson. It now goes to the 
Senate. The bill follows: 

“For the purpose of promoting the 
public good, the city of Newton may 
pay to the widow of Leonard D. Jack- 
son. formerly inspector of the Board 
of Health in said city, who died on 
Jan. 30, 192S. as a result of an injury 
received by him Jan. 30. 192S. while 
in the performance of his official du- 
ties, the amount to which said widow 
would he entitled if sections 69 to 75 
inclusive of chapter 152 of the General 
Laws, as amended, had been in effect 
in said city at the time of said death 
as to foremen, subforemen and inspec- [ 
tors. This act shall take effect upon 
its passage.” 

A hearing on the bill was held Tues- \ 
day by the Committee on Pensions | 
which immediately afterwards voted 
to report favorably. The speakers in 
favor were Representative Hollis, City j 
Solicitor Bartlett, Alderman Baker. 
Dr. Curtis, chairman of the Board of 
Health, and Police Inspector John H. 
Shaughnessy. They told of the ef- j 
Aciency of Mr. Jackson and empha- 
sized the fact that he was killed while j 
performing his duties. There was no 
opposition. 

Rev. Robert L. Rae. pastor of the 
North Evangelical Church of this city, 
officiated as chaplain of the House at 
the opening of last Tuesday's session 
in the absence of the chaplain, Rev. 
Harry \Y. Kimball of Needham. 

All attempts to change the laws of 
the State governing dogs, their licens 
ing and restraint have ended in noth- 
ing as far as this year’s General Court 
is concerned. Bills were introduced at 
the beginning of the session for va- 
rious amendments to the existing stat- 
utes. Then came the decision to allow 
the Director of Animal Industry to 
prepare such legislation as he deemed 
advisable. This he did but the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture rejected his bill 
in favor of a resolve for an investiga- 
tion by a special commission of the 
entire subject. When the resolve came 
into the House it had the disapproval 
of the Ways and Means Committee. 
The House followed the latter com- 
mittee’s recommendation and the re- 
solve was killed. In other words, our 
dog laws are just as they were and 
will not be altered by this year’s Leg- J 
islature.

that the salary maximum in grades 
would be $2000 and it is the duty of 
the city to keep this promise.” That, 
"unless this increase is granted New- 
ton will lose some of its most ef- 
ficient teachers.” 

Chairman Collins of the Finance 
Committee asked City Solicitor Bart- 
lett concerning the result if the Alder- 
men refused to grant the increase 
asked by the School Committee. Mr. 
Bartlett informed him that “according 
to law the Aldermen must provide ap- 
propriations for whatever salaries the 
School Committee determines upon 
and that unless they do so the City 
could be fined amounts totalling mil- 
lions of dollars, although it is extreme- 
ly unlikely thal uch penalties would* 
be imposed. Following Mr. Bartlett’s in- 
formation several of the Aldermen, 
including one member of the Finance 
Committee, who were opposed to the 
increase, voted in favor of granting 
it. They were in the minority, how- 
ever, and the appropriation asked to 
allow tin* increase to be given was 
not granted. 

As a result of this refusal on tho 
part of the Aldermen the School Com- 
mittee sent a letter to Mayor Childs 
asking that he take steps to have the 
increase granted, calling his atten- 
tion to the legal aspect of this mat- 
ter and implying that unless the Al- 
dermen follow the recommendation of 
the School Committee, the latter body 
will exercise its legal prerogative in 
this matter. There was a conference 
Wednesday evening between the May- 
or, the City Solicitor and members of 
the School Committee regarding this 
question. Whether, or not, Mayor 
Childs will urge the Aldermen to yield 
at their meeting next Monday night 
and make the necessary appropria- 
tion to permit of the Increase has not 
been divulged. 

There is no question but that rela- 
tions between the Aldermen and tho 
School Committee will have a tenden- 
cy to bo somewhat strained because 
of tills difference in views. It is not 
to be expected that the children of tho 
city will suffer us a result in tho mat- 
ter of education. Tho Aldermen can 
be depended upon to co-oporatu in 
Ha* matter of providing proper school

The work of repairing the Centre 
street bridge at Newton Corner has 
been practically completed. Much in- 
convenience to tralllc has resulted dur- 
ing the many months repairs havo 
been made — and delayed on this struc- 
ture. 


There is a cellar near Winchester 
road in the Cabot Park section which 
was dug a couple of years ago and on 
which no house has been built. It 
is frequently fllled with water and Is 
both a menace to small children of 
the neighborhood nnd to the health 
of that section. 


The tremendous building boom in 
Newton the past 3 or 6 years has 
caused the sale of boggy lan A which 
previously was regarded as unlit for 
residential purposes. Speculative 
builders from outside of the city have 
bought such land and erected thereon 
houses which have been purchased by 
persons apparently possessing little 
knowledge of real estate. Otherwise, 
it is probable they would not have 
purchased homes in such locations. 
After having purchased homes on un- 
accepted streets located In erstwhile 
swampy places, they discover that cos- 
pools rapidly till up and overflow 
there. Then they seek relief by peti- 
tioning the Board of Aldermen to ap- 
propriate money for the placing of 
sewers in unfinished streets recently 
opened up. In some cases to extend 
the sewer system to such low lying 
places would involve a tremendous 
cost which must be borne in large 
part by the taxpayers of the city. If 
the Commissioner of Buildings could 
legally refuse building permits to 
dwellings in localities of this type 
such action would benefit not only the 
persons who make a mistake by pur- 
chasing homes in boggy places, but 
also the citizens in general of Now- 
ton.

There Is no ques- 
tioning the fact that the reason thous- 
ands of new’ residents have built and 
bought homes in Newton is because 
the city was carefully zoned in 1922 
and assurance seemed to be offered to 
its residents that it will continue as 
a high class residential section of at- 
tractive homes with plenty of open 
spaces to atford fresh air and sun- 
light. It is also a fact that a limited 
number of better type apartment build- 
ings, carefully restricted as to' set- 
backs and construction, should be per- 
mitted contiguous to tin- business zones 
in some of the larger villages. Many 
older residents of Newton, members 
of families which have lived here for 
generations, find it necessary because 
of advancing age to move from the 
the large single houses w’liere they 
have dwelled. They need small apart- 
ments in well appointed modern struc- 
tures. They cannot find such quar- 
ters in Newton and are forced to leave 
this city. The apartment house ques- 
tion is meeting with increasing atten- 
tion, which is proper. The present 
Board of Aldermen can he depended 
upon to deal carefully with this im- 
portant matter and to assure the con- 
tinuance of Newton as Boston’s finest 
suburb.

illation growth, but does tend, on the 
contrary, to a marked decrease in the 
per capita wealth.” 

“Granted, therefore, that apartment 
house building should he carefully re- 
stricted. it seems to me that a prac- 
tical way of accomplishing this com- 
mendable purpose is to so modify the 
building code that they may not be 
built within t lie large so-called ‘blue 
area' of our zoning ordinance map 
known as the General Residence Zone, 
but that they he restricted to the Busi- 
ness District in which there are al- 
ready numerous highly desirable sites 
in locations of quick accessibility to 
shops and transportation.” 

•This does not involve change In our 
Zoning Ordinance. As a practical mat- 
ter this seems to me of the utmost 
importance.”

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

with much Interest not long ago of 
the number of books actually stolen 
from the Boston Public Library. I 
wonder If they are aware that our 
own Free Library is not immune. And 

wonder how many good people of 
Newton know we have some- far 
too many — bad people In Newton who 
have no hesitation In actually carry- 
ing off library volumes of more than 
ordinary value. 

In this column I once wrote of the 
loathsome practice of marking ex- 
tensively hooks taken from the Free 
Library. I called attention to the lib- 
eral use of a lead pencil with which 
whole paragraphs were stricken-out 
and also marginal notes made. Bad 
taste and evidence of a selfish nature 
to he sure. 

Since then I have learned with as- 
tonishment that marking books in tills 
way is as nothing compared with the 
other forms of malicious mischief to 
which hooks from our Free Library 
shelves are submitted. Incredible 
as it may seem to the readers of the 
Graphic, books are stolen from our 
Free Library while some are left 
after having been mutilated shame- 
fully. I was shown two splendid vol- 
umes of historical matter from which 
several whole-page Illustrations had 
been cut. A knife had been used, 
with such clumsiness as to cut 
through other pages as well as to ex- 
tract the illustrations. The pictures 
no doubt appealed to this bookish 
outlaw, who had no scruples in 
slaughtering the whole volume in or- 
der to gratfy his covetousness. 

Taking books from the shelves in 
the reference rooms and never return- 
ing them is not uncommon, strange 
as that may seem. These thieves 
seem to have no conscience about it 
and certainly no regard for other peo- 
ple. 

What can be done to stop it? Run- 
ning down the borrower who defaces 
a hook is out of the question. The 
alibi is certain to be, “The book was 
all right when I had it.” To make an 
inspection of every book returned 
would require an extra number of as- 
sistant librarians. And as far as that 
goes it is the reference hook that is 
usually the one damaged or stolen. 

If the reference room was in view 
of the main desk instead of being shut 
off by partitions the assistant libra 
rians might detect the operations of 
these unknown hook-destroyers. You 
can’t very well put an assistant li 
brarian in every room to watch all 
who come in. That would mean 
great force of employees engaged as 
combination librarians and detectives. 

Still, the problem is a live one and 
has got to be faced. However you may 
haracterize these miscreants you can’t 
stop them by simply calling names. 
They must he checked and severely 
dealt with for the benefit and good 
name of the vast majority of decent 
minded and appreciative people to 
whom our Free Library is both a con- 
venience and a blessing. 

It seeins to me that it is the duty 
of every citizen to report immediately 
any instance of book mutilation or at- 
tempt to steal that comes under his 
observation. The protection of prop- 
erty owned by the taxpayers is as 
vital as guarding one's own. It is a 
community matter and affects us all.

Much in Various Welfare Fields 

Reports of Work Accomplished Presented At Annual Meeting 
In Newtonville Last Friday 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Central Council was held on Friday 
evoning, May 4th, at the Bonnar At- 
wood Studio. Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, 
the President of the Council, presided. 
Reports were given by the Clerk, Mr. 
H. W. Bascom, and the Secretary, Miss 
Louise Peloubet. In the absence of 
the Treasurer, Mr. J. N. Eaton, the 
Treasurer’s report was read by Miss 
Peloubet. Mrs. Palmer reported for the 
Civic Division Chairman, Mr. Ernest 
G. Hapgood, on the investigation made 
by the Council of the Central Post 
Office situation in Newton; Dr. J. Mace 
Andress reported on the progress of 
the Pre-School Clinics inaugurated last 
spring; and Mrs. Louis H. Marshall 
told of the activities of the Welfare 
Division.

Meet- 
ings had been held under their aus- 
pices on local publicity, on the Social 
Service Exchange, and jointly with the 
Health Division, on the subject of 
Communicable Diseases and the value 
of a Public Health Service.

Mr. James T. Croghan, President of 
the Waban Improvement Society, said 
they were chiefly working for better 
streets and for a branch library build- 
ing. The President of the Newton 
Upper Falls Improvement Society sent 
a letter telling of their work for the 
playground, better streets and light- 
ing. 

Two men’s clubs, that of Newton 
Highlands, represented by Edward I. 
Brown, the President, and the West 
Newton Men’s Club, represented by 
B. J. Bowen, Vice-President, spoke of 
the friendship, fellowship and co-oper- 
ation which these clubs fostered. 

Mr. G. Clement Colburn of the Ki- 
wanis Club told of their scholarship 
and loan funds and other activities 
which put "service above self.” Mr. 
H. W. Bascom, representing the Ro- 
tary Club, gave a list of six aims of 
the Rotary which included better ac- 
quaintance, higher ethical standards 
and world peace. Mr. James King- 
man, a member of the City Planning 
Board, spoke of the co operation of the 
Board with the Street Commissioner 
and City Engineer. He brought some 
of the large illustrated reports of the 
Planning Board to be distributed 
among the members of the Civic Div- 
ision, Mrs. J. Porter Russell, President 
of the Newton Federation of Women's 
Clubs, told the details of their civic 
and legislative activities. Their mot- 
to, she said, was to work for home, 
neighborhood, and country and their 
ideal to be internationally-minded. 

An organization unique in its pur- 
pose was the Good Government Club 
of Auburndale, represented by Dr. 
G. M. Winslow of Lasell Seminary. 
This organization, entirely ion-parti- 
san, was founded in 1912 to report on 
can iidates for municipal and state of- 
fices and for the state legislature. 
Meetings wore held, Dr. Winslow said, 
for the purpose of having all candi- 
dates appear on the platform together 
and tell what they stood for, previous 
to an election. 

Mayor Childs was called upon by 
Mrs. Palmer to give information on 
the plans of the Tercentenary Com- 
mittee of Newton. He said that the 
Chairman of the Committee had been 
appointed but was not yet ready to 
report. On the subject of the Sol- 
diers Memorial, Mayor Childs said 
that an artistic memorial was de- 
sired by all. The question of a build- 
ing was still undecided. Admiral Reg- 
inald R. Belknap, Executive Chairman 
of the Massachusetts Bay Tercenten- 
ary Committee, has come from Boston 
to attend the meeting and answered 
questions in regard to the Tercenten- 
ary Celebration throughout the State.

Newton Businessmen 
Hear Talk on Credit 

Monthly Meeting Held Last Night 
In Vernon Court 


The May meeting of the Newton 
Business Associates was held last eve- 
ning in Vernon Court with Mr. Martin 
Campbell, credit manager of the 
American Motor Equipment Co., anil 
a director in the Boston Credit Men’s 
Association, as the principal guest 
and speaker. Mr. Campbell gave a 
most interesting talk on credit and 
its various problems. 

Credit granting is a most peculiar 
and yet most interesting problem be- 
cause of the fact no two persons are 
alike and each must be approached 
and handled in an entirely different 
way. Credit means the power to bor- 
row. to seek goods or services on a 
promise to pay from time to time or 
on a specified date. Granting of credit 
is based largely upon three princi- 
ples — the character, the capacity and 
the capital of the person seeking it. 
Character is what you are — not what 
you appear to be. The speaker told 
of instances wherein the credit-seek- 
er appeared to be a desirable prospect 
only to eventually learn, sometimes 
an expensive lesson, that he had no 
character. Capacity is what you do 
with the knowledge and ability that 
one has not by the amount of business 
you do. Capital is what you make 
and it is not always measured in 
terms of money in fact while money 
is a part of capital is by no means all. 

Charge accounts are one of the 
finest assets any man may have. While 
one may have the reputation of pay- 
ing cash the time may come when 
having credit becomes not only a de- 
desirable but an important factor in 
a business way and never having had 
a charge account that person often 
finds it a problem to get credit. The 
rapid growth of chain stores, doing 
business on the cash and carry plan, 
and other business methods have made 
an imperious need for a more cau- 
tious. more earnest study of credit 
granting than ever before. Install- 
ment accounts are desirable up to a 
certain limit. Here the question of a 
drop in prices enters when payments 
are not kept up and goods taken back 
at a depreciated value. 

During the business session which 
followed the dinner President Moore 
was authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee to handle all details in regard to 
the annual outing which will take 
place in July.

Although it had been opened and in 
use for a week previously the formal 
opening of the new postofflee at Sum- 
ner street, Newton Centre was held on 
last Monday night. Nearly 200 guests 
were present, including postal officials, 
Newton business men and residents of 
Newton Centre. Members of the City 
Government had been invited but be- 
cause the Board of Aldermen held 
a meeting which lasted until 11:30, 
they were unable to attend. Postmas- 
ter Baker was also unable to be pres- 
ent because of illness. In his ab- 
sence, Asst. Postmaster Herbert Han- 
sen of Boston accepted the building 
from Albert T. Stuart of the Stuart- 
Marshall Realty Company which 
erected the structure and which leases 
it to the Postofflee Department. 

The building is of red brick and 
sandstone, two stories high and the 
postofflee contains 5300 square feet 
of working space on the first floor and 
1000 square feet on the second floor. 
The front office has a terazzo floor, 
marble baseboards and attractive 
maple panels. The carriers "swing 
room,” or as it is more recently and 
politely called — “recreation room,” is 
equipped with lockers, shower-baths 
and drying chambers for clothing 
which will be appreciated on rainy 
or snowy days. The furnishings and 
equipment of the postoffice are of the 
latest type and will assure more effi- 
cient and sanitary working conditions. 

Under the present plans the Newton 
Centre postofflee will be the receiving 
point for mail for all the Newtons. 
Mail trucks will bring mail to it from 
the main postofflee in Boston and from 
the Burlington avenue postal workshop 
in the Back Bay; outgoing mall will 
be sent back by these same trucks 
Mail will also be received and des 
patched from and to the South Sta- 
tion by the Boston & Albany rail- 
road. The receipt, and distribution of 
mail for the other nine postoffices of 
Newton, will, according to present 
plans, be performed at the Newton 
Centre postoffice. It is expected that 
clerks from the other postal stations 
in the Newtons will be transferred 
to Newton Centre. The mail sorted 
at the Newton Centre office for the 
carriers routes throughout the city 
will be taken by trucks to the other 
postal stations in the city and then 
routed by the carriers. 

Superintendent M. John Barry of 
the Newton Centre postofflee was in 
charge of arrangements at the open- 
ing Monday night. Following remarks 
by Asst.

Proposed Changes in Building Code 
Explained at Length by Aid. Baker 

Amendments Will Clarify Code And Permit Of Less Expensive 
But Equally Safe Construction 


Chairman Baker of the Claims and 
Rules Committee of the aldermen read 
at length Monday night the proposed 
amendment to the Building Code on 
which this committee and its pre- 
decessors has worked for the past two 
or three years Mr. Baker explained 
carefully each proposed amendment 
and answered questions asked by 
some of his colleagues. The purpose 
of the amendments is to clarify the 
code and to permit of the use in cer- 
tain type of buildings of certain forms 
of construction, which while equally 
safe, will be considerably less expen- 
sive than the methods required by the 
present code. In detail the proposed 
amendments are: — 

SECTION 1. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out in Section 301 the 
definition of the words “Assembly 
Hall” and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

"ASSEMBLY HALL:— A room in 
any building other than a dwelling 
house used for public or private as- 
sembly requiring a license as a hall 
from the Department of Public Safety 
of the Commonwealth." 

SECTION 2. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out in Section 301 the 
words “Private Dwelling House" and 
inserting in place of said words “Pri- 
vate Dwelling House” the words 
“Dwelling House. ' 

SECTION 3 Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out in Section 301 the 
definition and meaning of the words 
"School Building” and substituting in 
place thereof as follows: 

"SCHOOL BUILDING:— Any build- 
ing or part of a building used as a 
public or private school, academy, 
seminary, or college, containing one 
or more rooms, where a regular course 
of instruction is afforded to more than 
ten pupils at one time.” 

SECTION 4. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out Section 315 and sub- 
stituting in place thereof the follow- 
ing: 

“No building or structure shall ex- 
ceed in height two and one half times 
the width of the widest adjoining 
street. No non-fireproof building or 
structure shall exceed in height sixty- 
five feet No frame building or r truc- 
ture shall exceed in height forty feet 
or exceed three stories. Towers, 
spires, chimney stacks, water tanks, 
turrets and minarets, if fireproof, may 
be erected on a building or structure 
to a height above the building or struc- 
ture equal to the height of the build- ! 
ing or structure, but if non-fireproof 
they shall not be erected to a height j 
more than seventy-five feet from the 
ground." 

SECTION 5. Chapter XXXI of the ! 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out Section 317 and sub- 
stituting in place thereof the follow- 
ing: 

"All buildings hereafter erected or j 
altered for stores shall have incom- i 
bustible walls between all stores and ! 
between stores and any adjoining por- ( 
tion of the building used for any pur- 
pose: such walls may be constructed 
as curtain walls and shall extend from 
the cellar or basement floor to the un- 
derside of the roof, or shall extend ' 
through and above the roof as fire 
walls where fire walls are required by 
this chapter. In such buildings, two i 


or more stories in height, however, 
said walls may extend only to the 
underside of 'he second floor and the 
ceilings in the stores shall be wire 
lathed and plastered with three coats 
of cement plaster. Where the base- 
ment floor is not for the use of the 
store or stores above, dividing walls 
may be omitted in the basement with 
the approval of the Public Buildings 
Commissioner." 

SECTION 6. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out Section 318. 

SECTION 7. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out beginning with the 
word "or” in the third line of the 
words to and including the word "lo- 
cated” in the ninth line, so that said 
section shall read as follows: 

“So part of any frame building, or 
any piazzas, bay windows, cornices or 
similar projecting attachments, built 
of combustible materials, shall be 
erected or placed nearer than seven 
and one-half feet from the line of an 
adjoining lot or nearer than fifteen 
feet from any part of any other build- 
of similar construction upon the same 
lot.” 

SECTION S. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out the entire Section 321 
and substituting In place thereof the 
following: 

"A fireproof building may be placed 
on any part of any lot. In the walls 
next to and within three feet of an 
adjoining lot, or nearer than ten feet 
to any other building, all doors and 
windows shall be stationary, or self 
closing, and of fireproof construction 
approved by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, and in walls so lo- 
cated no doors or windows shall ex- 
ceed fifty square feet, or be spaced less 
than four feet apart, or be of an ag- 
gregate area exceeding one fifth the 
area of the wall in the story where 
located. The doors, however, in a 
fireproof private garage need not be 
self closing.” 

SECTION 9. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out the entire Section 
361 and substituting in place thereof 
the following: 

"All brick shall be well burned, hard 
brick except that ‘light hard' bricks 
may be used provided the stresses 
shall no' .exceed two-thirds of the 
stresses herein specified for brick 
work When second band bricks are 
used in any wall, they shall be thor- 
oughly cleaned before being used and 
shall be whole and good, well burned 
hard brick. 

Cement concrete and sand lime 
bricks may be used as substitutes for 
burnt clay bricks when the test of 
not less than six dry single bricks 
shall average 2500 pounds per square 
inch and no single brick shall test less 
than 1900 pounds per square inch. 
Absorption shall not in any case ex- 
ceed 11 per cent by weight. The 
bricks shall in all cases be marked 
with indented or raised letters, sym- 
bols or trade marks indicating the 
manufacturer. The Commissioner may 
call for test on any brick at any time. 
If in the opinion of the Commissioner, 
brick delivered to a building does 
not comply with the provisions of this 
Chapter, no brick shall be installed un- 
til a test has been made of samples 
selected by the Commisioner. Should 
the samples not meet the requirements

The outstanding features at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Hoard of Aider- 
men, held Monday night, were the 
discussion of a number of amendments 
to the Building Code which will tend 
to allow more modern and less expen- 
sive methods of construction used in 
buildings in Newton, and the passage 
of a motion to authorize Chief Rand- 
lett to ask for bids for the new lire 
alarm signal system, which, with the 
building to house it, will cost around 
$250,000. 

Both President Weeks and Vice- 
President Bail of the Board were ab- 
sent, so City Clerk Grant called the 
meeting to order, and Alderman Col- 
lins was chosen as temporary presid- 
ing officer. The first hearing on the 
docket was on the petition of the 
Highland Oil Company to increase the 
storage capacity of tanks at its Need- 
ham street station from 40,000 to 60,* 
000 gallons, and to keep and store 
gasoline at the rear of Needham and 
Easy streets. No person appeared to 
oppose this petition. Neither did op- 
position develop to the petition of Jo- 
seph Scalise, who usked for a permit 
to keep 500 gallons of gasoline at 182 
River street, West Newton, or to that 
of Stephen Moran, who wants a per- 
mit to increase the capacity of his sta- 
tion at 123 River street by 1000 gal- 
lons. 

Attorney James P. Gallagher, ap- 
pearing for Joseph Rooney, owner of 
the Newtonville Motor Mart, formerly 
known as the Central Garage, asked 
that the Zoning Ordinance be amended 
to permit a paint shop being con- 
ducted in that building in conjunction 
with a garage repair shop. According 
to the General Laws, a paint shop 
may be conducted, and the Newton 
ordinance should be consistent with 
these laws. Mr. Gallagher toid the 
Board that the objections which own- 
ers of nearby residential property had 
raised against Mr. Rooney being 
granted a permit for a repair shop in 
the building had been withdrawn since 
the latter has agreed not to use the 
Walnut terrace entrance of the build 
ing between the hours of 7:30 p. m. 

Joseph W. Crowell, owner 
of the Collonna Apartments, located 
near the automobile building, stated 
that he had withdrawn his opposition 
since he has learned that Mr. Rooney 
will do everything possible to conduct 
the business in a quiet manner. This 
large garage had, heretofore, been the 
cause of much annoyance to nearby 
residents.

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EDITORIAL 

The present difference of opinion be- 
tween the aldermen and school com- 
mittee relative to maximum salaries 
to be paid to school teachers is but a 
revival of similar differences in the 
past. Heretofore, however, the school 
committee has usually recognized the 
fact that the aldermen were the tax 
levying hodv of the city and as such, 
with all the city departments to con- 
sider, were entitled to the final deci- 
sion. It goes without argument, that 
was the proper solution of the mat- 
ter. for otherwise there could be no 
limit to the burden which the school 
committee might entail on the tax 
payers of the city. From a legal point 
of view, the school committee, under 
a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, which states, “In the exercise 
of their honest judgment on the ques- 
tion of salaries for teachers the school 
committees are not restricted to the 
amounts appropriated.” is absolutely 
correct in its position and the aider- 
men are consequently powerless to 
prevent any action on this line. 

The situation thus outlined is one of 
considerable concern to the tax payers 
who have looked to the aldermen to 
handle the financial affairs of the city. 
Either the statute on which the Su- 
preme Court acted, should be modified, 
or legislation should be sought which 
would make the school committee di- 
rectly responsible to the tax payers 
for school expenses. This can be done 
either by limiting the school expense 
to a certain proportion of the tax levy, 
as is done in Boston and Cambridge or 
by making the school committee a sep- 
arate tax levying body so that the tax 
paver may know what the schools 
are costing him individually. 

We have a feeling that if action as 
above indicated was sought by the 
city, that the school committee would 
be glad to compromise the entire ques- 
tion. 

We are frankly most skeptical about 
the alleged “speeding” up of the postal 
service under the plan now being for- 
mulated by the post office authorities. 
Under the present method post offices 
on the north side of the city have di- 
rect connection with the Boston office 
both for incoming and outgoing mail. 
The new plan contemplates trucking 
all this north side and Boston mail to 
the new post office at Newton Centre 
and then trucking it either to Boston 
or to the various post offices in the 
city. To our way of thinking this 
truckage is just one additional factor 
over the present method and will cer- 
tainly result in either a half hour or 
hour delay in reaching its destination, 
or the hour for closing this mail will 
have to be set ahead that amount of 
time. The postal service is poor 
enough at present and any additional 
delays will not be welcomed by resi- 
dents of this city.

The present week has been desig- 
nated by Mayor Childs as the annual 
“Clean-up week” of the city. We hope 
that the various Improvement Socie- 
ties of the city have taken positive 
action on this subject and that not 
only the residents have cleaned up 
their cellars but the many stores have 
taken this excellent opportunity to 
improve the appearance of their back 
yards. While most of this debris is 
not unsanitary, it has an untidy look 
which is far from pleasant.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Now that matter of Boston Elevated 
Street Railway legislation remains 
unacted upon by the Legislature the 
rollcall votes of the Newton members 
of the House of Representatives the 
only branch which has considered the 
various bills— is naturally of interest 
to our citizens. 

Representative Saltonstall. upon his 
own request, was excused from vot- 
ing on the bills. In asking to be ex- 
cused Mr. Saltonstall said: 

“I respectfully request the permis- : 
sion of the House to be excused from ; 
voting on these matters now before 
it. 1 make this request because Mr. 
Frederic E. Snow, senior member of 
the law firm with which, until recent- 
ly, I have been connected, appeared, be- 
fore the committees on Metropolitan 
Affairs and Street Railways, sitting 
jointly, when they considered this 
subject, and at that time represented 
the directors of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. I have no finan- 
cial connection of any kind with the 
Elevated Company. I have never had 
any share in the partnership earnings 
of Mr. Snow's firm. I am not now a 
member of it. I believe that my vote 
on this question at the present time, 
however, may be open to possible mis- 
interpretation; therefore 1 respectful- 
ly mak this request.” 

On the question of adopting the 
amendment of Representative Lomas- 
ney of Roston, which was agreed to 
be hostile to any legislation looking 
to the extension of public control or 
even public ownership. Messrs. Hol- 
lis ami Thompson voted “No” and Mr. 
Lultwieler was not recorded. 

On the Shattuck bill for a 20-year 
period of public control a voice vote 
was taken, while on the Gilman bill 
for a 10-year period of public control 
there was a rollcall in which Messrs. 
Hollis and Thompson voted “Yes” 
and Mr. Luitwieler was not recorded. 
On the Twohig bill for public owner- 
ship Messrs. Hollis and Thompson 
voted “No” and Mr. Luitwieler was 
not recorded. 

The Legislature is awaiting the 
disposition of the investigation by a 
special committee of the House of the 
official conduct of Attorney General 
Arthur K. Reading. It is also half- 
expecting the Governor to send in a 
special message on the Boston Ele- 
vated legislation, outlining the princi- 
pal features of a bill that would meet 
his approval. Otherwise, practically 
all important business has been 
cleared up and there Is a little or 
nothing to do. Prorogation is not in 
sight, however. Everything is “up in 
the air.” There will be sessions from 
time to time but both branches will 
take several days off at a time. The 
fact that an outing is planned for next 
Thursday at Pemberton in which all 
are expected to participate shows the 
members are not too busy for a lit- 
tle diversion, even on a business day. 

Messrs. Hollis and Saltonstall voted 
to sustain the Governor on his veto 
of the bill for the appointment of a 
third assistant district attorney for 
the Southern district, which takes in 
Bristol, Barnstable. Dukes and Nan- 
tucket counties. Messrs. Luitwieler 
and Thompson were not recorded. 

On the Governor's veto of the bill 
to increase the pay of court officers of 
the Boston Municipal Court for crim- 
inal business Messrs. Hollis. Luitwiel- 
er and Saltonstall voted to sustain the 
Governor and Mr. Thompson was not 
recorded. 

The Legislature has at least done 
something toward providing care for 
needy Civil War veterans and their 
wives or widows. It has advanced a 
resolve for an investigation of the 
matter by a special commission and 
the measure is expected to become 
law. 

Nothing has been done in improv- 
ing conditions of the wild life sanctu- 
aries in the various parts of the State. 
Public-spirited citizens have from 
time to time bequeathed tracts of. 
land for these purposes and sanctu- 
aries have been established with suc- 
cess. Money is needed, of course, to 
improve them but an appropriation of 
$20,000 for the purpose has been re- 
fused and the matter stands where 
it was before the request for money 
was made. 

Many Newton people will be disap- 
pointed to learn that no legislation is 
to be passed this year authorizing 
municipalities to permit the charging 
of admission fees to public parks and 
recreation fields. The passage of 
such a bill would have been greatly 
appreciated in this city and would 
have enabled the city to make the ath- 
letic field at Newtonville one of the 
best in this part of the State. Vari- 
ous cities and towns, through their 


SUMMER CAMP DIRECTORY 
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Squam Lake. Holderness, N. H. 
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Representatives, sought to have the 
General Court take some action this 
year. Such a petition was filed and 
agreed upon by the different places in- 
terested. A bill based on this peti- 
tion was reported by the Committee 
of Legal Affairs. It was brought Into 
the House and recommitted to the 
committee. After some weeks lmd 
passed it was reported in a substan- 
tially different form but was appar- 
ently not acceptable and the House 
voted to refer the matter to next 
year’s Legislature.

They had a conference last Wednes- 
day at which Mr. Cummings snid he 
felt that his private affairs demanded 
his full time and he could no longer 
serve the State. He asked that the 
Governor consider his resignation as 
final but agreed to remain until his 
successor had been chosen. 

Senator Simoneau of Marlboro, who 
represents the First Middlesex Sena- 
torial district of which Newton is a 
part, is a candidate for re-election as 
are Representatives Hollis. Luitwiel- 
er. Saltonstall and Thompson. Sena- 
tor Simoneau may change his mind, 
however/ as be stated during debate 
Wednesday afternoon that he would 
be forced to refrain from running 
again if the Senate should pass the 
bill to require members of the Leg- 
islature who appear before State 
boards or commission for compensa- 
tion to register with the Sergeant-at- 
Arms. The bill was advanced, how- 
ever. It is based on the recommenda- 
tions of Governor Fuller made in his 
annual address to the Legislature. 
Senator Simoneau’s attitude is that 
the bill is a reflection on the members 
of the General Court who happen to 
be lawyers and who, said he. are high- 
minded men who serve the public at 
a personal sacrifice. 

The Senate has passed to be en- 
grossed the bill providing for retire- 
ment allowances based on annuity and 
pension contributions for employes of 
the city of Newton. The House has 
already passed the measure.

of this Chapter, the Commissioner 
shall order the removal of all brick 
from the job whether Installed or not.

SECTION 10. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out the entire Section 377 
and substituting in place thereof the 
following: 

“Concrete blocks or tile shall bo 
made of one part Portland cement to 
not more than six parts of properly 
graded aggregate, and shall have at- 
tained an ago of at least thirty days 
before being used. The materials used 
shall ho free from dirt and other for- 
eign mutter and shall be properly 
mixed and manipulated. The voids in 
concrete blocks or tile shall not ex- 
ceed thirty-five per cent of their vol- 
ume nnd all such blocks or tile shall 
be laid with the voids vertical. Con- 
crete blocks or tile shall in all cases 
be marked with indented or raised 
letters, symbols or trade marks indi- 
cating the manufacturer’s name. The 
ultimate compressive strength when 
thirty days old or when delivered to 
the building site must average on 
three samples not less than 1200 
pounds per square inch of the gross 
cross sectional aroa as used in the 
wall. No unit shall test less than 
1000 pounds per square inch over tho 
gross area. The Commissioner may 
at any time require the manufactur- 
ers or users of concrete block or tile 
to have tests made at their own ex- 
pense of such blocks or tile and of 
the materials used in their composi- 
tion. The thicknesses of walls con- 
structed of concrete blocks or tile 
shall he not less than that required for 
terra cotta tile, and all such walls 
shall be Had in cement mortar.” 

SECTION 11. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out the entire Section 389 
and substituting in place thereof the 
following: 

“Foundation walls for frame build- 
ings shall lie of brick, concrete block, 
or solid concrete, at least twelve 
inches thick, or bubble or block stoue 
at least eighteen inches thick, laid in 
cement mortar.” 

SECTION 12. Chapter XXXI of tho 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out the entire Section 402 
and substituting in place thereof the 
following: 

"Terra cotta tile in the form of hol- 
low blocks may he used for bearing 
walls only in buildings where the 
floor load does not exceed seventy- 
live pounds to the square foot on any 
floor above the first floor; when the 
height of the building does not exceed 
forty feet and three stories, tile may 
he used for non-hearing walls as pro- 
vided in sections 424 and 426 of this 
Chapter. One story structures, not for 
habitation, with external walls not 
over ten feet in height, and not over 
two thousand square feet in area with 
roof spans not exceeding twenty-six 
feet between hearings, may have walls 
of terra cotta tile not less than eight 
incites thick. In all other buildings 
in which terra cotta tile may be used, 
the minimum thickness in incites of 
all independent surroundings and di- 
viding walls of such material shall 
lie not less than specified in tho fol- 
lowing table; except as herein other- 
wise provided:

less than two feet wide shall have tho 
voids in all the tera cotta tile used 
therefor filled solid, before tho blocks 
are placed in position, with grout con- 
taining at least one part Portland ce- 
ment to three parts sand. Lintels of 
terra cotta tile shall be composed 
of blocks in which steel rods of suit- 
able dimensions are grouted solidly 
with Portland cement grout in each 
of the lower voids of the blocks. Such 
rods shall extend throughout all tho 
blocks forming the lintel, and if not 
square twisted or of deformed pat- 
tern, shall lie turned at their ends and 
lapped back at least three inches. No 
wooden lintels shall be used to sup- 
port terra cotta tiling. Arches of 
terra cotta tile shall bo composed of 
voussoit blocks. Terra cotta tile shall 
not be loaded in excess of two hun- 
dred and fifty pounds per square inch 
of net section. In computing compres- 
sion on a wall of terra cotta tile, hear- 
ing value shall bo computed only on 
the portions of the shells of the blocks 
which form the face and back of the 
wall, unless t lie blocks are laid with 
their voids horizontal, in which case 
the vertical webs or withes may also 
he included in the beuring value, or 
unless the voids in the blocks are 
grouted solidly lu the manner speci- 
fied above in this suction, in which 
case the loading on the gross area 
of the blocks may equal but not ex- 
ceed that prescribed for brickwork. 
All chases, channels or recesses for 
piping, wiring or other purposes shall 
be constructed at the time the walls 
are built, ho that the adjacent por- 
tions of the wall are not weakened 
by the use of cruckud or Improperly 
broken blocks, or otherwise. No tile 
block shull be broken Into after be- 
ing placed in the wall except by per- 
mission of the Commissioner." 

SECTION 13. Chapter XXXI of tho 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out, In Section 403, the 


words in the fifth line “nor for ex- 
ternal curtain walls,” so that said sec- 
tion shall read as follows: 

"Concrete blocks may be used where 
terra cotta tile is allowed by the pro- 
visions of this chapter and subject 
to the same requirements, except that 
concrete blocks may not be used for 
the insulation of iron or steel mem- 
bers, nor for fire walls when required 
by the provisions of this chapter.” 

SECTION 14. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended 
by striking out the entire Section 444 
and substituting in place thereof the 
following: 

"The ceilings and walls in all build- 
ings where the beams are of wood, 
shall be lathed with wire lath and 
plastered thereon with not less than 
two coats of cement mortar, except 
that this shall not apply to buildings 
used for purposes accessory to resi- 
dences nor to private stables, private 
garages nor buildings less than three 
stories in height used for residential 
purposes only and occupied by not 
more than two families.” 

SECTION 15. Chapter XXXI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1922 amended, 
in Section 463 by adding*, at the end 
of said section, the words “All cook- 
ing or heating apparatus, except por- 
table, shall be connected to a chimney 
or vent flue” so that said section 
shall read as follows: 

"All masonry chimneys shall be 
plastered on their outside surfaces 
from bottom of first floor joist to un- 
der side of roof boarding, except when 
exposed, but the inside of any chim- 
ney or flue shall not be plastered. 
There shall be an iron frame and 
cleanout door at the base of all chim- 
neys. All chimneys shall extend at 
least three feet above the highest 
point at which the chimney cuts the 
roof and at least six inches above any 
roof surface within ten feet in a hori- 
zontal line and not less than six of 
tlie top courses shall be laid in pure 
cement mortar and brickwork care- 
fully bonded or anchored together un- 
less protected by a proper coping. All 
flues shall be properly cleaned and all 
rubbish removed, the Hues being left 
smooth on the inside. No chimney 
shall be built out of perpendicular 
more than one-third of its area ami 
no corbel shall be built out from any 
four-inch wall of a chimney for any 
beam or girder to rest upon. All 
cooking or heating apparatus, except 
portable, shall lie connected to a chim- 
ney or vent flue." 

SECTION 16. Chapter XXXI of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1922 
amended by striking out the entire 
Section 499 and substituting in place 
thereof tlie following: 

"Every building hereafter erected 
two or more stories in height (except 
for one family not over 2V-* stories in 
height ) shall he provided with at least 
two independent stairways or other 
means of egress separated from each 
ither as far as practicable and each 
accessible from all parts of the build 
ing. 

“Every building which Ih not pro- 
vided with exit facilities as prescribed 
in this chapter for buildings hereafter 
erected, and in which the exit facili- 
ties are inadequate for the safety of 
tlie occupants, shall be provided with 
such good and sufficient fire escapes, ' 
stairways or other means of egress 
in case of tire as shall be directed by 
the Public Buildings Commissioner. 

“The owner or owners of any build- 
ing upon which a fire escape is erected 
shall keep the same in good repair 
and properly painted. Fire escapes 
on the outside of buildings shall con- 
sist of open balconies and stairways 
and he constructed in accordance with 
or equal to the requirements of the 
Massachusetts District Police. Fire 
escapes may project not more than 
four feet over a public way or beyond 
a building line, in which case they 
shull have a clearance of not less than 
eight feet above the ground. The bal- 
cony on the top floor, except in case 
of an iron fire escape, shall lie pro- 
vided with a gooseneck ladder leading 
from said balcony to and above the 
roof."

A garage re- 
pair shop is part of a garage where 
minor structural repairs are made to 
motor vehicles for profit by meaus of 
lathes, vises and other appliances, 
but not by means of heavy machinery. 
A motor vehicle paint shop shall be 
regarded as a garage repair shop. 

Section 573. Paragraph 6. be and is 
hereby amended by striking out the 
words “or motor vehicle paint shop" 
so that said section as amended will 
read as follows: — 

Motor Vehicle Repair Shop. A mo- 
tor vehicle repair shop is a building 
or part of a building in which re- 
pairs are made to motor vehicles, or a 
repair shop in a garage or other build- 
ing in which heavy machinery is 
used An automobile school shall be 
regarded as a motor vehicle repair 
shop.

This is — the cover- 
ing of Laundry Brook at the Boyd 
Park Playground. This brook, the 
' largest and longest in the city, has 
been covered for most of its length 
from Rullough’s Pond to the play- 
ground. It carries a large volume of 
water after rains and when snow has 
thawed and is an increasing menace 
because of the fact that the neigh- 
borhood around Boyd Park is now 
thickly covered with dwellings. Un- 
til this brook is covered the play- 
ground, one of the oldest in this city, 
cannot be used to advantage. Many 
parents are afraid to allow their chil- 
dren to visit the playground because 
of the danger from the brook. One 
child was drowned in the brook a year 
ago last winter. Besides being a 
source of danger to the children, the 
open brook at this place is unhealthy. 
It is a repository for dead cats and 
deceased dogs, and serves as a breed- 
ing plnce for mosquitos in the sum- 
mer months when its current is slug- 
gish.

REFUSE TO ALLOW MANUFAC- 
TURING AT AUBURNDALE 


Almost the highest spot in Newton 
is tlie summit of Waban Hill above 
Ward street. Bceause of its altitude 
the Newton reservoir was placed 
there. A wonderful panoramic view 
can be enjoyed from Waban Hill. To 
the east and northeast lie Boston and 
its environs. To the west the roll- 
ing hills of Middlesex county present 
a pleasing picture to the vision. In 
| the distance, on a clear day, may be 
(seen Mount Wachuset and Mount 
Monadnock. Many residents of New- 
ton and other parts of Greater Bos- 
ton visit Waban Hill. Since daylight 
saving time has been observed, the 
hill has become quite frequented in 
the early evening hours by middle 
; aged and elderly persons who come 
in their motor cars and linger for a 
half hour, or so to gaze over the coun- 
try. 

Before daylight savings time was 
heard of swains and their sweethearts 
were wont to meander to Waban Hill 
as the stars shone above and the moon 
cast its romantic glow. Since day- 
light savings has been the accepted 
thing, another generation of swains 
and their “dearies" have motored to 
Waban Hill to hold lmiul and whisper 
"sweet nothings” after the sun has 
set over Mount Wachuset. 

But. some person devoid of ro- 
mance. some disgruntled “dill-iiickled 
human." or some over-zealous moral 
reformer has taken extreme measures 
to discourage youthful lovers, lovers 
of Nature and elderly sightseers from 
visiting Waban Hill. Some person 
with malice aforethought carpeted the 
upper part of Manet road which leads 
to the summit of Waban Hill with 
broken bottles. For 200 feet the sur- 
face of the street was literally cov- 
ered with broken glass which has 
wrought havoc with scores of auto- 
mobile tires. Even the stone steps 
leading from the street to the top of 
the covered reservoir had many pieces 
of glass strewn on them. While this 
glass may have destroyed the tires of 
some participants in “petting parties," 
it also ruined some tires belonging to 
very respectable elderly folks who un- 
suspectingly drove up Manet road in 
daylight hours. The police are in- 
vestigating. 


The Board of Aldermen Monday 
night sustained the report of the 
Claims and Rules Committee which 
turned down the petition of Peter 
Turchon of Newton, who asked that 
property between Webster street and 
the R. & A. Railroad he changed from 
residential to manufacturing zone. 
Chairman Baker of the committee and 
Alderman Holbrook favored the 
change. Mr. Baker argued that the 
land in question is swampy and unfit 
for residential purposes. He stated 
that the owner had tried vainly to sell 
it for residential sites but can dispose 
of it for manufacturing purposes. 

Alderman Grebeustein opposed tin* 
petition and remarked that "100 hom 
owners in that district have opposed 
the change.” He argued that if a 
banana packing plant will lie built 
there many trucks will be added to the 
already heavy traffic on Commonwealth 
avenue. Alderman Noone argued that 
the land can be easily drained and 
made suitable for dwellings. He com- 
mented that Alderman Baker was not 
giving proper consideration to the in- 
terests of home owners in that dis- 
trict. Alderman Powers said that 
while more manufacturing enterprises 
may he helpful in such locations in 
tliis city as are suitable for manufac- 
turing purposes and which will not 
intrude into residential sections, the 
placing of a banana packing plant on 
this site is so doubtful that it is prob- 
able il the Aldermen placed the prop- 
erty into a manufacturing zone they 
might later have to sing "Yes, We 
Have No Bananas." 

Alderman Gordon argued that home 
owners are entitled to more considera- 
tion tlmu one real estate speculator 
and that one person should not be 
allowed t<« profit at the expense of 
many. Alderman Heuthcote uIho op- 
posed the change, saying. "The pres- 
ent owner of this land created this 
condition when he purchased the prop- 
erty on speculation."

Pope was de- 
formed. Caesar suffered from epilepsy. 
Lamb and his sister were subject to 
repeated attacks of insanity. Fielding 
wrote his rollicking hook, “Tom 
Jones,” while melnneholy. Florence 
Nightingale did some of her best exec- 
utive work while bedridden. The list, 
indeed. Is a long one. These people 
achieved in spite of a hardship.

them as religious separatists, having a 
strict code of ceremonial observances 
much more rigid than the ordinary 
ceremonials of Judaism.

The re- 
quirements for membership were most 
rigid, requiring long periods of fasting 
ami discipline. There is uo probability 
that Jesus Christ was an Essence, but 
it lias been advanced that John the 
Baptist was of a type which would be 
acceptable.

Those who 
heard him will recall his attractive 
and forceful presentation. He is a 
veteran of tlie western trip and has 
made numberless appearances on tlie 
public platform. His work in tlie A1 
Smith debate against Harvard was 
masterly.

That the debate has aroused much 
interest in metropolitan Boston is in- 
dicated by the increasing demand for 
tickets and to give their team moral 
and cheering support over 100 mem- 
bers of the Holy Cross student body 
and almuni have hooked busses from 
Worcester. This showing has been un- 
heard of in Boston College-Holy Cross 
debates previously proving that Holy 
Cross is prepared to give battle to the 
Eagles in every way. 

Holy Cross will be well represented 
in the entertainment program with 
their Philharmonic orchestra giving a 
concert from 7:30 to S o’clock. John 
F. Daley ’2S. Hartford, Conn., will be 
the guest soloist from Holy Cross. 
While Mr. Daley will render bass 
solos, Francis S. Shea ’28, Dorchester, 
a member of the B. C. Glee Club will 
sing tenor solos. The singers will 
precede the debate and again pending 
the decision of the judges. 

For the first time the two teams 
will debate under the ENGLISH sys- 
tem. one followed by the English uni- 
versities.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By L. I). O. BENTLEY X 


It Heems that Newton haH at least 
three matters of deep concern over 
which it may worry whenever it 
pleases. I was going to say “at* its 
ioisure,” but ain reminded that the 
leisure class does not worry. Still, it 
can take up In public meeting or at 
annual banquets the question of apart- 
ment houses, school appropriations 
and unaccepted streets and find plenty 
of material for discussion. 

Without dwelling on these particu- 
lar matters and In the hope of divert- 
ing the sober-minded people of our 
city to more pleasant thoughts may I 
speak of the things over which we 
do not have to worry and to which 
we need pay no attention if we stay 
within the boundaries of our seven 
wards. 

We In Newton are not called upon to 
stage monster receptions for trans- 
Atlantic flyers who are feted here, 
there and everywhere and who must 
bate the sight of a silk-hatted recep- 
tion committee. We don’t have to 
keep on hand a supply of fake keys to 
the city and pretend we are giving 
away something worth having. 

He haven’t any seashore for the 
landing of the merchandise of rum-run- 
ners. We have no gay resorts where 
midnight parties are held under cover 
and where illegal liquor selling is car- 
ried on with the connivance of the 
authorities. We have no “wild life” 
outside of that which is represented 
by the birds and other creatures of 
the woods. 

We haven’t any slums where the 
police are obliged to patrol in pairs 
and where a citizen or a gunman or a 
policeman is liable to be “bumped off” 
without warning. 

We haven’t any subways to become 
tied-up by trolley cars getting off the 
track, we haven’t any third rate 
places of amusement that have to be 
watched and we don’t have any strikes 
and other disturbances. 

When you come to think of it there 
are many things we don’t have to 
worry over. For that reason, I sup- 
pose, we should make the most of 
those we have. 


It must he a simple matter to lose 
an automobile registration plate. Last 
week I saw two plates which had been 
found by police officers and turned-in 
as is all “property recovered,’’ to use 
the official phrase of the department. 
These had been picked up on the road 
and an examination showed that they 
had not been too closely attached to 
the cars from which they had fallen. 

Subsequently I learned that it not 
infrequently happens that number 
plates are found, but seldom, if ever, 
that anybody reports the loss of a 
number plate. I assume that the own- 
ers are either careless or have an idea 
that it wouldn’t be any use to report 
their loss. Either that or they rea- 
son that having passed through a num- 
ber of towns and cities they would 
have to do too much telephoning in 
an effort to locate it. 

I can’t understand myself why it is 
thought to be more trouble to tele- 
phone thau it is to go through all the 
red tape and incidental rigmarole of 
obtaining a duplicate or having a 
makeshift plate painted and tied on 
in a sloppy way. 

However, the police are not to be 
expected to become excited over re- 
storing property when the owners do 
not consider it of sufficient value to 
start a search for it or even report 
their loss. I should suppose that it 
might be a sort of house-cleaning idea 
if the police were to look up the owner 
by the registration numbers and tele- 
phone him, saying "Come get your 
plate, it is taking up too much room.” 

The number, it seems to me, is a 
fairly comprehensive mark of owner- 
ship and the lost plate could be traced 
if one were willing to co-operate. I 
wonder the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
hasn't some suggestion to make. May- 
be it is a case of what's everybody’s 
business is nobody’s business. So 
many things are, you know. 


I do not wish to appear as picking 
on automobile owners this week but 
there is still another thing that puz- 
zles me. The new’ Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, without injecting his per. 
Bonality into his announcements, has 
publicly stated that his inspectors 
would he on hand at different places 
to test brakes and lights and do other 
things that would establish a condi- 
tion highly satisfactory all around. In 
other words, cars officially inspected 
and approved would run no danger of 
being held up as unfit to drive. 

The chief interest the Registrar has 
of course, is the protection of human 
lives. If cars are equipped with 
brakes that are as they should be and 
with lights that meet the law’s re- 
quirements the possibility of accidents 
is greatly reduced. We all agree that 
no other cars should be allowed on the 
road. But they are and nobody knows 
that better than the Registrar him- 
self. 

In order to start the season proper- 
ly the Registrar offers to have his in- 
spectors look things over. At the 
same time lie makes it plain that he 
is “going after” cars improperly equip- 
ped and will use severe measures 
when he finds an offender. It must 
be plain that he has done more than 
warn owners — he has offered to put 
them on the right road or better put 
them on the road right. 

What has happened? Many owners 
have failed to co-operate although the 
percentage is larger in suburban 
places than in Boston. The Registrar 
says that if they don’t do so "there 
are likely to be thousands of revoca- 
tions of registrations during the com- 
ing summer months.” 

Last year, l recall, there was a great 
rush to have curs inspected and about 
every one on the road hud a yellow’ 
Hign pasted oil the rear window testify- 
ing to the fact that it had been in- 
spected. The work was done largely 
by private concerns who did so with 
commendable zeal. 

Now’ wo are told that It must be 
done again but the idea Isn’t meeting 
the response it should. Maybe own- 
ers who have failed to accept the 
Registrar's offer think that any old 
time will do. Let Newton show that 
it appreciates the Registrar’s thought- 


fnlnesH and wisdom by taking advan- 
tage of his offer. 


Once in a while you run across bits 
of philosophy that are uttered by those 
we chance to meet. To me it is ex- 
ceedingly Interesting to learn how dif- 
ferent people view the great proces- 
sion of human endeavor and what they 
consider the proper conduct of an in 
dividual under certain circumstances. 

Not long ago two members of the 
Legislature from another part of the 
State were discussing the activities of 
their constiuents. The older man was 
advising the younger. "I have found,” 
said he “that It isn’t worth while for a 
legislator, an alderman or the holder 
of any public office to trim his sails 
with every wind. I know there are 
men who are always trying to please 
one group or another, switching hack 
and forth until nobody knows where 
they are at. The result is never sat- 
isfactory, for they get so that no- 
body places any reliance on their 
word. 

“I have been In the Legislature for 
a considerable number of years but I 
have never allowed myself to promise 
people that I w’ould do this or that 
or whatever they wranted. That Is, not 
unless I meant to do it. But for the 
most part I have stated flatly that I 
should consider questions on their 
merit and would vote as I believed to 
be for the best interests of the State. 

“Of course I have always held one 
view on prohibition and the people 
of my district know’ It w’ould be use- 
less to try and change my vote. On 
other matters I have stated that I 
would make up my own mind without 
any assistance. They seem to be sat- 
isfied and think more of a man who 
speaks his mind than one who is try- 
ing to win the favor of all classes and 
ends by getting himself in trouble." 


This philosophy sounded pretty good 
to me and I wondered if it w’ouldn’t 
work out pretty well. The next day 
omething happened which proved that 
this man was right, although he had 
nothing to do with the incident I am 
about to relate. 

It seems that months ago a bill was 
introduced that would do injury to a 
certain group. One of the most prom- 
inent in the group w’rote to the mem- 
ber of the Legislature in the district 
and asked that he vote against the bill. 
They put it rather neatly, saying they 
hoped he would see fit to oppose the 
measure. 

This legislator replied with a long 
letter, stating that he would do every- 
thing in his power to defeat the pro- 
posed measure. He had no hesitation 
in declaring it to be pernicious, un- ; 
wise, unsound and everything else ob- 
jectionable. The opponents of the bill 
were delighted at having found so 
staunch a champion of their cause. 

There was one of their number, 
however, who was world-wise .at least 
he had had experience with politicians. 
He had a photostat copy made of the 
letter and kept it for future reference. 
Months rolled by. Finally the bill 
came up and it looked very much as 
if it would pass. The legislator who 
had promised to aid in its defeat was 
found, much to the opponents’ sur- 
prise, to be lined up for the bill. The 
innocent minds of those against the 
legislation couldn’t understand how 
anybody could change his views. 

The man who held the photostat 
copy of the letter got busy. He waited 
until the proper moment and then 
sought an interview with the vacillat- 
ing legislator on whom he flashed the 
copy of his letter. The politician 
wilted. He had been caught with the 
goods. He had to stick to his original 
promise. I don’t think it is necessary 
to emphasize so obvious a moral. 


We are passing through “National 
Music Week" which is a laudable at- 
tempt to interest people in the real 
art of interpreting the w’orks of the 
best composers. I have no reason to 
suppose that jazz will suffer because 
the attention of young, middle-aged 
and old is called to the fact that there 
is something to be gotten out of a 
piano, violin and other instruments 
that isn’t barbaric in its original 
theme. In spite of many years of 
such “weeks” as that which is to close 
tomorrow night we shall probably 
cling to our jazz or have somebody 
cling for us for many moons to come. 

I must admit that to me it would be 
depressing indeed if there were not 
the works of the great music masters 
to be played and enjoyed. So much 
piffle is forced upon us that any move- 
ment to divert our attention to the 
classics is most welcome. However, it 
isn’t just the pleasure of listening that 
we are to consider. It is the possibil- 
ity of developing an appreciation of 
the art of music in others, especially 
the young folks. 

It would not be difficult, I assume, 
to go among my friends and find a 
large number who had taken piano 
lessons or violin lessons in their child- 
hood and who nor are “unable to play 
a note," as they would say. It must 
have been that a generation or so ago 
all parents were possessed of the same 
idea — that of producing a musical 
genius in the family whether the ma- 
terial was there or not. I have ob- 
served the struggles of boys and girls 
who took to practicing as a criminal 
to a jail sentence. In fact, I think that 
many a child thought he was being 
punished and with undue severity if 
compelled to study tho flats, sharps 
and natural. 

More sanity is exhibited these days 
in the matter of "gettiug a piano 
teacher" for a hoy or girl. That is as 
it should be. Unless the child con- 
vinces the teacher that ho has a rea- 
sonable amount of promise why insist

McLeod and Patrolman Shee- 
han of the Metropolitan Police soon 
arrived and started to drag for the 
body from a rowboat. There is a 
swift current in the river at present 
and the body may have been carried 
down towards the dam. After drag- 
ging unsuccessfully for a few hours 
the Metropolitan police relinquished 
the work to the Newton police who 
diagged the stream without success 
until dark Saturday and all day Sun- 
day.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the month of April there 
were admitted to the hospital (includ- 
ing X-ray and Out Patients) 447 pa- 
tients. The largest number iu any 
twenty-four hours was 159. the small- 
est 123. The daily average for the 
mouth was 13S.53. 49 babies were 

born, 560 patients were treated in the 
out patient department and 16 in the 
eye clinic. 221 regular surgical cases 
and 42 accidents were cared for in the 
operating room, the X-ray department 
treated ISO cases, 27 calls were made 
by the social service department. 15 
in the hospital and 12 in the homes. 

During the week ending May 5th. 137 
patients were in the hospital. 43 of 
whom paid as much as cost of care 
or more. 59 paid less than cost of care 
and 35 (including babies) were treated 
free. 9 babies were born (4 girls and 
5 boys), 152 patients were treated in 
the out patient department. S in the 
eye clinic and 14 emergency cases 
were treated in the operating room. 12 
calls were made by the social service 
department, and 3 patients were trans- 
ferred by the social service car. 

The Alumnae Association held its 
monthly meeting at the Hospital Wed- 
nesday, May 2. At the business meet- 
ing it was reported that the President, 
Doris Porter Reed, R x . is to be a 
delegate to the Biennial meeting of the 
National Nursing Organization at Lou- 
isville. Kentucky, June 3. 192S. Fol- 
lowing the business meeting Mr. Ju- 
lius Lucht. Librarian at the Newton 
Public Library, presented in a most 
interesting talk. "Books for Vacation.” 

Monday, May 7. the Know More 
Kokki met at the hospital. 

On Tuesday, May Mb. Miss Hostet- 
ler. Superintendent of Nurses, with 
Miss Alice Elliott and Miss Mary 
Brackett, seniors iu the school of nurs- 
ing. talked to the students of the 
Billerica High School on the subject 
of nursing as a profession. 

Fourteen emergencies were admit- 
ted to the operating room during the 
past week. Eight of these were the re- 
sults of automobile accidents: three 
men, one with lacerated finger, one 
with contusions of the right leg and 
one with laceration of forehead and 
arm; two women, one with a fractured 
nose and one with lacerations over her 
right eye and a sprained ankle: and 
three boys, one with lacerations of the 
scalp atul lower lip, one with frac- 
tured elbow and one with lacerations 
of the face. The other six were: two 
women, one who fell ou tho sidewalk, 
bruising her knee and one who slipped 
on the street fracturing her arm; two 
men, one with abrasions over the right 
eye caused by a falling lamp post, and 
one with a wound in the back caused 
by a pick ax. The thirteenth was a 
man suffering with convulsions and 
the fourteenth a little girl with lacera- ] 
t ions of the forehead caused by being 
hit by a stone.

DEATH OF MR. JORDAN 

Prentiss A. Jordan, founder of the 
Boys’ Club of Pittsfield, one of the 
earliest and most successful institu- 
tions of its kind in the country, died 
Thursday at his home, 136 Gibbs 
street. Newton Center. 

Mr. Jordan was born In Salem in 
1S64, the son of Jonas and Josephine 
Haines Jordan. Prior to 1900, when 
he went to Pittsfield to live, he was 
associated in business with an uncle 
in Salem. Since the time he founded 
t lie Boys’ Club in Pittsfield in 1900 he 
had kept up a close interest in this 
work, and because of his conspicuous 
success in this field lie became an au- 
thority on boys’ club methods.

Three years ago 
he came to Newton. He was a mem- 
ber of a Masonic lodge in Pittsfield.

CHIEF RANDLETT MAKES REPORT 

The annual report of tlie Newton 
Fire Department has been issued by 
Chief Randlett. It shows that In 1927 
the department answered 243 alarms 
sent in from boxes, 743 received by 
telephone calls and 78 still alarms. 
Tho total, 1034 was 164 over the total 
for 1926. The fire loss last year was 
$89,333.87: in 1926 it was $121,649.35. 

Among tho recommendations made 
by the Chief are — six additional men, 
a Ford automobile to be purchased to 
replace one in use since 1923, a new 
fire station at Newton Corner to be 
loeated on tho site of the wooden 
block oil Washington Htreot near 
Thornton street, $7500 appropriation 
for tlie purchase of a new hose truck 
for Hose 5 at Auburudale, $75,000 to 
equip a new iiianuul lire ulurm build- 
ing, $50,000 for the building to house 
the new lire alarm signul apparatus, 
six new boxes and tho replacement 
of old boxes with more modern type; 
repairs on fire stations other tiiun Sta-

During the year the Newton 
Department answered 34 alarms in 
other cities and towns including 10 
from Watertown, 5 from Waltham, 5 
from Brighton, 8 from Wellesley, 4 
from Needham, 1 from Brookline and 
1 from Weston. Twenty-five old type 
boxes were repluced by modern type 
boxes; controllers were installed so 
that fire alarm bells in towers of build- 
ings iu the different villages have not 
sounded first alarms sineo last sum- 
mer, Such bells are now controlled 
from Fire Alurm Headquarters and are 
only sounded on second or third 
alarms. The Newton and Brookline 
fire alarm signal systems have been 
connected and a mutual aid arrange- 
ment established.

The Au- 
burndale Woman’s Club held a sample 
day to display the saleable work of 
its members and resulted in the earn- 
ing of $2,000. This Club is justly proud 
of having been awarded honorable 
mention from the General Federation 
in its Woman’s Club Achievement 
Contest. 

The Newton Community Club has 
been accomplishing very practical re- 
sults in its Americanization work a: 
the Stearns School Centre. On two 
occasions, several foreign horn worn i 
en were guests in private homes and 
saw the labor savii of th< 

modern home, as well as the decorat- 
ing and furnishing that add to their 
beauty and comfort. 

The Social Science Club has an 
unique method of providing itself with 
a program, as each member in her 
turn is responsible for a paper, or a 
contribution of $15 toward the ex- 
pense of a speaker. Their subject 
this year has been "Pioneers of j 
Thought." 

The obstacles and difficulties con- 
fronting the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club do not seem to have seriously 
hampered it as the president, Mrs. El- 
lis Spear. Jr., told of the Americaniza- 
tion work at Thompsonville and of as- 
sistance to the Peabody Home for 
Crippled Children. The Club has 
raised $5,000 in the past year by ac- 
tivities. $3,000 being used to reduce 
the mortgage on the Club House. Tho 
innovation of Current Events morn- 
ing programs by committee chairmen 
lias proved successful. 

Mrs. E. F. Gibbs, president of the 
Woman’s Club of Newton Hlgl li 
feeds that the workshop is the on:- 
standing accomplishment of her Club 
164 times since it was opened last 
September. 89 times with rentals and 
75 for Club purposes, therefore, 
without pay. 

The Newton Highlands Shakespeare 
Club is presenting $10 in gold a* an 
annual prize for excellence in Shakes- 
peare study at the Newton High 
School. The Club is very happy that 
its interests coincide so harmonious- 
ly with those of the heavyweight 
champion. 

A Christmas pa tv to 250 children at 
an expenditure of $175 is one of the 
helpful things done by the Newton 
ville Woman’s Club. The enclosing of 
a Club calendar in the year book also 
sounds helpful. This president re- 
ports that "in order to promote a bet 
ter world.” her Club has given away 
$1,146 including a scholarship in the 
past year. 

The Newton Upper Falls Woman’s 
Club, like many others, has felt the 
need of n home of its own and has 
started a building or reserve fund. 
That its committee is made up of 
women of six nationalities shows the 
wide scope of the nature of this Club. 

The collecting of flowers by the 
Conservation Committee of the Wu- 
han Woman’s Club and seeing that 
they reach homes where they are 
greatly appreciated is one of its ac- 
tivities. also a Mothers’ Round Table 
and a Nursery School. A committee 
lias been appointed and the Club lias 
contributed $1,000 to start the fund 
for a library in Waban. 

With no initiation fee and dues of 
only $2.00, th»‘ Community Service 
Club of West Newton lias given away 
more than one-lialf of its receipts. 

The West Newton Educational Club 
is particularly proud of its Junior 
Membership. This group numbers 
twenty-three and in addition to tak 
ing charge of one of the Senior Club 
meetings, and largely conducting its 
own affairs, it is decidedly helpful in 
other ways to its mother and is rap- 
idly developing itself. 

The reports of the Associate organ- 
izations showed that the Newton Dls 
t rift Nursing Association has a rec- 
ord of 16.000 visits made ami that it 
operates on a budget of $12,000. 50*; 
of which is derived from nursing fees 
The Hospital Aid has expended 
$1750 in addition to a $250 scholar- 
ship. Its benefit shop lias earned 
over $12,000 in the last two years. 

The All Newton Music School lias 
furnished instruction to 225 pupils, 
maintaining its usual high standards. 

The Newton Y. W. C. A. Ims an en- 
rollment of 300.

Edward D. Baldwin 

Former Owner and Editor of The 
Graphic Passes Away 


Edward I). Baldwin, a resident of this city for 
more than forty years and former owner of the 
Graphic, died Wednesday morning at his residence, 
79 Grasmere street. He was born in Spencerport, 
N. Y., the son of David Edward Baldwin, and was a 
direct descendant of Major Van Scharke of Revo- 
lutionary fame. 

Mr. Baldwin was a graduate of Phillips Exeter 
Academy and a Phi Beta Kappa man at Harvard 
College, from which he was graduated in 1875. 

He gave up the editorship of the Meriden (Conn.) 
Daily Republican when in 1886 he became owner 
of The Newton Graphic. For fifteen years Mr. 
Baldwin devoted his time to increasing the influ- 
ence and prestige of the Graphic. He was a fluent 
writer with a delightful style and his editorials al- 
ways attracted notice. 

After retiring from newspaper work he found 
much diversion in the cultivation of a large garden. 
He was particularly successful and the flowers 
grown under his care became the admiration of a 
large number. He was a lover of good literature 
and an authority in this and other branches of 
learning. 

Mr. Baldwin was a member of Grace Episcopal 
Church. He is survived by his widow. 

Funeral services are being held this afternoon at 
two o’clock from his late residence. Rev. Dr. Laur- 
ens MacLure officiating. Interment will be at Dan- 
vers.

Chamber Discusses 
Apartment Houses 
And New Streets 

Annual Meeting Of Organization Held 

Seventy-five member 1 * and guests of 
the Newton Chamber of Commerce at- 
tended the annual dinner and meet- 
ing of that organization at the New- 
ton Club on Monday night Two mat- 
ters of much import to this city were 
reviewed by men who were quite con- 
versant with their subjects and a gen- 
eral discussion followed. The ques- 
tion of apartments coming into New- 
ton was dwelt upon by William B. 
Baker, alderman from Ward 3 and 
chairman of the Claims and Rules 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
which has been and is considering 
this matter. John C. Madden, for- 
mer alderman and chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, who has 
given much thought to this problem, 
and Henry Whitmore of West New- 
ton. a leader in the realty business of 
Boston and one of this city’s most 
prominent citizens. 

President G. Wilbur Thompson of 
the Chamber of Commerce presided 
and after asserting that the Chamber 
had been misrepresented by a local 
paper which printed an article stating 
that “the Chamber of Commerce fa 
vors apartment buildings in this city," 
introduced Alderman Baker as the 
first speaker. Mr Baker referred to 
the fact that the remarks he would 
make would be. in substance, the 
same as he made at a meeting of the 
Newton Business Associates, and 
printed recently in the GRAPHIC 
He called attention to the great 
growth of this city during the past 
six years as evidence that people 
flocking to Newton have done so be- 
hatise of the strict zoning and build- 
ing code requirements of this city and 
because they believed that here they 
will find a refuge from the apartment 
house environment which has spoiled 
Brookline and other suburbs as high 
class residential communities. He em- 
phasized the fact that Newton is find- 
ing great difficulty in keeping pace 
with the large increases in public 
needs occasioned by the very rapid 
growth and that the expenses of the 
city have been increasing dispropor- 
tionately with the revenues produced 
by the large number of new dwellings. 
He asserted that to encourage numer- 
ous aparfments in Newton will make 
bad matters worse. He quoted sta- 
tistics to prove that it would be fool- 
ish to argue that apartments are 
needed in Newton to attract more 
residents here when more have been 
coming than the city can provide 
facilities for conveniently. He ad-

School Board Asks 
$25,000 For Field 
In Secret Session 


Slill Insists Thai S2IMMI Shall IU* 
Maximum For Salaries 


The Newton School Committee held 
a meeting Monday night. The meet- 
ing was “an executive session," the 
committee deciding to discuss the 
matters before it behind closed doors. 
Among the things acted upon were 
the grading of the athletic field at 
the High School and the increases in 
teachers’ salaries to bring the maxi- 
mum of those in the grade schools up 
to $2000. After the "executive ses- 
sion” information was given that the 
School Committee has decided to ex- 
ercise its prerogative and will urge 
that, the teachers receiving the $2000 
maximum despite the adverse vote on 
this matter recently passed by the 
Board of Aldermen. The committee 
voted to recommend to the Mayor 
that $25,000 be appropriated to con- 
t in the work of grading at the end 
of riaflin Field towards Hull street 
and Lowell avenue. 

Years ago the meetings of the 
School Committee were attended by 
several reporters. Just as the meet- 
ings of the aldermen were and are. 
Then, for some years reporters ceased 
to visit the meetines of the School 
Committee. So, when a year or so 
ago. a reporter started to attend the 
meetings of the Committee, some of 
the members of that body appeared 
concerned by the seeming intrusion. 
There are some matters coming be- 
for the School Committee which 
should properly be discussed in pri- 
vate. just as some matters which are 
considered by the Aldermen are dis- 
taused largely behind the doors of 
committee rooms. For the most part, 
however, the business coming before 
the School Committee concerns the 
public of Newton. The people of 
Newton pay the cost of running the 
schools. Their children attend the 
schools. They are entitled to know the 
whys and the wherefores connected 
with the activities of the School Com- 
mittee just as they are entitled to 
know what the Board of Aldermen 
does, and why. Possibly, if some more 
representatives of the press appear 
at the meetings of the School Com- 
mittee. members of that body will 
become accustomed to their presence 
and will be less reluctant to hold 
their discussions before “outsiders."

B. C. TRACK MEET 

The Newton high track team took 
second place in the ninth annual Bos- 
ton College interscholastic track meet 
at University Heights last Saturday 
. with 12 points. The meet was won by 
Brookline high with 17 points, which 
although considered a strong team 
was not figured ns a title contender. 

Captain Eugene Record of Brook- 
line was largely responsible for his 
1 team’s victory by winning the 120- 
I yard high hurdles in 16 1/5 secs., a 
' new record for the meet, and later 
| stepping a fast quarter mile in the 
j relay to send his anchor man away 
; on a 50-yard lead. Dorchester, Low- 
i ell, and Lawrence, with 11, 10 and 8 
j points, eacli finished in that order be- 
! hind Brookline and Newton. 

| Carl Pescosolido won the first heat 
of the 100-yard dash but was shut out 
in the semi-finals by Thibodeau of 
Bridgton Academy, and Butler of 
Dean Academy. Dick Reynolds took 
second place in the first heat against 
time in the 140-yard run but the first 
three men in the second heat, Wer- 
ner of Brookline, Maclnness of Somer- 
ville and Smith of Brookline all bet- 
tered the best time of the first heat 
to divide the points. 

In the half Captain James McCrud- 
den had to be content with third with 
Walter Langley of Lowell finishing 
first 15 yards ahead of the Newton 
runner and George Kelley of Dorches- 
ter nipping him at the tape for sec- 
ond. Langley’s time of 2 m. 1 s. 
broke his last year’s record time. 

Arthur Chamberlain of Newton won 
the mile after taking the lead from 
Ricker of Concord and Neilan of Law- 
rence on the third lap. At the finish 
Chamberlain was ten yards out In 
front. 

Edward Ebelhare could clear but 5 
feet 9 in. to take second place in the 
high jump which William Andreson 
of Salem won at 5 feet 10 in., a new 
meet record. 

In the running broad jump Jimmie 
Brown, Newton jumper, lost first 
place to George Newton of Dorches- 
ter by the narrowest of margins, 
probably the marker’s judgment de- 
cided the issue. Newton’s leap of 19 
feet SVj in., the best jump of the day. 
while Brown was credited with 19 feet 
8*4 inches as his best effort. 

In the relay race between Newton, 
Lawrence and Boston Latin the 
orange and black quartet, Romaine 
Cole, Francis Benton, Malcolm Reed 
I and Dick Reynolds, outdistanced their 
opponents by about ten yards in 3 
min. 43 2/5 secs. Three other teams, 
Brookline, Dorchester and East Bos- 
ton, were clocked In faster time to 
give them the three point places while 
Newton’s time was also equalled by 
Jamaica Plain and Lowell. 

This afternoon on the same track 
Newton hopes to get revenge on 
Brookline in the annual dual meet- 
, ing of the two teams. The meet should 
he close with the orange and black 
pinning its hopes on Pescosolido and 
Cole in the sprints, Reynolds in the 
quarter, Capt. McCrudden in the half, 
Chamberlain in the mile, Ebelhare in 
the high jump. Pescosolido in the 
shot, and Brown in the broad jump.

hauled McCrudden and was at Cham- 
berlain’s shoulder on the curve. 
There he hung until the straightaway 
when he shot by the Newton lad to 
win by five yards. 

Carl Pesocosolido, who had run a 
dead heat in the 100-yard dash with 
Frank White of Medford earlier in the 
afternoon, was Newton’s last hope but 
Gaffey and Andrews led him to the 
tape in the 220-yard dash to clinch 
the meet for Medford. 

The broad jump provided the clos- 
est competition of the day. Three 
jumpers did over 20 feet. James 
Brown of Newton, who lost first place 
by a quarter of an inch in the B. C. 
meet last Saturday, reversed the order 
this time and won over White of 
Medford by that same margin.

Newton Comes From Behind in 10th to 
Beat Somerville in Exciting Game

A packed grandstand at Claflin 
Field last Saturday afternoon wit- 
nessed one of tlie most exciting base- 
ball games of the season when New- 
ton and Somerville went ten innings 
before the orange and black produced 
the punch that won, 4 to 3.

Swett, 
who started the rally which beat Ev- 
erett a few weeks ago in the 12th inn- 
ing of that game, took one of Mur- 
phy’s fast ones on tin* elbow and took 
first. Coombs, who had relieved Reil- 
ly and retired Somerville in order af- 
ter Lev. oui’s clout, laid down a per- 
fect sacrifice hunt. Spain hit one at 
Corbett which the latter, in his hur- 
ry to g< t lus man at first, threw into 
the dirt, the hull getting away from 
Donovan, hitting Swett score the ty- 
ing run and Spain go to second. Mul- 
len, who had already lilt Murphy safe- 
ly twice scoring Spain both times, sin- 
gled to left. Spain had no chance to 
hcoi- 4 and wisely hold third. Captain 
Sp.-r cer deMIlle came to hat, Ills best

Spain and Reilly retired the first 
two Somerville hatters and after Lev 
roiii singled to left field Reilly 
tossed out Murphy. In Newton’s half 
Mullen doubled to left centre after 
Spain had fouled out to Donovan on 
first. Mullen's hit was wasted as de- 
Mille and Fletcher both funned. 


Somerville went down in order in 
the second with Fletcher, Reilly and 
Warren throwing Graham, Keen and 
O’Brien out at first. Art Wilson got 
a life on Corbett’s error, Andres 
fanned and Warren singled over sec- 
ond to send Wilson to third. Gatchell 
and Reilly fanned to end the frame. 

Reilly took care of Corbett's rap 
and Well’s Texas leaguer fell safe In 
right field. Eseott forced Wells at 
second, Spain to Fletcher and Andres 
nailed Eseott on an attempted steal 
for the third out.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the vveek ending May 12, 
1928, there were 145 patients in the 
hospital 38 of whom paid as much or 
more than cost of care, 09 paid less 
than cost of care and 38, including 
babies, were treated free. 1G babies 
were born, 149 patients were treated 
in the out-patient department and 11 
in the eye clinic. 10 accident cases 
were treated in the operating room. 13 
calls were made by the social service 
department and 7 patients were trans- 
ferred by the social service car. 

The accidents cared for during the 
week were two children, one with a 
thumb cut with glass and one with a 

bruised head; two women, one who 
fell downstairs and dislocated her el- 
bow, and one with abrasions on neck 
and arm: six men, one with a foreign 
body in his eye, one with lacerations 
over his eye, one with lacerations of 
wrist and chin, one with lacerations 
of cheek and lip, one with a fractured 
pelvis the result of a fall from a stone 
wall, and one with contusions on back 
and hip. 

On Monday evening, May 14, the 
Newton Medical Club met at the New- 
ton Hospital. Dr. Sanford B. Hooker 
of the Department of Immunology of 
the Evans Memorial presented the 
subject ”Our Developing Knowledge 
of Scarlet Fever.”

ABOUT TOWN

Radio is to play an Important part 
In education. Evidence of this In 
shown by the Installation last week 
at the Frank A Day Junior High 
School at Newtonville of an excellent 
radio set by Harold Ratchelder of the 
Garden City Radio Company Mr. 
Ratchelder, who is an expert In this 
new science, assembled a Het which 
has few equals In this city. Using 
ZENITH parts, Kellogg tubes, a large, 
especially built cabinet and four loud 
speakers which are located in the four 
corners of the assembly hall at the 
school, the new equipment affords re- 
ception of exceptional power and 
clarity. Among the lectures which 
will come to the pupils over the air 
will be lessons in French, talks on 
music by Walter Damrosch and other 
famous musicians assisted by sympho- 
ny orchestras. Instructions In cook- 
ing, and lectures on other topics of 
educational advantage to the boys 
and blrls attending the school. 


We read from time to time of the 
wonderful homing instinct of birds. 
Because of the rapid growth of this 
country birds have had their homing 
instinct sadly interfered with. For- 
ests, groves and meadow’s, where for 
centuries successive generations of 
birds bred and lived during the 
warmer months, have, in New Eng- 
land, disappeared before the encroach- 
ment of man made dwellings. Not so 
many years ago w’here we reside was 
a large estate. Now it is thickly cov- 
ered with houses. A few trees of the 
many which formerly stood there still 
remain. In one of these trees a pair 
of robins have built a nest. In all 
probability at least one of them is 
the descendant of robins which nested 
there in by-gone years. The homing 
instinct has brought them back to the 
spot which formerly was a secluded 
place but w’hich is now surrounded 
by dwellings. At dawn and at dusk 
the cheerful song of Mr. Robin w’afts 
forth and is enjoyed by those who 
listen to it. 

Not so many years ago this same 
neighborhood was frequented by num- 
bers of crow’s. They were compara- 
tively safe there. It is claimed that 
crows live to be 125 or more years 
old, provided they don't get filled with 
shot from some irate farmer’s gun, 
or provided they don’t die from some 
other cause. The other morning a 
crow, perhaps one of the flock, landed 
on one of the trees nearby our 
domicile just as day broke and awak- 
ened us with his song. Some per- 
sons would not call the cawing of a 
crow ".singing” but after listening to 
certain jazz compositions and to the 
modern inelodyless "music” now in 
vogue, the crow’ is entitled to a 
"square deal” as regards his vocal 
efforts. As we listened to the warb- 
ling of this crow’ we thought of the 
nights we had listened to the night- 
ingales in the forests near Roland- 
seck am Rhein. Not because the 
vocalizing of the former resembled 
that of t lie latter, but because it was 
so different. If you want to listen to 
•almost the sw’eetest. if not the very 
sweetest melody in the world, travel 
to one of the Old World countries 
w’here you can hear, after darkness 
falls, during the spring and summer 
months, the w’onderfully beautiful 
song of the nightingale. 


Have you been contemplating taking 
a trip to Europe this summer? If 
you have, and your itinerary has not 
been arranged, why not include Ger- 
many in your travels? In past years 
more American tourists who went 
abroad travelled in England. France. 
Italy and Switzerland than in Germany. 
An increasing number has been going ; 
to the Teutonic country the past few 
years. There are several reasons re- 
sponsible for this. Germany has been 
according tourists more liberal treat- 1 
ment than other European coun- 
tries. The many thousands of 
Americans who served in the Army of 
Occupation in Germany after the arm- 
istice, are. with few exceptions, boost- 
ers for that country. The scenery 
along the Rhine, where the Americans 
were stationed, is beautiful. So. is 
the scenery in the Black Forest, the 
Bavarian Alps and other parts of Ger- 
many. The hotel and pension rates 
are surprisingly low. The fares on 
the German railroads enable one to 
travel long distances for small sums. 
The service is excellent. The North 
German Lloyd arranges excellent 
tours to the most interesting sections 
of Germany at very reasonable rates. , 
The Newton representatives of the 
North German Lloyd, the Newton 
Steamship Agency at 421 Centre 
street, will be pleased to furnish in- 
formation regarding such tours. 


Residents of Newton are almost of 
one mind as regards this city deteri- , 
orating into an apartment house com- 
munity such as has Brookline to a 
large extent. They are strongly op- 1 
posed to such an unwelcome change. 
They want no action taken by the 
Board of Aldermen which would bring 
about such a change. And. they need 
not fear that the Aldermen will take 
such action. There is one phase of 
the apartment house problem on 
which there is a difference of opinions. 
Some of the residents of Newton are 
so fearful of the intrusion of apart- 
ment buildings into the city, that they 
oppose the slightest change in the 
Building Code which would tend, by 
reducing the present almost prohibi- 
tive cost of construction occasioned 
by the code, to enable apartment 
buildings to be erected in even the 
business zones of New’ton. 

Other residents of Newton, natives 
of this city, persons whose parents 
were old residents of Newton, and in 
some instances whose ancestors were 
among the early settlors of this com- 
munity. believe that our Building 
Code should lie moditled to permit the 
erection of a few fireproof, well de- 
signed, attractive apartments, with 
ample setbacks on theuputsklrts of our 

business zones. Those who hold this 
opinion are not, as some of those who 
differ from them assert and insinuate, 
tools of real estate speculators. They 
love Newton just as much, if not 
more, than the newer residents who 
disagree with them. They are Just 
as anxious to see Newton remain

what it is — a city of homes. Boston’s 
finest suburb. But they believe that 
native Newtonians, and other old resi- 
dents of this city, who are forced be- 
cause of advancing years, because of 
economic conditions to give up the 
large single dwellings which have 
been their homes and move into a 
small apartment in a well appointed 
building, should have the opportunity 
to remain in the city which they love 
and where their lives have been speut. 
Such an opportunity is now denied 
many older residents of this city be- 
cause there are not enough apart- 
ment buildings of the better type 
here. To provide reasonable facilities 
for this class is the reason that some 
residents of Newton believe, unselfish- 
ly. that it would be better for the city 
to have a few more high class apart- 
ment buildings on the rims of our 1 
business zones. Certainly, from an 
aesthetic standpoint a well designed, 
well constructed apartment building, 
set back on a well kept lawn, is pre- 1 
ferable to an unattractive one-story 
business block with its resultant rub- 
bish and litter.

ing: for extension of baseball, tennis, 
and track facilities: enlarging site of 
Camp Frank A. Day at Enst Brook- 
field and adding to the camp equip- 
ment : to create a reserve fund for fu- 
ture repairs and replacements and ex- 
pansion of program. 

It was expected that this campaign 
would be held in October. 1927. the 
date of the Fiftieth Anniversary of 
the organization of the Association, 
but it was postponed because the 
Newton Hospital had not completed 
its campaign at that time. 

It is interesting to note the various 
activities which have been carried on 
in the "Y" building for the benefit of 
the other organizations in the com- 
munity during the past year. The 
sun lit swimming pool has been used 
by the High School swimming team 
for practice and for meets; the Boy 
Scouts have used it to pass tests in 
swimming and Life Saving; Church 
groups have used the pool regularly 
under the supervision of an adult 
leader and boys from the Junior High 
School in Newton and Wellesley have 
enjoyed an occasional swim accom- 
panied by their physical directors. 

Each year all the boys between the 
ages of 10 and lti in our public schools 
who cannot swim are invited to come 
to the "Y” pool and learn how under 
the expert instruction of Jack Man- 


ning of the Massachusets Humane So- 
ciety. This week 197 boys registered 
for this free instruction. 

The Newton Red Cross has just con- 
ducted a campaign in life saving at 
the "Y” when 30 men passed their 
senior eligibility test, 10 senior life 
saving test. 3 passed examiners test, 
and 2 passed the renewal test as ex- 
aminers. The Needham Red Cross 
also send a group of 20 boys to the ; 
Newton “Y" for life saving tests. 

Many private lessons are given and ; 
during the year several hundred boys : 
are taught to swim. 

The gymnasium is likewise in de- j 
mand by Community groups and 
every spare moment between classes 
is assigned to Church groups who 
come to practice basketball, or play 
games. On Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings a basketball league of eight , 
church teams play their games dur- 
ing the winter months. 

The Assembly Hall is used by the 
Girl Scouts every Monday afternoou 
ami the Directors’ room by many or- 
ganizations for dinners and meetings. 

After 17 years of almost constant 
use by members and community 
groups the present building needs re- * 
modeling and new equipment so that 
it can be of increasing service to the 
young people of our community. 

That is the reason that so many 
men and women are interested in the 
success of this Fiftieth Anniversary 
Campaign.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Gov. Fuller this week signed the 
hill “authorizing the city of Newton 
to pay certain sums of money on ac- 
count of the death of Leonard D. 
Jackson." The provisions of this 
men sure have already been de- 
scribed fully in the Graphic. 

The old age pensions project has 
advanced further this session than 
ever before. In fact It now appears as 
if there would become law a hill pro- 
viding for the establishment of a pub- 
lic bequest fund for the purposes of 
distributing old-age pensions. The 
measure has passed both branches of 
the Legislature, although some minor 
amendments have been attached and 
these must be concurred in by both 
branches. Whether Governor Fuller 
will sign the bill remains to be seen. 
Frjends of the idea are confident that 
he will For years and years the mat- 
ter of old age pensions has come be- 
fore the Massachusetts General Court. 
Each year it has been favorably acted 
upon by one branch or the other and 
then finally rejected. The present 
form of the project Is not an out-and- 
out old age pension system, but offers 
private individuals opportunity to be- 
queath sums that shall he allowed to 
accumulate until they have reached 
proportions sufficient to bo adminis- 
tered to needy men and women. On 
the final rollcall in the House, by 
which the hill was passed to he en- 
grossed. Representatives Hollis. Lutt- 
wieler and Saltonstall voted against 
the bill and Representative Thompson 
was not recorded. 

Citizens of Massachusetts will learn 
more officially of what cities and 
towns are spending now that the Legis- 
lature has authorized, with the Gov- 
ernor's approval, an investigation by 
a special unpaid commission of 
municipal expenditures and under- 
takings in the commonwealth. The 
commission is to consist of a Sena- 
tor. three Representatives and three 
pe rolls to be chosen by the Governor. 
Its principal duty will be to study laws 
relating to the appropriations and ex- 
penditures of money by municipal au- 
thority. The subject should be of in- 
terest to Newton citizens and this 
city might well be represented at 
some of the public hearings the spe- 
cial commission will conduct. The 
names of those appointed will not be 
made known until after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature if the usual 
custom in such matters is followed. 

Senator Simoneau voted on rollcall 
to pass to be engrossed the bill re- 
lating to payments under the work- 
men's compensation law for certain 
specific injuries. The bill was ad- 
vanced. 19 to 15. 

The House has passed to he en- 
grossed a bill to permit Middlesex 
county to raise money to build a tu- 
berculosis hospital. The measure will 
come before the Senate next Mol. uav. 
The committee report was adverse but 
the House substituted the original bill 
which permitted the county to borrow 
the money. Then a substitute bill was 
introduced to allow the county to raise 
the money inside the debt limit and 
this is the measure that has passed 
the lower branch and is now before 
the Senate. 

Representative Saltonstall presided 
as Acting Speaker at last Monday’s 
session of the House. 

As a member of the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs. Representative 
Hollis has been prominent in securing 
legislation for the construction of a 
vehicular tunnel from Boston to East 
Boston. When an attempt was made 
by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to have substituted for such a 
hill a resolve for a further investiga- 
tion of the project. Representative 
Hollis spoke for the bill and against 
the resolve. The bill was advanced. 

Newton has an especial interest in 
the bill now before the House Ways 
and Means Committee which provides 
for the establishment of a uniform 
system of traffic signals for cities and 
towns throughout the State. At a 
hearing this week before that commit- 
tee, Representative Hollis told of the 
importance of having the law made 
clear as to the legality of signals dis- 
played automatically or by the so- 
called "silent policeman” method. He 
referred to the fact that Frank A. 
Goodwin, former Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, had stated that the automat- 
ic signals were not legal and that 
drivers m-rd obey only live traffic 


policemen. He snid that the law 
should he made clear on this point and 
other speakers agreed with him. 

Representatives Hollis, Lultweiler 
and Saltonstall. with Representative 
Thompson unrecorded, voted to up- 
hold the veto of Governor Fuller on 
tlu> bill to permit the town of Fram- 
ingham to use a part of the State 
Camp Ground In that town as an avia 
tion field. Governor Fuller, in refus- 
ing to affix his signature to the meas- 
ure. expressed the opinion that the 
camp ground which is no longer in 
use should be sold outright and not 
turned over to Framingham for its 
exclusive use. The State Quartermas- 
ter was granted permission by the 
Legislature four years ago to sell the 
camp, hut as no offer could he secured 
for more than $60,000 which was con- 
sidered inadequate the authority to 
transfer the property lapsed. Gov- 
ernor Fuller believes that the land is 
the property of the citizens of the 
State and should he sold outright so 
thnt all of the citizens might benefit 
by its sale. He further could not see 
why Framingham should he made n 
present of a local airport unless every 
other community were so favored. 


NEWTON WELFARE BUREAU 

$2310 was given in financial relief 
by the Newton Welfare Bureau dur- 
ing the first four months of 1928 to 82 
Newton families: other forms of serv- 
ice were given to 106 additional fami- 
lies. Unemployment was the chief 
problem in 71 of the total 188 fami- 
lies.

It should always 
be remembered that this “overhead” 
covers a very*large amount of work 
done outside the office with the fami- 
lies. 


VERDUN MEDALS PRESENTED 

Last night in Dennison Hall, New- 
tonville. Captain Joseph Flamand, 
Council General for Fiance in Bos- 
ton. presented 55 Newton men, most 
of whom are members of the Legion, 
with the Verdun medal, the gift of 
that city to those members of the A. 
E. F. who served in the Meusse Ar- 
gonne, St. Mihiel, Mont Faucon, or 
around the Verdun sector during the 
late war. Several times this number 
of Newton men are eligible for this 
medal but have not as yet applied for 
it. In addition citations, signed by 
t he mayor of Verdun were presented. 
The gift of these medals resulted from 
a conference between the mayor of 
Verdun and Past Commander Julius 
Kamm of Newton Post, when the lat- 
ter was in Frailce at the Legion Con- 
vention last year. 

Among those present last night 
were members of the G. A. R., Span- 
ish War Veterans, Mayor Childs 
Frank Wilcox, representing the Elks, 
James P. Gallagher of the Newton Ki- 
wanis Club and Sinclair Weeks, Pres- 
ident of the Board of Aldermen.

APARTMENT HOUSES AND 
STREETS DISCUSSED AT CHAM- 
BER OF COMMERCE MEETING 

(Continued from Page 1) 

vocatod the abolition of the Goneral 
Residence Zones to assure protection 
against the Invasion of such zones by 
apartment buildings. He suggested 
that should tills bo done. Hliglit modi- 
fications might he made to permit a 
comparatively few apartment struc- 
tures being built in, or adjacent to 
husiness zones. 

Mr. Baker was followed by Mr. Mad- 
den and Mr. Whitmore whoso remarks 
are printed verbatim elsewhere in this 
issue of the GRAPHIC. Following the 
talks of those three gentlemen, Frank 
L. Richardson of the Newton Trust 
Company moved that a vote be taken 
by those present to ascertain whether, 
or not, the Building Code should be 
modified to allow' apartment buildings 
to be erected at a lower cost in this 
city than is posstblo because of the 
requirements of the present Building 
Code which compels first-class, fire- 
proof construction. At least 60% of 
the members present raised their 
hands to support Mr. Richardson’s mo- 
tion which opposed the modifying In 
the least of the present code as re- 
gards apartments. 

Following the discussion on apart- 
ments, Alderman William E. Earle of 
Ward 1. chairman of the Public 
Works Committee of the Board, ex- 
plained the procedure necessary to 
have unimprovetl streets laid out, im- 
proved and accepted by the city. Mr. 
Earle’s remarks are printed in another 
column. Mr. Earle was followed by 
Street Commissioner George E. Stuart 
who explained the great difficulties 
facing his department because of the 
large number of new streets laid out 
in the city and because of the ravages 
wrought on our present type of streets 
by automobile traffic. 

Mr. Stuart showed that there are 
iu Newton 12,000 motor vehicles, by 
far the largest in proportion to popu- 
lation of any city in this State. New- 
ton hns 163 miles of accepted streets 
and Is it a difficult matter to keep this 
mileage in condition without incurring 
great expense. Last year the work 
done on these streets cost $146,369.77, 
an average cost per mile of $874.15. 
Of the total amount spent — $82,424.86 
was for patching; $46,497.27 w’as for 
cleaning; $13,359.20 for oiling and 
$4,088.44 for corporation work. In 
1927 the city spent $54,706.58 In build- 
ing 1.85 miles of new streets, a cost 
of $28,987.20 per mile. 

Mr. Stuart advocated that the city 
start to build some modern, cement 
streets. Such a move would eventual- 
ly save the city much money as a 
large amount is now spent yearly In 
resurfacing the old typo streets which 
have only tnrvia surfaces. Last year 
the city spent. $90, 444. 64 in resurfac- 
ing 3.6 miles of streets: 50,614 square 
yards being resurfaced at an aver- 
age cost of $1.79 per square yard. One 
mile of the present type of roadway, 
24 feet wide costs $25,132.80 to resur- 
face. A mile of cement roadway 18 
feet wide would cost $42,240 to build; 
a mile of cement roadway 27 feet wide 
would cost $63,360 to build. 

Following Mr. Earle’s and Mr. 
Stuart’s remarks a lively discussion 
ensued. Frank L. Richardson urged 
that the city start to afford some re- 
lief to persons residing on unaccepted 
streets. He suggested that the humps 
be removed and the hollows filled in 
on such streets so that they will be 
more passable for automobiles. He 
was informed by Alderman Earle that 
“the city is forbidden by law to per- 
form any work on unaccepted streets 
other than to remove snow so that 
fire apparatus will have access to 
them. Other members present related 
the hardships they endure because of 
residing on unaccepted streets which 
are in terrible condition. 

One man criticised the city because 
in his opinion, undue delay results 
when petitions are sent in to have 
streets accepted. John D. Babbage 
asked “Why does the city delay lay- 
ing out and accepting streets after re- 
ceiving petitions for such work when 
only $142, U00 is involved in such con- 
struction?” Mr. Earle answered that 
others float special bond issues to com- 
plete such work and it may be nec- 
essary for Newton to do likewise. He 
commented that “of the 88 miles of 
unaccepted streets in Newton, peti- 
tions have bedi received to have only 
5 miles accepted.” 

Alderman Baker, replying to Mr. 
Babbage’s criticism of the city govern- 
ment for its alleged failure to im- 
prove unaccepted streots, explained 
that the city can raise money to do 
such work either from taxes or by 
issuing bonds and that all the 88 
miles of unaccepted streets could he 
laid out and improved If money could 
be found. He commented that It has 
been the practice to wait until 75% 
of the nbuttors petition before start- 
ing such work^to reduce the possibil- 
ity of law suits. Mr. Baker explained 
that “the reason why the work has 
not proceeded more rapidly Is because 
the borrowing capacity of the city is 
limited to $f» 18,000.” He added that 
“the city might petition the Legisla- 
ture for authority to borrow outside 
the debt limit.” 

Frank L. Richardson explained dif- 
ferent kinds of borrowing done by 
municipalities. Money borrowed on 
bond issues for the purpose of build- 
ing schools and such public necessi- 
ties is not returned, hut money bor- 
rowed on bond issues for street con- 
struction results In profit to the city. 
Such loans can bo negotiated for 4%. 
lie said, "It should ho pointed out 
thnt inasmuch us the entire cost of 
laying out and improving streots is 
assessed on abuttors, and such as- 
sessments become a flnul lien on prop- 
erty (underlying mortgages, etc.,) 
the city receives back not only what 
it borrows at 4% or less to finance the 
work, hut all that it appropriates from 
tax levy as well, plus interest at 6% 
on any installments unpaid from date 
of assessment. Such work does not, 
therefore, affect the tax rate adverse- 
ly, regardless of work done. On the 
contrary, the city beuelilH from Inter- 
• -i where payment in full is not made 
in full us of dute of assessment.” 

“City loans for such work,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hichurdson, “which in it- 
self provides for repayment in full, 
plus an interest profit, should if nec- 
essary, be arranged outside the debt 
limit in order thut the work be done 


promptly.” “If the 8troet Department 
is not large enough to tako care of 
especially Increased demand for this 
work, without resulting In an exces- 
sively manned department for the in- 
active seasons of the year, the work 
should he done by contract, which wo 
have been Informed, would probably 
cost the abuttors loss than If this 
work was done by the city.” 

Mr. Richardson asserted, In answer- 
ing Mr. Earle’s explanation that “work 
In improving and accepting streots Is 
delayed because one-quarter of the 
cost of such w’ork must be taken from 
the tax levy," that "there Is no roaBon 
why this 25% of tho cost must bo 
taken from the tax levy, other than 
it is a lawful requirement.” 

One of the gentlemen present told 
of Irrigation projects In the West be- 
ing financed by private companies and 
suggested that a similar plan be used 
to finance the improvement of our 
many miles of unaccepted streets; 
the work to be done by private con- 
tractors. Alderman John Temperly 
suggested to Mr. Richardson that “tho 
Newton Trust Company finance 
such work in this city." Mr. Rich- 
ardson replied that "the laws 
forbid the Trust Company loan- 
ing money for such a purpose, but 
that if the company could be per- 
mitted to do so and would onjoy 
the security that the city has In such 
a case, it could profitably engage In 
this enterprise, and the money 
would be made available.” Henry 
Whitmore suggested to Mr. Richard- 
son that “banking institutions might 
use their excess profits to follow up 
the methods used by automobile 
financing corporations and assist in 
financing the acceptance of streets.”

Newton Lower Falls 


By Edw. H. Powers 


If persons residing within a half- 
mile radius of the North street dump 
at Newtonville had their way, this 
city would acquire an incinerating 
plant pronto. On windy days there is 
as much paper flying through the air 
in the territory in the vicinity, or near 
vicinity of this dump as fills the air 
in Manhattan when some celebrity is 
acclaimed in that big burg. With this 
difference — the paper wafted from the 
dump bears no resemblance to con- 
fetti. Another nuisance titan old pa- 
per, carried afar on whirling breezes, 
is caused by this dump. It has be- 
come a mortuary for defunct automo- 
biles. So glutted lias the junk market 
become with discarded cars, that au- 
tomobile dealers and garage owners 
are at loss what to do with the old 
buzz-wagons which are not even of 
value for salvage purposes. Junk 
men have to be coerced into hauling 
the abandoned gasolinne buggies to 
such places as they can. There are 
not many places where one can park 
permanently an old automobile, value- 
less even for junk. Newton has been 
more than obliging to persons aban- 
doning to the elements old automo- 
biles not wortli a penny. It has been 
permitting them to be dumped at the 
North street rubbisliery. Certain very 
considerate persons, very energetic in- 
dividuals. have been bringing old relics 
of motivity to North street by the dump 
and abandoned them there. They have 
not bothered to even take them into the 
dump. It lias been suggested that 
the police department assign a pa- 
trolman for some nights to t lie vicin- 
ity of the dump so that the persons 
who leave old cars on a public street 
for city employees to “bury” will lie 
apprehend ami brought into court. 


Clutrlesbank road, once known as 
Nonantum street, and before that as 
“Ye Ancient road to Nonantum,” is 
about as narrow and winding as any 
street in the city. It is the old trail 
♦hat led along the Charles to Nonan- 
tum. when Nonantum meant all the 
east part of what is now Newton. 
That part of the ancient road which 
skirted the marsh between Newton 
Corner and Faneuil was discontinued 
in 1656 and not until a score of years 
ago was another street built along this 
stretch. Cliarlesbank road is now 
much travelled by automobiles. Be- 
cause of its narrowness, parking of 
automobiles should be restricted to 
one side of the street.

One of our readers took the trou- 
ble to return to us part of his copy 
of last week’s GRAPHIC containing 
on page 1 the article anent the for- 
mal opening of the new Newton Cen- 
ter postal station. Nine "blue pencil 
marks” were placed by our reader at 
various parts of the article where we 
had written Newton Centre, rather 
than Newton Center. We admit that 
our critic wuh correct as regards four 
of the nine corrections. The official 
name of the postoflice at Newton Cen- 
tre is Newton Center, according to 
the postoflice ofHcials. And, we re- 
ferred four times to the Newton Cen- 
tre postoflice. But, in the other five 
instances we contend that our reader 
was incorrect in correcting our spell- 
ing of Newton Centre. Because, in 
these flvo instances wo referred to the 
villuge of Newton Centre. The offi- 
cial spelling of this village according 
to official records of this municipality 
is CenTRE and not CenTER. Accord- 
ing to recognized authorutive diction- 
aries it is correct to spell the word 
either "centre" or "center." Whether 
tlie postal officials did not bother to 
ascertain how our local authorities 
spelled Newton Centre, or whether 
the practise of the Postoflice Depart- 
ment is to spell tills word “center” we 
do not know. But, instead of making 
nine errors, as our reader indicated, 
wo believe wo made but four.

Aid. Earle Explains 
About Acceptance 
Of New Streets 


At the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce Monday night, Alderman 
William E. Earle, Chairman of the 
Public WorkH Committee, explained 
in detail the process of laying out, 
improving, and accepting new streets 
In Newton. The very rapid growth 
of this city has made it difficult for 
many new streets in sections recently 
developed to be improved and ac- 
cepted. The delay has caused much 
inconvenience to persons who have 
built homes on such streets and who 
And them almost impassable for auto- 
mobiles. Mr. Earle’s remarks will be 
of Interest to those who have been 
criticising the city government for 
not accepting streets more rapidly. 

“New streets are constructed by 
two different plans, under the Gen- 
eral Law and under the Betterment 
Law. Under the General Law the 
property owners arrange with a con- 
tractor to have the street constructed 
to City specifications, that is — to the 
satisfaction of the Street Commis- 
sioner and the City Engineer, the 
owners paying all the bills. The 
street is then accepted by the Board 
of Aldermen and the next regular 
session, and the Street Department 
♦akes care of the maintenance of the 
street from that time on. Under the 
Betterment Law, some of the owners 
file a petition with the Board of Al- 
dermen for the construction of the 
street under the Betterment Law. 
They secure as many signatures of 
the property owners as possible, and 
all if they can, and this petition is 
then referred to the Public Works 
Committee of the Board for action. 
Unless the petition is signed by more 
than 75% of the lot owners the com- 
mittee very seldom considers it, hold- 
ing it up until a greater number have 
signed for the improvement. On the 
recommendation of the Committee a 
hearing is ordered by the board at 
the next regular meeting aud all prop- 
erty owners are given the opportunity 
to say whether or not they desire the 
street improved. There being only 
mild objection or no objection, the 
Public Works Committee then recom- 
mends to the Board the order for con- 
struction of the street. The City fin- 
ances the work by an appropriation 
for the whole cost of the work as 
given by the estimate of the City En- 
gineer. When the work is completed 
the actual cost of doing the work is 
assessed on the different lots of the 


property owners, they paying the city 
one-tenth each year for a period of 
ten years, a charge of 6% interest on 
all unpaid balances each year. They 
have the right to pay up at any time 
for the full charge if they so desire, 
and thus save paying any interest 
charges. The City finances the work 
of all streets accepted under the Bet- 
terment Law in the following man- 
ner. It is required that an appropria- 
tion of 25 cents for each $1000 of val 
nation be taken from the Tax Levy, 
and in the City of Newton this means 
that the Mayor must recommend tak- 
ing $36000 from the Tax Levy for this 
class of work before it is possible to 
issue any Street Improvement 10 year 
Bonds. The Mayor usually recom- 
mends this amount and later a Bond 
issue of $50,000 so that there is usu- 
ally $85,000 for Street Improvement 
work. This year we have an unex- 
pended balance from last year of 
$18,000 so that we hope to be able 
to do about $100,000 of this class of 
work during the present year. 

“The City Engineer’s Department 
has a big job on each street to be 
accepted. When a hearing is ordered 
by the Board the Engineer sends one 
of his men to the Registry of Deeds 
at Cambridge and correct list of all 
properties, names and home addresses 
of all owners are brought back so 
that the necessary legal orders of 
hearing can be drawn up by the City 
Solicitor. Notices of the hearing are 
sent to the correct owners, and the 
hearing is held before the full Board 
of Aldermen. The matter is then re- 
ferred back to the Public Works 
Committee for action. If the Com- 
mittee votes to order the street con- 
structed, that report is mado at the 
next regular meeting of the Board. 
The Board then voting for the ac- 
ceptance of the report of the Commit- 
tee the work is ordered, and the full 
amount of the Engineer’s estimate is 
appropriated. This order is then sent 
to the Engineer who sends out re- 
leases to all owners to be signed, re- 
leasing the land which is being taken 
for the public way, the releases then 
being returned to the Engineer and 
City Solicitor for approval. This part 
of the work usually takes a lot of 
time, for in most all cases the differ- 
ent owners have one or more mort- 
gages on their property, and it is nec- 
essary for the banks to also sign re- 
lease before it is legal. In many 
cases the delay in signing these re- 
leases holds some construction up 
for a long time, and even over until 
the next year, when a new Board of 
Aldermen is seated, making it nec- 
essary to order a new hearing before 
that Board.

Commissioner orders the work to bo- 
giu. 

“All streets must be constructed 40 
feet wide except in a case where a 
private way has been open to public 
travel prior to Jan. 1st, 1874, in which 
case, it is constructed to the width 
at that time, or wider if it is pos- 
sible to do so. Two years ago North 
street at Newton Centre was ac- 
cepted with a 30 foot width, as it 
was one of these exceptions that come 
along every so often. A 40 foot street 
has a 24 foot roadway, two sidewalks 
5 feet 6 incites wide and two loam 
and grass borders 2 feet 6 inches 
wide. Tile roadway is constructed of 

inch coarse gravel with a coat of 
penetrating tar surface. The side- 
walks are of gravel unless a separate 
petition lias been signed by each lot 
owner for cement coucrete wulks, in 
which ease, the City pays one-half and 
the abutter one-half of the cost of the 
walks. One of the most important 
and most expensive items, is the drain- 
age of the street. Catch basins are 
built both sides of the street at inter- 
vals of not more than 300 feet, and 
at all low places and also near the 
corners. The catch basins are con- 
nected with drains having man-holes 
at Intervals of not more than 400 
feet with a permanent drainage out- 
let, duly and permanently secured to 
the city by proper and legul instru- 
ments, or such druins may be con- 
structed to the limits of a public 
way of tile city intersecting such 
street. All corners of intersecting 
streets shull be rounded as approved 
by the Engineer, and curbing of gran- 
ite, or cement coucrete shall be set 
on the gutter-line for the full length 
of ull such rounded corners. Granite 


bound stones shall be set at all angles, 
and curves, under the direction of the 
City Engineer. 

“Of the 88 miles of unaccepted 
streets now in Newton we have before 
the Public Works Committee peti- 
tions for 3Vj miles which are signed 
up 75% or better, and 1V4 miles that 
are less than 75%. We are planning 
to construct as many streets as pos- 
sible. that is as far as the $100,000 
will go. and it will be in the vicinity 
of 2 miles. In 1922 we hnd 153 miles 
of accepted streets and 78 miles of 
private ways, whereas today we have 
163 miles of accepted streets and SS 
miles of private ways, a gain of 10 
miles on each. Our private ways are 
increasing faster than our accepted 
streets, and it may be necessary to 
have a special bond issue for this 
class of work, as has been done iix 
some of the other cities and towns 
around Newton. The gain of 10 miles 
in accepted streets the past five to 
six years, was made up of 7 miles 
constructed under the Betterment 
Law, and 3 miles constructed under 
the General Law. In 1922 there were 
$323,000 Street Improvement Bonds 
outstanding. Since then we have is- 
sued $260,000 and wo have retired 
$300,000, so that today we have $283,- 
000 due on outstanding Street Im- 
provement Bonds. These bonds also 
provide the money for street widen- 
ings, cutting of corners, uud relocat- 
ing the same, and not all money 
raised on these bonds is spent for ue- 
eptuuco of streets. There has been 
a trip around t lie City each year by 
the Public Works Committee for the 
purpose of seeing the actual condi- 
tions of the streets on which we have 
petitions, aud it certainly is the de- 


sire of each and every one. that these 
streets be constructed as fast as pos- 
sible, and we trust it will be possible 
in the near future to secure an ad- 
ditional bond issue that will enable 
us to order the construction of all 
streets on petition.”

One of the moat Important ques* 
tlona facing the roHfdentH of Newton 
at the present time Ih that of apart- 
ment houses. Because of itB rigid 
Building Code Newton has aeon no 
apartment buildings erected hero for 
many years. While nearby communi- 
ties such as Brookline, Allston and 
Cambridge have changed largely from 
districts of detached dwellings Into 
apartment house suburbs, Newton has 
continued as a city of attractive one 
and two family homes. In the past 
few years there has been a growing 
demand for a modification of the 
Building Code which will lower the 
almost prohibitive cost of erecting 
apartments In Newton. This demand 
has come partly from men interested 
in a speculative way who realize that 
Newton would be “virgin territory” 
for this type of buildings, and partly 
from elderly persons who desire high- 
class apartments in Newton where 
they may reside after giving up large 
residences which they have cocupied 
here for many years. Because of the 
growing Interest In the apartment 
house problem, the Newton Chamber 
of Commerce at its annual meeting, 
held last Monday night at the Newton 
Club, Invited Alderman Baker, former 
alderman John Madden, and Henry 
Whitmore of West Newton to address 
the gathering on this matter. 

Mr. Baker’s remarks on this sub- 
ject were practically the same as he 
made before the Newton Business As- 
sociates a few months ago and which 
were printed at that time In the 
Graphic. Mr. Madden and Mr. Whit- 
more both agree that Newton should 
maintain its present character and 
should discourage the building of 
apartments within Its confines. Mr. 
Madden is more extreme In his views 
than is Mr. Whitmore. He believes 
that the present Building Code should 
be retained. Mr. Whitmore favors 
slight modifications should be made in 
the code to permit a few apartment 
buildings to he erected on the edges 
of our business zones so tlmt facilities 
will he afforded for elderly Newton 
people who must reside In apartments 
and who wish to remain in this city. 
The views of these two gentlemen, as 
presented at the meeting of the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, follow: 

MR. WHITMORE 


"Before entering upon a new course, 
It is well to consider the present con- 
dition of affairs in the City of New- 
ton. From the busy centre of Nonan- 
tum Square to the wooded heights 
and meadows of Oak Hill and from 
the noble group of buildings on Uni- 
versity Heights to the river at Au- 
burndale, one may travel over a terri- 
tory unsurpassed for suburban beauty 
in New England and possibly in the 
United States. The numerous hand- 
some churches evidence the people’s 
devotion to religion; the fine school 
buildings bear witness to their inten- 
tion that all shall have a chance for 
education; the numerous public li- 
braries, built by popular subscription, 
testify to the interest in culture; and 
the neatness and- general care shown 
in the whole city speak of the pride 
and interest of the people in their 
municipality. Newton is blessed with 
a good city government and its af- 
fairs are administered efficiently and 
economically. 

“All of these things are not the re- 
sult of chance, but come about be- 
cause Newton people are home loving 
and to an unusual extent home own- 
ing. The real question in any prop- 
osition to encourage the building of 
apartment houses is whether or not 
they will influence for good or ill the 
condition of the city. 

“While a large part of our area is 
zoned so tlmt only single and two- 
family houses may he erected, there 
are certain sections of considerable 
size scattered throughout the city in 
what is known as the general resi- 
dential zone, which means that apart- 
ment houses may be built within it. 
This general residential district is 
shown in blue on the zoning map and 
is therefore referred to as the ‘Blue 
Area.’ It is being rapidly built up with 
small and modest single houses on 
lots of limited area and with two- 
family houses. Both classes of prop- 
erty are largely owned by people of 
moderate means who are paying for 
them little by little through savings 
which mean a real sacrifice. 

“It is my opinion that this numer- 
ous group of home owners should be 
protected in their investment and in 
their living conditions against the in- 
trusion of apartment houses. It is 
more vital to them tlmn it is to peo- 
ple of larger means, even though the 
latter have more expensive homes, 
because the former can less well af- 
ford to have their property depre- 
ciated and have less open land around 
them. Furthermore it is my opinion 
thut the building of apartment houses 
among these single and two-family 
houses would work a serious and irre- 
parable damage. The loss would run 
into millions of dollars and would be 
shared by mortgagees, such as sav- 
ings and cooperative hanks, as well 
as hy the owners. 

“All this being true, the first and 
essential thing is tlmt these blue 
areas he closed to apurtmeut house 
building and these peoplo and their 
investments be given protection. This 
would leave open to apartment houses 
what is known us the business zones 
in the centre of the villages. These 
locutions ure those best suited to 
apartment houses because of the con- 
venience to stores and transportation 
and would afTord opportunity, in the 
parts of the business zones not now 
in demand for stores, to erect u reu

sonahle number of apartment houses 
In time theBe areas might he some- 
what Increased by the addition of 
small amounts of adjoining land. I 
think there Is a legitimate limited 
demand for apartment houses In New- 
ton to take care of widows who wish 
to remain In the villages in which 
they have been living, but do not want 
to maintain their former homes; for 
the women and in some cases the 
men whose business requires them to 
be in the centre of the villages. For 
these people I would provide without 
opening the doors to the great num- 
bers who would flock Into Newton 
from other places if there were a gen- 
eral apartment house building pro- 
gram. 

“Newton does not need to experi- 
ment to demonstrate that apartment 
houses and single dwellings do not go 
together; and that any general build- 
ing of apartment houses, In the pres- 
ent residential districts, would be dis- 
astrous. This has been demonstrated 
time and again in other parts of Met- 
ropolitan Boston. We must make up 
our minds whether we wish Newton 
to go the way of certain other cities 
In Greater Boston, or to maintain Its 
present character. If it is decided that 
we wish Newton to remain substan- 
tially as it is, the doors must not be 
thrown wide open to apartment 
houses. The effect would he seen not 
only in real estate values, but in the 
Interest of the people in our churches, 
schools and civic affairs. No matter 
what the grade of the apartment 
house, or the high character of its oc- 
cupants, it is certain their occupants 
do not iiave the same interest in the 
community as those who have a stake 
in the soil. 

“Having protected the city against 
any large number of apartment 
houses through a rearrangement of 
the zoning, it seems to be only fair 
that the building laws should be lib- 
eralized to the extent that this may 
he done without jeopardizing the 
health, safety and appearance of the 
city. There have been numerous im- 
provements in building which com- 
petent architects say will permit of 
the erection of a substantially fire- 
proof apartment house of a good char- 
acter at less cost by using methods 
not allowed under our present code. 
If this is a fact, the code should he 
re-drafted so that the limited number 
who live in apartment houses should 
not he obliged to pay a higher rent 
that the good of the whole commun- 
ity demands. I am not advocating for 
a moment an alteration of the build- 
ing laws which would permit the 
building of apartment houses which 
will deteriorate rapidly, bring losses 
to their owners and discredit to the 
community. Not at all. I am sim- 
ply favoring the adoption of modern 
methods which we are told will ac- 
complish all that we desire without 
the cost required by present code. 
This is a technical matter and I do 
not attempt to say of my own knowl- 
edge just what can be done or what 
changes should be made. 

“A mere increase in population is 
of no benefit to the city government 
from a financial standpoint for there 
are classes of people who are a bur- 
den rather than a help. Neither would 
it help the local merchants, for it 
would lead to a multiplication of 
stores and those of a kind and quality 
with which our local merchants would 
find it extremely hard to compete. 

“Newton has the most wonderful 
opportunity of any place in Greater 
Boston to maintain a high character 
of development and population. If we 
take the proper steps now perman- 
ency will be assured. It is not safe 
in my opinion to rely upon the pres- 
ent building code to keep apartments 
out of the general residential districts. 
They should be barred out by change 
in zoning which would require a three- 
quarter vote of the Board of Alderman 
to change. On the other hand a 
change in the building laws may be 
made any time by a majority vote. 
Having properly safeguarded t lie city 
hy zoning, we can then afford to lib- 
eralize the building laws so far as 
this may he done with safety. Thus 
it seems to me all the interests we 
are bound to consider will be con- 
served. The speculative apartment 
house builder whose only object is to 
make money by putting up the cheap- 
est possible house he can and trading 
it, we need not consider. He is not 
needed fbr the development of New- 
ton, is not wanted in the city, and 
should not be invited to enter." 

MR. MADDEN 

“The question here is — shall we 
change that section of the building 
code requiring apartments to he con 
structed of concrete and steel materi- 
als, to permit wooden partitions and 
floors in that type of buildings, or cov- 
ered with wire lathe and plaster: in 
other words shnll we cheapen that 
class of construction in order that 
builders may trade and rent them in 
this City iii competition with builders 
in Brookline and Boston. 

“We have a stringent building code 
for all classes of construction, but 
the home owner and home builder 
has shown a wonderful spirit of co- 
operation with the City in carrying 
out the provisions of this law: he has 
even gone beyond the letter of the 
law. and has taken a certain pride in 
adding certain things not required 
such as insulating buildings, plaster- 
ing cellar ceilings; it has had a ten- 
dency to raise the standard of build- 
ing, and as a result we have the finest 
type of building here in Newton that 
can be found in the Commonwealth. 

"But one class of builders has re- 
belled and that is the apartment house 
builder; he has refused to build 
apartments here unless we change the 
code and cheapen that class of con- 
struction and put it on tin* same plane 
as that in Boston and Brookline. The 
reason is, he is not a home owner or 
home builder, hut builds to sell or 
trade uml not to own or occupy, as 
the majority of those who have built 
here and made this a City of Homes 

"The consensus of opinion here is 
that we don't want apartments here 
us they have been built in Brookline 


and Boston, and yet that is what this 
proposed amendment will lead to. 

"The strange thing is— that those 
who advocate this change decry con- 
ditions in Brookline and Boston, but 
still argue that we should try the ex- 
periment here. They have not point- 
ed out a single City or Town which 
has successfully controlled the apart- 
ment house evil, and the conditions 
which they describe in those dis- 
tricts where apartments had been 
built is the best argument that can 
he adduced to warn us not to tamper 
with any Law which has successfully 
barred them from the City. 

"They say that a few apartments 
will not harm the City but that is true 
of the places which are referred to as 
an example of such building. A few 
apartments would not have injured 
Brookline or Dorchester. No finer 
suburb of Boston could be imagined 
than either of these places with a 
few apartments only. 

“They say that the Zoning Law will 
confine these buildings in certain de- 
fined areas or districts. As a matter 
of fact several enterprising local build- 
ers have acquired some of the older 
and larger properties which they be- 
lieve adapted for apartments, and if 
the Board fixes any small Zone which 
excludes these properties, and the law 
is changed so that apartment build- 
ing is profitable here, these men will 
not hesitate to test the constitution- 
ality of such arbitrary Zoning in the 
Supreme Court, and judging from 
some of our experiences such as the 
Barney Atlas . a-* on Walker Street 
where the Building Code itself was 
held invalid in 1922, this class of build- 
inn may not he confined or controlled 
as easily as we think. The Supreme 
Court held that Zoning was constitu- 
tional provided we placed districts of 
like characteristics in like zones, but 
if we select one small district for 
apartments and districts of similar 
characteristics are excluded, the Su- 
preme Court may he called upon to 
review our action. There is no exi- 
gency or demand in this City which 
would warrant us inviting this class 
of litigation. Brookline is a good ex- 
ample of this: in attempting to con- 
trol the speculator, it has on several 
occasions been obliged to defend its 
Zoning Law in cases before the Su 
preine Court, whereas this City which 
has had to contend with the home 
builder has been fortunate in avoiding 
that kind of litigation. 

“It is said that apartments will be 
an improvement over some of our 
two family house developments; as 
a matter of fact we have some of the 
finest two family houses In Newton 
that can he found in New England, 
some of them cannot be distinguished 
from single houses, and judging from 
the mortgage loans made hy banks 
they are of equal value. If there has 
been objectionable two family house 
building it may he laid to the specu- 
lator who is now clamoring for a 
change in the Law that will make 
apartment house building lucrative. 

“It is interesting to note the appar- 
ent lack of information showing the 
relative costs of first and second class 
construction. But whatever the cost, 
an apurtmeut house, of all buildings 
should he fireproof It is occupied 
mostly at night time, and in case of 
a serious fire the occupants on the 
upper floors of stories are exposed to 
imminent danger more than in any 
other type of building. The proposed 
amendment would permit the use of 
wood partitions ami floors, covered 
with wire lathe and plaster a type of 
construction which may he cracked or 
broken by settling of the building and 
in may other ways, ami if the wood 
is exposed to fire you have a semi- 
fireproof wall or floor, which burns 


slowly and thereby suffocates the oc- 
cupants of the building before warn- 
ing can be given as was the case in 
most of the recent disastrous fires in 
the Back Bay. 

"The wisdom of the Aldermen who 
framed our code and amended it to 
require fireproof construction in this 
class of buildings is receiving prac- 
tical recognition in Boston and Cam- 
bridge where many fireproof apart- 
ments are now being erected. The 
firm of Chace and Gilbert who erect- 
ed the Colonna apartments in New- 
tonville is making a specialty of this 
fireproof building, and recently erect- 
ed a 150 family apartment on Charles 
Street, Boston, one that is absolutely 
fireproof, and are now erecting one 
called the Ambassador in Harvard 
Square, just below Memorial Hall. It 
is the finest type of construction, re- 
duces fire losses to a minimum, and 
does not depreciate as rapidly as the 
lower type. 

"Would we not feel badly in five 
years from now if this City which 
boasts of its supremacy as a pioneer 
in Municipal improvements, the first 
city in New England to adopt and en- 
force a Zoning Law. the first in Streets 
and Schools, should in an era of build- 
ing of the highest type and standard, 
now back down and lower its stand- 
ards in order to admit apartment 
houses, compromise and cheapen a 
code which has enabled us to satisfy 
the most fastidious home seeker, and 
then find Boston and Cambridge 
ahead of us. 

"It is urged that several of the old- 
er people desire a cozy corner in an 
apartment house here as their ideal 
of living, but in thinking of these 
few. we must consider the thousands 
I who have invested fortunes here be- 
cause they relied implicitly not ouly 
on the stringency of our Code but also 
upon its stability. 

"An apartment may bring revenue 
hut we should also consider the pos- 
sible loss of revenue resulting from 
this building by the detriment to abut- 
ting property and property even a 
mile away. People are now paying 
$6000.00 and more for house lots in 
Newton, ami from $25,000 to $4".- 
000.00 for new houses here. Most of 
these sites command high prices be- 
cause of the beautiful surroundings, 
the fine trees and vistas at a distance, 
hut if instead of that the prospective 
buyer gazes at a five or six story 
apartment house with its ugly rear 
piazzas, he may pause, aud feeling ap- 
prehension of encroachment may de- 
cide that Wellesley is safer. Minor 
considerations like street car noise 
have lowered the values of fine dwell- 
ings. The loss of even one or two 
of this class of home builders and the 
influence they would bring to the 
City, cannot be measured by revenue 
from taxes, any more than schooled 
expenditures can be regulated by the 
money value of the product, such 
things are above dollars and cents 
standards. 

"Do not change the building Code if 
you wish to contiuue the preseut de- 
velopment of the City: its stringent 
provisions will he welcomed hy the 
home builder, and scrupulously avoid- 
ed hy the speculator as has been the 
case during the past fifteen years. 

"If we must have apartmeuts, then 
we must have apartment zones, but 
the difficulty will be to establish them. 

"They should not be erected iu the 
business districts. Thut is a weak 
compromise, violates the principles of 
Zoning which took people out of bus- 
iness districts aud uow puts them 
back ugaiu in apurtmeuts. 

"The troubles of people in the apart 
meats we uow have with no set back 
from street and lot lines, no court 
yards, wiudows of oue apurtmeut 


within a few feet of and directly op- 
posite the other, the unhealthy odors 
from store refuse, the inability to 
drive a car to the front door are con- 
stantly brought to the attention of 
city officials. 

"To regulate by petition in the gen- 
eral residence districts is out of the 
question. The Board has all night 
vigils now in transacting City busi- 
ness without adding to the burden a 
flood of petitions that would follow a 
cheapened Code. 

“A fixed apartment house area or 
zone would be difficult to establish in 
the first place and would create a mon- 
opoly and thereby lead to exploitation 
of values of land as in the store sites 
making the cost of the land greater 
than tenants should be asked to pay 
for in rent, and the persistent at- 
tempts to extend and enlarge that 
district might be met by the Courts 
or by some fuure Board in a manner 
not contemplated by us. 

"Where does the demand for all 
this come from?"

those things which odd honor to the 
Home, the State, the Nation, the 
World.” 

With which satisfying of expecta- 
tion. which Mrs. Potter, in her lino 
sensibilities, is ever able to do, and 
arousing of inspiration, there opened 
the vast volume of reports of a yenr 
of progress and hard work. 

In eloquent token not only of the 
‘deedful thinking” which is adequate- 
ly proven as going forward, but of 
deedful doing, there followed the stew- 
ardship of the routine work of the 
clerk, Mrs. Edwin L. Pride, of the as- 
sistant clerk, Mrs. Mosher, and of 
finances, by the treasurer. Mrs. Davis. 
Deedful doing was indeed and in fact, 
the part of Mrs. Boyd F. Bowles, cor- 
responding secretary, who infused a 
bit of welcome amusement in saying 
of the amount of material sent her in 
care of Uncle Sam: “The mall re- 
ceived lias been most interesting, con- 
taining as it does every kind of plea 
and every known variety of advertis- 
ing matter, from a very enticing in- 
vitation to invest our money in oil, to 
he advertisement of the latest im- 
proved cigarette-lighter!” In con- 
trast that is significant, she said: “The 
mail that is most worth while is that 
which comes to me from Clubwomen 
all over the country." 

Of the vast extent of her work for 
the Clubs this gives an idea — that she 
has received about (550 pieces of mail 
and sent out over 1,500. She has sent 
out, also, about 8,000 white tickets and 
300 green tickets to the conventions. 
Besides this, it is her duty to arrange 
for the printing and distribution of 
stationery. Truly her work is a la- 
bor of love! 

She reported admission to member- 
ship of eleven Clubs and of one affil- 
iated — this latter being the Women’s 
Circles of the Florence Crittenton 
League. One Club, the Athena Club 
of Dorchester, lias resigned from mem- 
bership, and the State W. C. T. U. has 
resigned from affiliation- leaving 386 
Clubs, -1 City Federations, and 6 af- 
filiated organizations. 

Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, second vice- 
president, and charming hostess of 
Headquarters, gave an interesting 
allegory that held attention, a blessed 
oasis in the desert of dry fact, carry 
ing forward the metaphor consistent 
ly, with headquarters as the resi- 
dence of the chief of the army, her 
staff being committee heads as divi- 
sion of staff, called in conference, with 
officer Clubwomen reporting as the 
scouts from the outlying trenches of 
the firing lines: and other Clubwom- 
en seeking advice or information be- 
ing captains of units. The Federation 
secretary, H. Lois Houghton, she 
dubbed chief attache, with knowledge 
of ammunition of barrage and poison 
gas. Of Headquarters she said: "this 
denotes the residence of the chief of 
the army whence orders are issued, 
It is usually far from the firing lines, 
lienee a fairly safe place to he. To be 
sure in our advance day of civiliza- 
tion a bomb may be dropped into 
headquarters from a clear sky any 
day, a situation always upsetting. 
Headquarters serve ns a shelter for 
the privates in the ranks who seek a 
dugout from the battle strain of shop- 
ping and dodging.” 

She also listed a most interesting 
array of gifts that attest the interest 
and loyalty of these same privates. 
Perhaps the most outstanding among 
them was the Civil Service Reform 
medallion presented by the Civil Ser- 
vice Department, which is a replica 
of the original model for the school 
medal designed by Miss Frances 
Grimes, with the criticism of Augus- 
tus Saint-GaudenB, for t lie Women’s 
Auxiliaries of the Massachusetts and 
New York Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciations. The majestic figure of a 
woman, representing the State, rests 
with one hand on the national shield, 
while in the other she holds the 
scales of justice to weigh with equity 
competition for public service. The 
motto “The Best Shall Serve the 
State” written for the medal by the 
well-known philanthropist, Mrs, 
Charles Russell Lowell, lias become 
widely associated with the ideals of 
this Reform association. Over one 
hundred of these bronze medals have 
been awarded to boys and girls in 
school competitions for the best es- 
says on the Merit system. 

Other gifts much appreciated in- 
clude a floor lamp, from the Presi- 
dents’ Club; a high-backed Windsor

Club: a print of General Federation 
Headquarters, at Washington, from

She has written 571 letters 
answering inquiries, and is only sorry 
that there were not more to answer. 

Mrs. George H. Lang, chairman of 
Federation Pin, took the opportunity 
to correct a wrong impression that 
seems to prevail that the owning and 
wearing of the pin is the sole privi- 
lege of a presiding officer. Any mem- 
ber of a Federated Club is entitled to 
wear the pin. All she needs is the 
price — $5 for a gold pin, and $2 for a 
silver one. During the past year, $252 
has been received for pins ordered by 
Club members, and in trying to fill 
such orders “promptly and accurate- 
ly,” Mrs. Lang stated the work had 
been most enjoyable, because of being 
brought in touch with so many clubs 
in such a happy way. 

Mrs. Bert S. Currier, director of the 
7th district, made a most happy com- 
bination of seriousness and humor in 
reporting the good works of the Clubs 
of her district, and her own view- 
points and personal experiences. "Al- 
ways entertained and interested, she 
is often touched and sometimes deep- 
ly moved by glimpses into the minds 
and hearts of Club women.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

W Ily L. D. O. BENTLEY 


A request ban been made by a for- 
mer resident of this city that I strive, 
with the aid of this column, to do 
something to improve tho souvenir 
postcard condition in Newton. Frank- 
ly, until this gracious lady spoke to 
me concerning the matter I had sup- 
posed that tho situation was perfect- 
ly satisfactory. I thought I was right 
In assuming that we were able to buy 
all the first class postcards of the 
souvenir typo that we desired and 
always find on sale a wide variety of 
photographic views from which to 
make our selection. 

Her statements proved a revelation 
to me. My notion that colored cards 
or tho reproduction of photographs set 
us off to great advantage aH a muni- 
cipality seems to have been complete- 
ly upset. Personally I am not much 
on art or color work with printing ink, 
or any of those nifty pursuits. I take 
things much as I find, being helpless 
to do anything. This woman, who Is 
both witty and resourceful, has strong 
convictions. Said she: 

"I don’t see why there are not some 
new cards with pictures of Newton 
on them. Goodness me, think of what 
I found! A picture of a street In New- 
ton with a young woman sitting in an 
open buggy. What would they say in 
New York at that? They’d laugh and 
ask if Newton hadn’t any automobiles 
and if we were still driving oxen. 

"The scene was pretty enough but 
it represented things of at least a 
generation ago. I don’t care for pic- 
tures of automobilos particularly but 
if they are willing to show a street 
in Newton they might have something 
to prove the city is up-to-date. I per- 
haps might send away this picture of 
the girl and the horse and buggy and 
write underneath, ‘When you and I 
were young, Maggie.’ But I really 
would like some souvenir postcards 
of modern Newton. Won’t you do all 
you can?” 

I promised I would help it what- 
ever I could. As a matter of truth I 
don’t know in just what way I can be 
of assistance unless I refrain from buy- 
ing souvenir postcards made from 
photographs taken before the advent 
of the twentieth century. 


Long ago somebody propounded the 
query, "Wlmt shall we do with our ex- 
Presidents?” Since then similar ques- 
tions affecting other people and things 
have been raised. I have never heard 
the answer to any one of them. Still, 
I assume solutions have been obtained 
or at least decided upon and the de- 
cisions withheld or reserved. 

Now I have one I should like to 
place before the community and that 
its, "What shall we do with our ex- 
flivvers?” When I say "ex” I mean 
those that have reached that stage 
of decrepitude which precludes fur- 
ther use in any form, shape or man- 
ner. And to flivvers I would add "aud 
other automobiles.” 

The matter was called forcibly to 
my attention by a view of the North 
street dump where there is an accu- 
mulation of old cars, or parts of old 
cars. The people who haul or drag 
these worn-out vehicles to their final 
resting place expect that the wheels, 
frames, etc., will be allowed to rest. 
The trouble is, I am told, that boys 
take a different view and make sport 
of dragging the wreckage here, there 
and everywhere. I can undrestand the 
attitude of mind of these youths who 
find diversion in mischief of this char- 
acter. It may not be proper but it is 
a boyish prank so we can’t say they 
should be severely punished. 

However, the situation exists and 
maybe there is a way of correcting 
it. If there is it should surely be 
done. The danger of accidents and 
fire is always to be considered and 
these are not to be passed over lightly. 

But the general problem remains. 
With more and more cars on the road 
everywhere and their inevitable de- 
struction, through unexpected happen- 
ings or merely by the ravages of time, 
we shall soon have to establish larger 
dumping grounds. In fact I am won- 
dering where it will reach. Soon there 
will be need of acres of vacant land 
devoted exclusively to this purpose. 
Or, maybe as a friend has suggested, 
these wrecks of cars will be placed on 
a scow and towed down Boston harbor 
and thrown into the ocean. Well, any- 
way, we will be glad to receive sug- 
gestions. 


It was a surprise to me to find our 
own village of Newton Centre the butt 
of spicy humor in a French farce. 
Such Is the case, however, and tho 
attraction Is now playing at one of 
the theatres In Boston. I said it was 
a French farce. That is not strictly 
true. The scene is laid In Paris and 
three of the characters have left their 
home in Newton Centre to come to the 
European center of gaiety. 

The author has selected Newton 
Centre as an example of the staid com- 
munity, the residents of which are 
descendants of the Puritans and po- 
sesso many of the qualities for which 
their forefathers were noted. In short, 
if you come from Newton Centre, ac- 
cording to the dramatist’s view, you 
are prudish and frown upon jazz, cock- 
tails and cabarets. All through tho 
play allusion Is made to Newton Cen- 
tre and whatever humor there may be 
in it is given ample repetition. 

One of the biggest laughs of the 
piece is when a small stutue of Venus 
is removed in anticipation of the ar- 
rival of an austere matron from New- 
ton Centre. The figure is replaced by 
one of a Pilgrim Father. As the man 
orders tho maid to remove tho Venus 
ho remarks, "Wo don’t have those in 
Newton Centre.” 

I don’t suppose that Newton Centre 
people will tuko umbrage at the play- 
wright’s work and I doubt if thdy en- 
joy the possible fame it may bring 
to the village. It is just one of those 
things that one may expect to find 
in modern shows that appeal to a cer- 
tain elnss. The best of it is one Isn’t 
compelled to attend a performance. 


It 1ms more than once occurred to 
mo that Newton might do well if It 
should establish a forum where cit- 
izens of all classes might assemble. 
Free and full discussions of impor- 
tant mutters affecting the city’s inter- 


ests as well as those of the State and 
Nation Is usually beneficial Certainly 
It cannot be harmful If the forum la 
properly conducted. 

When I read In the Graphic of 
the success of a forum conducted by 
young people In Waban I decided to 
put on paper some of the views I have 
long held regarding free spnocli In a 
community. The success of any forum 
Is due largely to the choice of sub- 
jects presented. Something close at 
hand, affecting tho individual or the 
group before whom the matter Is laid, 
is worth while. 

There Is always the danger of propa- 
ganda when we wander far afield. All 
over the country there are those who 
jump at a chance to present to an 
audience their Ideas of reform. Many 
nre radical In their notion — and no- 
tions are about all they possess — but 
they employ the arts of oratory, along 
with their personal magnetism, and get 
a portion of the community all excited 
over something which is frivolous in 
the extreme. 

We have examples, at least one not- 
able example is a not far distant city, 
of the absurdity of a "one-way” forum. 
Speakers are invited to spread forth 
their so-called views, which are noth- 
ing but criticism of existing institu- 
tions. If the audience Is made up of 
"advanced thinkers” they applaud 
what those of less active minds con- 
sider arrant nonsense. I am not In 
favor of that kind of forum. 

The kind of forum which I believe 
would prove of value is that in which 
discussion could he held of matters 
of concern. If, for instanco, somebody 
has an honest conviction that this, 
that or the other method in city gov- 
ernment is wrong, let him say so with 
all the eloquence in his power. Then 
give the person or persons whom he 
has assailed opportunity to make re- 
ply. 

After all, there is nothing like free 
speech as a safety-valve. Much de- 
pends, however, on the engineer. I 
mean by that the forum should be con- 
duced by a body of representative 
citizens. They should determine by 
unanimous vote the topics to he taken 
up. In this way nothing could be “put 
over" our citizens by any one class. 
Instead, we would have a sort of town 
meeting arrangement where everybody 
would have an equal chance to relieve 
his mind or as the phrase goes, "get 
his worries off his chest." 


Pension Bill Passed 
By Legislature and 
Sent To Gov. Fuller 

The contributory pension bill pre- ; 
sented by the City of Newton to the ! 
Legislature was passed upon favor- ' 
ably last week by both branches of | 
that body and sent to Gov. Fuller for 1 
his signature. The creation of this 
contributory system In Newton can 
be attributed to ex-alderman Benja- 
min S. Hinckley of Park street, New- 
ton, who gave freely of his time and 
money to collect the necessary data 
in connection with this matter. In 
the course of his duties as an aider- 
man Mr. Hinckley observed that while 
some classes of employees of this 
city enjoyed pensions, other classes 
equally deserving received no asslst- 
anc when old age, or disability forced 
them to cease work. He also feared 
that the constantly increasing cost of 
conducting the affaire of the city 
might result at some future date In 
a retrenchment which would necessi- 
tate the abolishment of the present 
non-contributory pension systems. 

Accordingly he devised a system, 
with the assistance of some of his 
colleagues on the Board which pro- 
vided for contributory pensions for 
all classes of city employees In New- 
ton. Present employees, if they so 
elect, can continue under the exist- 
ing non-contributory systems but all 
persons entering the employ of New- 
ton in the future must participate in 
the new system. Mr. Hinckley has 
been deeply Interested in seeing this 
system enacted into law and its ac- 
ceptance by the Legislature crowns 
his efforts of the past two years. 


“If Newton Is to try to stop book- 
borrowers from its free library from 
mutilating or stealing volumes,” writes 
"Mrs. G. H. W.,” "I think It might in- 
clude among the offenders those who 
make dog’s-ear pages and do other 
things. I had a book from the library 
the other day which reeked with to- 
bacco smoke. There was a good deal 
about politics in it. although it was 
fiction, and I judged at once that it 
had been read by a man. In fact, so 
strong was the odor of the more or 
less fragrant weed that s.everal men 
must have devoured the contents of 
the book. 

"Other books that I have taken out 
showed that the readers, or some of 
them, had been eating candy with 
their reading. Uumistakable evidence 
of chocolate confections still remained 
on the pages. That is, I suppose, a 
personal matter. Some people are 
neater in their habits than others. 
How are we going to change that? 
Haven’t you some suggestions?” 

The above letter Interests no lit- 
tle. I wish I could offer a solution 
of the problem. The only thing that 
occurs to me at this time is that we 
set apart, by order of the Mayor, a 
"Be Kind to Books Week” and see 
what happens. 


DISPUTE OVER LOT LINES 

Mrs. Adelaide Hews of 32 Richard- 
son street, Newton, on Monday filed a 
bill in equity In the Middlesex Su- 
perior Court at Cambridge to enjoin 
Thomas Cahill and Anthony Troiani, 
owners of adjoining properties, to re- 
move fences which they had erected 
on what she claims is her property. 
The bill states that a wooden fence 
which marked the eastern boundary 
of her land for 30 years was taken 
down on May 5 by her husband and 
another fence erected on the same 
line by him. She states that Troiani 
removed the new fence and erected an- 
other fence further over the line on 
her property. Soon after, according 
to her Cahill built a wire fence 10 
feet over on her property. Both these 
femes were erected against her ob- 
jections, and leave her with a narrow 
approach to the street. She asks 
that the defendants he compelled to 
remove their fences, that the land en- 
closed by the former fence be re- 
turned to her, and that damages be 
awarded. 


DROWNED BOY’S BODY FOUND 

Monday morning as Patrolman John 
Austin of tlie Metropolitan police was 
patrolling along the Charles River at 
Hemlock Gorge near Echo bridge, he 
discovered the body of Haig Sarotian, 
7. who was drowned on May 5 when 
he slipped off a rock into the river 
at the rear of t lie Upper Falls play- 
ground. After dragging the river for 
several days without finding the body, 
the police exploded several charges 
of dynamite without effect in the area 
between where the hoy was drowued 
ami the dam at the silk mill. The 
body had gone over the dam as was 
proved by the finding of it near the 
Boylston street bridge. The boy’s fu- 
neral was held Wednesday from the 
homo of his parents on Mechanic 
street, Upper Falls.

LITERARY LIVES NEWLY TOLD 


Many of the world’s greatest authors 
have been such picturesque individuals 
that it is not surprising to find their 
biographies more interesting than a 
large per cent of novels. Modern biog- 
raphers, “knowing a good thing when 
they see it,” have seized upon material 
available concerning literary people 
and have produced some extremely in- 
teresting hooks. 

George Sand, with her insouciant at- 
titude and eternal cigarette furnishes 
the interest in two new volumes, “The 
Seven Strings of the Lyre,’’ hv Scher- 
merhorn. and “George Sand, tho 
Search for Love,” by Howe. Lewis 
Browne, in "That Man Heine.” at- 
tempts to explain the freaks and 
foibles of tlie famous and eccentric 
German poet; while Peck, in a schol- 
arly two volumo work, views “Mad 
Shelley” and his brief tempestuous 
life. 

Now are new biographies of Ameri- 
can authors lacking. Such unique 
characters as Poe and Whitman natur- 
ally attract chroniclers. Poe has re- 
ceived all attention in Hervey Allen’s 
"Israfei, the Life and Times of Ed- 
gar Allan Poe,” while there are sev- 
eral works on Whitman, such as “Tlie 
Magnificent. Idler, tlie Story of Walt 
Whitman,” by Rogers; “Walt,” by Cor- 
bett. and “Whitman, an Interpreta- 
tion in Narrative.” by Hollaway. 

Other recent hooks of interest are: 
“The Father of Little Women.” "Tho 
Life of Bronson Alcott,’’ by Willsie: 
“Tho Rebellious Puritan; a Portrait of 
Hawthorne," by Morris; “Hawthorne, 
a Study in Solitudo,” by Gorman, and 
“The Bronte Sisters,” by Dimnet.

(Continued from Pago 10) 

blending of keen understanding and 
appreciation, and keen wit. 

Mrs. Walter A. Hall, director of tlir* 
Oth district, the hostess one <m 
rled forward this same happy blend 
Ing of recording. The Swampscott 
Woman's Club, with a membership of 
400, has put the "top in Topics” with 
a subscription of 100 per cent the 
largest Club in tlie State that, can 
boast of this. Tlie North Shore Club 
of .Lynn has completed thi 
of its scholarship fund of $0,000, 
which it started only three years ago. 
Work for the blind haH been that of 
one Club; another, situated on a har- 
bor where many sailing vessels enter, 
tries to help make the town safe for 
sailors while in harbor; another has 
placed books for foreign-born on li 
brary shelves; another has “adopted” 
a hoy in a hospital, and tries to be his 
"family” to him — all avenues of good 
that help to make the world a better 
place to livo in. 

Mrs. Heman A. Harding, director of 
the first district, said she had proved 
it paid to advertise, as after her trem- 
bling appearance before the WNAC 
microphone in a “Glimpse of Cape Cod 
Clubs,” she received a letter from an- 
other part of the State, saying how 
pleased they were to know there were 
Women’s Clubs on Cape Cod. This 
district is practically 90 miles long, 
and includes an ocean voyage to Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard, so that this director 
lias “travelled a hit” as she meekly 
put it. For the autumn State meet- 
ing she admitted she prayed for two 
things — a beautiful October day, and 
that the train would arrive somewhere 
near on time. Her prayers were an- 
swered, the sun never shone brighter, 
nor was the ocean ever so 1)1 ue, but — 
and this she had neglected to pray 
for — imagine her dismay when she 
learned that on the return trip the 
“Toonerville Trolley” refused to work, 
and the dignified State chairmen were 
returned to Harwich by freight! 

Of the splendid community work of 
the Clubs — four of which, by the way 
are 100 per cent subscribed to Topics 
— hospitals, visiting nurses, scholar- 
ships, flood sufferers she said were 
the objects aided. One Club did an 
especially fine thing at Easter — a 
group visited the Alms House carry- 
ing gifts, flowers, sandwiches, cake 
and tea, bringing cheer and sunshine 
in a “party” into the lives of forlorn 
people. 

Mrs. Walter C. Kenney, director of 
the 13th district, where are 39 Clubs, 
perhaps summed up in her resume of 
Club interests what may he true of 
every district of the State, and so ably 
did she put it that her words are 
quoted at length: “The 13th district 
is in a very flourishing condition and 
clubs iu every direction seem to be 
conscious of their indivdual respon- 
sibility, and according to their size 
and ability are working along those 
lines which will make for a better 
world ill which to live. Achievements 
can be classified under two groups, Ed 
ucational and Community Service in 
the broad sense of tlie words. Under- 
nourished children nre being fed and 
cared for. one Club giving $1,000 to 
the Sterling Health Camp. This same 
Club organized an Auxiliary Society 
to tlie City Hospital, each Thursday 
| two members visiting the Children’s 
Ward and providing entertainment. 
Each holiday is celebrated here: at 
Christmas a wonderful tree with a 
toy and bed jacket for each child. 
Two Clubs have been instrumental in 
establishing branch libraries, so con- 
tributing to the work in Americaniza- 
tion: worthy students are being helped 
with scholarships: a d» vii -■ I! 
School girl is having he 1 medical hi! 
paid by a Club. Denial clinics. Par- 
ent Teachers’ Associations, War vet- 
eran work, conservation are being 
aided, and one town Club has given 
$1,573 in benevolent work.” 

This is the report of one li.- riet 
diret tor. ’ » Sts 

districts, and for 377 C’.tiis. and there 
is no need to try to justify the ex- 
istence of Clubs or to hunt for an an- 
swer to the question of tlu* ignorant 
or disparaging who scoiHnglv ask what 
the Women’s Clubs are doing. 

Dr. John Herman Randall’s address 
Tuesday evening, oil "Tlie Thinking 
that Might Change the World." may 
lie summed up in his five points by 
which the world could be changed, in 
forms of creative thinking: 1. We 
must come to think habitually that 
life is more than things; 2. We must 
learn that there is a unity underlying 
the divided and distracted life of man: 
3. We must believe that there will 
come the consciousness of a common 
purpose to which all men can give al- 
legiance: 4. We must dare to think 
that human nature can be changed; 
and 5. We need to think that, after 
all, the greatest forces in the world 
nre the moral forces, if only they can 
he aroused and organized. The solu- 
tion of our problems today depends 
primarily on the inner attitude — our 
real thinking about these things. 

Dr. Randall, in developing his 
theme, emphasized the need of educa- 
tion, which is actually re-education, 
in that our ability to do “creative 
thinking” on conditions and problems 
of our age is the real thinking, that 
will carry the world forward. Famil- 
iar tilings must he seen in new rela- 
tionship, and human relationships 
must he seen differently. 

. On Wednesday morning a few of 
tin* high lights were as follows: Mrs. 
Albert Bradley Carter made plain the 
work of the Social and Industrial Con- 
ditions Committee, which she termed 
fascinating, and which it can he seen 
would he so. when earnest, high mind- 
ed women seek to carry it forward: — 
interested in the “other half" the de- 
pendent, the delinquent, the hnndi- 
capped, the mentally and physically 
sick, women who have to leave their 
homes to enter industry and children 
who have to become wage earners. To 
tills great end this committee works 
with such powerful societies as the 
League of Women Voters. Mnssachu 
setts Child Labor Association, Con- 
sumer's League, Massachusetts So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, Bethesda Society, Boston Li 
censing Board, Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Labor, Girl Scouts, Florence 
CritUmtou Leugue, uud Family Wel- 
fare Society.

The Newton Board of Aldermen at 
its meeting Monday night held a hear- 
ing on the matter of taking land on 
tiie northwesterly side of Washington 
street and southeasterly side of 
Thornton street at Newton, as the 
site for a new building to house En- 
gine 1 and Ladder 3 of the Newton 
Fire Department These two pieces 
of apparatus are located now in the 
old fire station on Washington street, 
below Nonantum Square. This loca- 
tion is a poor one for a fire station. 
Most of the alarms answered by En- 
gine 1 necessitate its going through 
the heavy traffic at Nonantum Square 
and while the apparatus has never 
been in an aecaident there, it is apt 
at sometime to be delayed because of 
possible congestion at this busy spot. 
The present fire station is much too 
small to afford decent accommoda- 
tions for the firemen quartered in it. 

For a score of years there has been 
a demand for a new fire station at 
Newton Corner. Until the past few 
years it was commonly understood 
that the lot of land owned by the 
city on Washington street, opposite 
(.’banning street, would be used for 
this purpose. For the past few years 
there has been a certain amount of 
agitation for the taking of the long 
wooden structure on Washington 
street for this purpose. This block 
has not for many years been kept in 
a proper state of repair, and it has 
become unsightly. It has been 
owned, and is owned by six different 
parties. Some of these have been de- 
manding such exorbitant prices for 
their section of the block that the 
sale of it for business purposes has 
been prevented. Many persons have 
reached the conclusion that the only 
way to bring about the removal of 
the building would be for the city to 
take it. Apparently the special com- 
mittee of the aldermen appointed to 
consider the matter of the new fire 
alarm signal system and a new fire 
station at Newton Corner are inclined 
this way; hence the hearing Monday 
night. 

The block is located on a parcel of 
land which has a frontage of 15S 
feet on Washington street and about 
90 feet on Thornton street, contain- 
ing 14.65S square feet. At the rear 
of the property is an alley about 12 
feet wide containing 1637 square feet. 
This alley is right of way. The own- 
ers of the tenements in the block 
have, within the past two years, been 
offered prices very much higher than 
t he assessed values of their property. 
Some of them were disposed to sell 
at the high figures offered but a couple 
asked unreasonable prices. As the 
highest income possible from such a 
frontage of business property in New- 
ton at this place would be far too lit- 
tle to warrant paying some of the 
prices asked, the block was not sold. 
It is more than probable, however, 
that if the property should be asses- 
sed at anything like its market value, 
it would be sold at a fair price for 
business purposes. It is the most 
valuable piece of undeveloped business 
| property on Washington street at 
Newton Corner, and should a busi- 
ness block be erected upon it. a con- 
servative estimate of the value of this 
property, with a modern building, 
would be $200,000. Such a property 
would bring an annual revenue of 
about $6000 to the city. Considering 
the offers which have been made for 
the property, it would probably cost 
the city about $70,000 to take it. 

When the hearing was called Mon- 
day night on the taking of the prop- 
erty for a new fire station location 
no persons appeared to favor the prop- 
osition. Several of the persons own- 
ing tenements in the building appear- 
ed to object. James Maher, one of 
the owners of the property at 355 
Washington street, protested against 
the city taking it. He stated that it 
is unnecessary for tiie city to take 


this building and land because for 
years it has been understood that the 
land owned by the city almost across 
Washington street, at Centre Place 
and easterly, would be used for this 
purpose. Mr. Maher asserted that 
the vacant lot where the old armory 
was located, together with the lot 
where the police station stands. Is 
more than large enough for the pro- 
posed fire house. He called attention 
to the fact that the police station is 
locked most of the time and persons 
can be seen trying to enter it, with- 
out being able to obtain admission. 
He called attention of the aldermen 
to the revenue which the city will 
lose in future years if it takes such 
a valuable piece of business property. 
Others who objected were Thomas 
Arsenault of 351 Washington street, 
Mrs. Mary Jones of 353 Washington 
street, Lillian Maher of 355 Washing- 
ton street. Daniel McNamara, repre- 
senting Charlotte McNamara of 357 
Washington street, and Albert Troiani 
of 359 Washington street. 

Alderman Powers, of Ward 1, stated 
that “while he does not oppose the 
taking of the site in question, pro- 
vided the cost of taking it can be met 
by selling the city owned property at 
the old armory hall and the police 
station sites, and the present site of 
the Engine House near Nonantum 
Square, he is opposed to the city tak- 
ing the site if such taking will in- 
volve an expenditure of money by the 
city " He protested against not hav- 
ing been conferred with by the spe- 
cial committee regarding the proposed 
site of the new fire station, especial- 
ly when persons who are neither mem- 
bers of the aldermen nor residents of 
Ward 1. seemed to be quite well in- 
formed regarding the matter He also 
stated that “if the Wooden Block site 
will be taken, it should be taken in 
its entirety and not partly, as has 
been rumored." 

The Ward 1 alderman disparaged 
the alleged objections to the city 
owned property on the old armory hall 
site as a location for a fire station. 
He said. “The property owned by the 
city where the armory was located, 
and where the police station is loca- 
ted. is more than large enough for 
the proposed fire station. Ample 
egress will be afforded there for the 
apparatus. Including the aerial ladder. 
The contention that the proximity of 
this lot to the B & A tracks would 
make it much less desirable than the 
location on the Block site, does not 
carry much weight with me. I have 
resided on both sides of Washington 
street at this place, and know from 
experience that there is no magical 
air-purelator at this point which will 
remove all the noxious gases and 
cinders from the locomotives in the 
100 or so feet between the railroad 
and the proposed site. There is but 
one reason which can be advanced 
I for taking the location. The desire 
J to remove the building to improve the 
appearance of the neighborhood. 

; There are many other unsightly build- 
j ings throughout the city, if these 
J all should be seized by right of emin- 
ent domain for aesthetic reasons, the 
city would have some financial prob- 
lem ahead of it.” 

The question before the aldermen 
regarding the location for the new 
fire station is well defined. The city 
owns the property extending from 334 
Washington street, the location of the 
police station, to the Centre Place 
i or Centre avenue) bridge, a distance 
of 156 feet. This lot varies from 73 
to S4 feet in depth and contains 12.- 
200 square feet of land. The police 
station is used merely to hold pris- 
oners arrested in and around Nonan- 
tum Square until the patrol wagon 
arrives from West Newton, a matter 
of a few minutes. Other prisoners ar- 
rested near more distant boxes are 
held at such boxes until the wagon 
arrives.

EDITORIAL 

Thr plan to take a part of the so 
called "Poverty Block" at Newton, for 
a fire station is only a makeshift and 
ought not to be endorsed by the city 
government. If the entire block was 
taken for that purpose it might be 
worth considering even though the 
cost of the remaining portion of the 
block was excessive. Over 25 years 
ago we protested against the proposi- 
tion to build a police station on the 
Armory lot and advised the building 
of a lire station on that lot and re- 
modelling the present fire house for 
a police station. The progress of 
years has shown that that protest was 
justified. The present police station 
is rarely used either for police or 
other purposes. We still believe that 
the police station should be in Nonan- 
tum square and that the fire station 
should be in a location where the ap- 
paratus could easily and quickly get 
under way in responding to an alarm. 
Alderman Powers is justified in his 
position that the fire station should 
be erected on 'in- Armory lot, rather 
than in the proposed location on part 
of "Poverty Block."

flees, the chances for a hit or 
miss decision are very good. The 
real remedy is the adoptioh of the 
Short ballot, with the election of im- 
portant officials and the appointment 
bv elected officials of all of the minor 
officers. 

We note that with the $5000 appro- 
priated by the aldermen it is proposed 
to remove two departments from City 
Hall to the old church building next 
door and give other departments in 
the City llall. much needed room. We 
presume this matter has had a suffici- 
ent consideration but we wonder if it 
would not have been better to remove 
the aldermanlc chamber and commit- 
tee rooms into the church building 
and allowing the present crowded de- 
partments to use the room thus va- 
cated in City Hall. The old church 
auditorium is still intact and could 
easily he made into an ample chamber 
for board meetings, while the rooms 
adjoining would give plenty of space 
for committee meetings. Incidental- 
ly we wonder where West Newton 
residents will vote at future elections 
if the present polling places are used 
for other purposes.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Gov. Fuller still 1ms under connld- 
erntion the bill enneted by the Legis- 
lature to provide retirement allow- 
ances for city employes based on an- 
nuity nnd pension contributions. The 
measure first went to the Governor 
Inst week and he had five days within 
which to sign or veto it. He desired 
further opportunity, however, ami so 
he had the Senate recall the bill nnd 
later return it to him. He has now 
until next Tuesday to decide what his 
course will be. Meanwhile he Is 
studying its provisions closely In order 
to learn exactly what Its operation 
will mean to the taxpayers and all 
concerned. 

Roth branches of the Legislature 
did the unusual thing and overrode a 
veto of the Governor. In consequence 
the bill now becomes law notwith- 
standing his written disapproval. The 
hill provided that the city of Boston 
he permit t ted to pay to the widow of 
City Councillor John J. Heffernan of 
Brighton the balance of the year’s 
salary he would have received had he 
lived. Mr. Heffernan was president 
of the Boston City Council when he 
died. He had been a member of the 
House of Representatives and was 
well liked and extremely popular. 
Representatives Hollis, Luitwieler. 
Saltonstall and Thompson voted to 
override the Governor. In the Sen- 
ate. when the veto came up. Senator 
Simoneau was not recorded. 

It may interest members of our 
city government and other close ob- 
servers of municipal affairs to note 
that the Legislature has referred to 
the next annual session a bill on peti- 
tion of the Mayor of Melrose to com- 
pensate members of the board of al- 
dermen of that city for their ser- 
vices. 

The joint convention of the Senate 
and House for the purpose of con- 
sidering three proposed amendments 
to the State constitution did not at- 
tract a very large gallery of specta- 
tors. This means the public was not 
interested to any noticeable extent. 
As a matter of fact the proceedings 
were rather dull. Two <»t' the pro- 
posed amendments were rejected and 
one was "agreed to,” as legal form 
has it. That which was agreed to must 
be similarly acted upon by the next 
Legislature and also ratified by the 
voters in 1930. It relates to the ap- 
portionment of Representative dis- 
tricts and provides for the division of 
towns of 12,000 inhabitants and places 
Suffolk county on the same basis as 
other counties where the apportion- 
ment is made by county commission- 
ers. Representatives Hollis, Luit- 
wieler. Saltonstall and Thompson and 
Senator Simoneau voted for the 
amendment. 

The convention then took up the 
proposed amendment to permit quali- 
fied voters who. by reason of physical 
disability are unable to vote in per- 
son. to vote by the absentee method. 
This was rejected by the convention. 
Representatives Hollis, Luitwieler and 
Saltonstall voted against the pro- 
posed amendment and Representative 
Thompson and Senator Simoneau 
were not recorded. The third amend- 
ment was that to provide for biennial 
sessions of the Legislature. It was 
rejected without debate. Representa- 
tive Saltonstall voted for biennial 
sessions. Representatives Hollis and 
Luitweiler against them and Repre- 
sentative Thompson and Senator Sim- 
oneau were not recorded. Speaker 
John C. Hull of the House was record- 
ed in favor of biennial sessions. 

Under the terms of a bill which 
both branches have passed to be en- 
grossed the County Commissioners of 
Middlesex county are authorized to 
raise and expend $1,250,000 for the 
purpose of providing a tuberculosis 
hospital for the Middlesex county hos- 
pital district. There has also been 
advanced a bill which provides for 
temporary care in any institution in 
the State under the Department of 
Public Health of such tuberculosis 
patients in Middlesex county as may 
need treatment. 

The House rejected a Senate order 
for an investigation by a joint spe- 
cial committee as to what changes 
may be advantageously made in the 
General Laws with a view to remov- 
ing the necessity for the annual in- 
troduction into the General Court of 
certain special petitions and bills. 
Representatives Luitwieler. Salton- 
stall and Thompson voted for the or- 
der and Representative Hollis against. 

The Senate lias substituted for an 
adverse committee report a bill auth- 
orizing the County Commissioners of 
Middlesex county "to provide ade- 
quate accommodations for House of 
Correction and jail." The measure 
also provides for the establishment of 
a prison camp. 

After having passed the House and 
one stormy session of the Senate the 
bill to impose an excise tax on auto- 
mobiles and repeal the local tax was 
rejected by the Senate, by rollcall, 17 
to 14. Senator Simoneau was not re- 
corded. Friends of the act of this 
year to impose a two-cent tax on gas- 
oline feared that the passage of an 
excise tux on automobiles would 
arouse opposition to the gas tax and 
contribute to its defeat on the refer- 
endum at the State election next Fall.

WHERE WILL THE NEW FIRE 
STATION BE LOCATED AT 
NEWTON CORNER? 


(Continued from Page 1) 

The city owned property on Wash- 
ington street is well located for per- 
mitting apparatus to answer alarms. 
It is proposed to have a fire station 80 
feet long. The land owned by the 
city is 156 feet long: allowing 15 feet 
for an open space between the east 
end of the station and the adjoining 
property, there would remain a space 
of 61 feet between the front of the 
station and the intersection of Wash- 
ington street, and Centre avenue — a 
space allowing ample room for the 
long aerial ladder truck to he turned 
either towards the Centre avenue 
bridge or towards Newton Corner. A 
fire house faced this direction would 
permit the apparatus to have a 
straight course if headed for Nouan- 
tum or Newtonville. 

The objection that "the proximity 
of the railroad to a fire house on 
the city owned site will interfere 
with the reception of telephone 
calls,” does not carry much weight. 
The Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany’s office building is located just 
as near to the tracks and hundreds of 
calls are received there by telephone 
daily. 

Despite the availability of the city 
owned site, it is quite probable that 
tiie other site will be seized by right 
of eminent domain because of the fact 
that the two parcels of land owned 
by the city— the lot on Washington 
street near Centre avenue, and the 
lot where the old fire station is lo- 
cated. can he sold for sums which 
ought to defray the cost of taking the 
site near Thornton street. Should, 
however, the special committee rec- 
ommend tin- taking of but part of the 
site near at Washington and Thorn- 
ton streets, a vigorous protest will be 
entered by residents of Ward 1. if 
this site is taken, in addition to re- 
moving t lie old block, another needed 
improvement could be made — the 
widening of the corner of Washington 
and Thornton streets.

One of the most venerable and ten- 
der sentiments of the human heart, 
is that which expresses itself in the 
devotion of the memory of kith and 
kin who have passed over the river 
of Life. From the most remote epoch 
of the world’s history, we learn that 
the dead have always been treated with 
respect, not to say worshipped, for 
a natural sentiment leads savage as 
well as civilized man to pay the last 
tribute of affection to the bodies of 
those for whom he once felt affection, 
esteem or fear. Tilts feeling has been 
incorporated into many forms of re- 
ligion, and while, probably at first, 
was merely a sanitary precaution, lias 
for many centuries become a part of 
our religious life. 

From the early records it appears 
that Babylonia was the first civilized 
nation to establish what we now call 
cemeteries, laid out with streets and 
avenues, and the clearer conception 
of the after life in its material as- 
pect, held by the Egyptians, made 
them develop more fully, what is 
found only in the germ at Babylonia. 
The Egyptians embalmed their dead 
and placed them in magnificent tombs, 
of which the pyramids, one of the 
seven wonders of the world, remain to 
this day. 

The Hebrews with their belief in 
the immortality of the soul were most 
careful of their dead, and denied it 
to none, even to their enemies. 

The earliest cemeteries were caves, 
grottoes and fissures in the earth, and 
were usually without the walls of in- 
habited cities, the Greeks being most 
particular in this respect, making ex- 
ceptions only in the case of popular 
heroes. 

In the fourth century, the ceremon- 
ies of burial were entirely in the 
hands of the clergy, and at that time, 
it became customary to attach the 
cemeteries to the churches, and in 
tlie Middle Ages, this led to the cus- 
tom of making burials within the 
church edifice itself, a custom which 
is still continued most notedly in the 
case of the royal family and persons

of note at Westminster Cathedral. It 
was believed that the proximity to 
places of prayer would benefit the 
souls of the departed, and that the 
emanations from the bodies of the 
saints would warm the hearts of the 
faithful. We can find many evidences 
of this custom in New England, one 
being in our own city at St. Mary’s 
Church, Newton Lower Falls. 

The most picturesque cemeteries 
are those of the Turks, and from them 
undoubtedly, came tlie first ideas of 
modern cemeteries, with ornamental 
trees and shrubs. Around Constan- 
tinople, the cemeteries are in large 
tracts of cypress woods. A grave is 
never reopened, a new place being 
found for each body. A tombstone of 
marble is erected on each grave, sur- 
mounted by a carved turban for a man 
or a carved palm branch for a woman. 
A cypress is usually planted beside 
the grave, as its odors are supposed 
to neutralize the emanations from the 
ground. 

But it is in the United States that 
the possible beauty of a cemetery has 
been developed, and it is in this very 
city, that possibly, the highest ideal 
lias been realized. The Newton Ceme- 
tery, while not the largest, is certain- 
ly one of tlie most beautiful in the 
country. 

Modern cemeteries have been de- 
veloping more and more towards a 
more natural style of beauty. Efforts 
are being made in the older cemeter- 
ies to abolish the hideous iron fences 
and the granite boundaries which 
hitherto have enclosed the individual 
lots. There lias also been a tendency 
to restrict tlie number and size of 
tombstones with a result t hat the 
cemetery is becoming more and more 
parklike and natural. 

Tlie Newton Cemetery lias advanced 
rapidly in these directions, and today 
stands easily at the head. It has a 
prestige, which is not confined to the 
State, or to New England, but is really 
national in its character. 

Tlie one hundred and fifteen acres 
of tlie Newton Cemetery are located 
in tlie heart of the city, touching Wal- 
nut street, through Beacon street, 
Homer street and Commonwealth ave- 
nue. The main entrance is on Wal- 
nut street, with a possible entrance 
from Commonwealth avenue in the 
future. The land is of a rolling na- 
ture and the five ponds have been 
treated in such a manner as to add 
greatly to the natural beauty. One 
unique feature of tlie cemetery is the 
flowering shrubbery which forms the 
boundary and completely encloses the 
place. Within the cemetery are many 
trees, including as flue a plantation 
of oaks and maples as can be found 
anywhere. 

Next Wednesday we celebrate Me- 
morial Day, a day, which, primarily 
dedicated to the memories of those 
who gave their lives that the Union 
might be saved, is now generally dedi- 
cated to the memory of our loved ones 
who have gone before. Let all of us, 
who appreciate the beautiful in na- 
ture. who revere the memory of father 
or mother, son or daughter, brother 
or sister, set aside a few hours of that 
holy day and visit the Newton Ceme- 
tery and realize, as everyone cannot 
help but realize, that the people of 
Newton have, indeed, a princely heri- 
tage for those who sleep in the Lord 
“Plant the green sod with the crimson 
rose, 

Let my friends rejoice o’er my calm 
repose. 

Let my memory be like the odors 
shed, 

My hope like the promise of early 
red. 

Let strangers share in the breath and 
bloom. 

Plant ye bright roses over my tomb."

Behold then a recent act of the Leg- 
islature, duly signed and approved by 
the Governor. It directs the State 
Board of Rank Incorporation and the 
State Public Utilities Commission to 
investigate the feasibility of "enacting 
additional legislation so as to prevent 
credulous investors from being de- 
frauded by unscrupulous promoters 
and operators" and also "the regula- 
tion and control of investment trusts 
and the better enforcement of the 
Sale of Securities Act." 

This means that steps are to he 
taken to protect certain trusting peo- 
ple from their own weaknesses. Can 
it he done? I sincerely hope that it 
may be brought about, thought I must 
say I have some strong and vigorous 
doubts. It seems to me that the Inly- 
ing of gold bricks is a personal mat- 
ter. As long as there are people with 
money in their possession there will 
always be individuals engaged in plot- 
ting and scheming to get hold of it. 
Any way will do, but the least violent 
method, of course, is preferable. 

The unscrupulous man or woman 
who invents some kind of a device 
for getting an "easy mark" to part 
with his coin is one of our chief tor- 
ments. He is so slippery that he is 
hard to catch and lie is so thorough- 
ly without principal or conscience that 
he frequently selects those who suffer 
acutely from their own foolishness. 

Every day or so we read of some in- 
genious form of bunco game that has 
netted the operator a lot of money 
and brought disaster to those who 
were the victims. “How can people 
be so foolish?” we ask, and then we 
pat ourselves on the hack and say 
“They couldn’t fool me that way.” 

Well, let us see. The legislation to 
which I have referred is intended to 
put a stop to the activities of the 
salesman with fake stock to dispose 
of. The act, however, doesn’t say 
that these salesmen should be pun- 
ished but it talks of “preventing cred- 
ulous investors from being defrauded 
by unscrupulous promoters and oper- 
ators.’’ 

Did you ever try to tell a man that 
lie was making a foolish investment? 
u you have you will recall with what 
scorn your advice or suggestion was 
received. It is one of the easiest ways 
to arouse the hitter indignation of 
even a dear friend. All you have to 
do is to politely intimate that his 
judgment may be poor and he will be- 
come wrathy and tell you to miml 
your own business. The fact that the 
stock may lie worthless isn’t what 
lias made him angry. Oh. no, it is 
your reflection on his mental process- 
es. His pride lias been hurt because 
he resents any criticism of his busi- 
ness ability. 

How in tlie world is the State or 
anybody else going to fix it so you 
can tell a man he is a dumb-bell and 
get him to believe it? Ho may if lie 
bus been through the mill ami found 
himself fleeced, hut if he is consid- 
ering the purchase of stock offered by 
an olly-tongued promoter he will not 
accept your views. Rather he will get 
so huffy you wiU wish you had never 
spoken of the matter. 

I firmly believe that in view of the 
fact that so many worthless stocks 
and securities are being unloaded on 
the people that they should he saved 
from themselves. I also am convinced 
that it is something thut will have to 
he handled delicately. To tell a man 
lie is making a tremendous blunder 
and still hold his friendship requires 
the art of a diplomat. Rut let us 
make the effort anyway ami see what 
happens. 

Americans certainly love courage, 
it's part of the great American system 
ami that system just can’t bo heat. 
Last Saturday several hundred thou- 
sand more or less frenzied citizens of 
Mussuchusetts, a goodly number of 
Newtonlles among them, yelled their 


dignified heads off In vociferous greet- 
ing to a trio of air heroes from across 
the Atlantic. That they would gladly 
have given their good right hands ten 
years ago to push two of the trio into 
eternity made not a particle of dif- 
ference to the American war heroes 
who cheerfuly offered the same sta'- 
board digits 'n greeting to their erst- 
while enemy. 

The old United States will welcome 
you cordially if you’re famous and will 
even arrange a banquet In your honor 
If you are signally good, hut Just hit 
the shore of Mall Columbia after dem- 
onstrating that you possess courage ; 
out of the ordinary run and all the 
Rabbits, big and little, will turn them- 
selves inside out to welcome you, yell | 
their lusty lungs into a state of par- j 
alysls and even turn Main Street into 
a holiday midway to add to your en- 
tertainment. 

All of which is fitting and proper. 
Courage is and always has been the 
keynote of American progress in the 
advancement of Yankee ideals. No 
wonder it means so much to us. No 
wonder old hatchets are buried, old 
hatreds forgotten in the face of the 
stupendous display of real bravery and 
love of adventure which was evi- 
denced by the successful flight of the 
Bremen from Baldonnel Airdrome to 
North America with its Teutonic- 
Gaelic crew. 

One of the newer types of auto bus 
rolled in from a distant city.

“Picnic, an excursion or pleasure 
party in which the members partake 
of refreshments together, usually in 
t lie open air the food being either 
carried by themselves or provided by 
one or more individuals for the party.” 

“Outing, an airing or an excursion 
as a Summer outing.” 

Now I don’t understand that even 
Noah Webster, were he alive today, 
would object to eating on an outing, 
but apparently you mustn’t expect a 
feed unless it has been determined 
that you are making a regular picnic 
of it. 

Rack in the days that seem not so 
far distant picnics used to he very 
popular with fraternal organizations. 
Sunday Schools and other groups of 
young and old. A popular means of 
transportation was a barge, drawn by 
a pair of horses. Trips would be 
mnde to some pond or lake and there 
sports would be held, games plaved. 
Rarges went out of date when trolley 
lines began to build amusement parks 
and conveyed parties In their cars. 
When the automobile appeared the 
trolley lines began to slip and busi- 
ness at their parks fell off. Still, 
people insisted on having picnics and 
most of them were able to get there 
In their own automobile or that of a 
friend. 

We now see the auto bus as a popu- 
lar method of conveying pleasure- 
seekers. All of which shows that young 
and old still enjoy traveling to some 
not too distant place there to eat, 
dance and have a general good time 
outdoors. The fact that they don’t 
go as much In busses as In private 
cars doesn’t alter things. The prin- 
cipal reason is the enjoyment of a 
holiday.

MRS. AMELIA J. BRADLEY 

Mrs. Amelia J. Bradley, wife of the 
late Dr. Chas. W. Bradley, died Mon- 
day morning at her home, 31 Wesley 
street, Newton. The funeral services 
were held at her late residence at 
4 p. m. Wednesday, the Rev. Mr. New- 
ton Merritt officiating, and the inter- 
ment being in the Newton Cemetery. 
Mrs. Bradley was in her 78th year 
and was horn in Hopewell Cape, Nova 
Scotia. She had resided in Newton 
for over 20 years and is survived by 
four daughters: Mrs. Geo. T. Douglas 
of Amherst, Nova Scotia; Mrs. Geo. M. 
Wells of Montclair, N. J.; Mrs. Hen- 
ry 1). Lloyd of this city; Mrs. John S. 
Dunlap of .Moncton. New Brunswick. 
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Nobscot Totem Pole Erected 

The first totem pole to be carved 
and erected in this immediate section 
of the country is now located at the 
Nobscot Reservation of the Newton 
Boy Scouts. Carved from dead chest- 
nut and rising twenty-five feet in the 
air, it surmounts the knoll at the main 
entrance of the Reservation. At the 
very top is a red cap. and below a 
section of midnight blue circled by 
vivid bands of color with designs be- 
tween. Next is a black N. in relief, 
against an orange back ground. 

Below are five fantastic and horrible 
figures, grotesque Indian faces, with 
protruding white tusks, evilly glint- 
ing eyes, big, highly colored noses. 
All colorings are in high gloss enamel 
and in the most unusual combinations. 
It is well worMi n trip to the Reserva- 
tion to see this Totem Pole, as the 
people round about have found. The 
Ranger has been forced to stay on the 
ground till after nine o’clock several 
nights, because of the crowds of sight- 
seers wanting to glimpse the pole. 

The Edgell Gardens of Framingham, 
through the good work of the Ranger, 
helped lay out a rockery at the base 
of the pole and on Saturday last 
planted it with various flowers and 
suitable plants. 

Big Crowd Out Rainy Day 

On Saturday last, in spite of the 
threatening weather in the morning 
and the rain in the afternoon, there 
were approximately seventy Scouts 
and officers at work on the Reserva- 
tion. Troop 11 had 14 Scouts under 
Assistant Scout Master Francis Ful- 
ler, who is in charge of outdoor work. 
Mr. Fuller is a graduate of the Har- 
vard Forestry School and highly 
skilled in outdoor work. This group 
began the clearing of their site un- 
der the Ranger’s direction and made 
great strides; they cut and cleared 
till their site was hardly recognizable 
for the improvement. As they cut, 
the brush and cuttings were piled on 
a fire, so that when they were done, 
everything was burned and ready for 
the next trip. 

A Patrol from Troop 1. under Patrol 
Leader William Callihan, took a Patrol 
hike to the Reservation, too. and they 
went up into one of the back hills 
and did their cooking and then 
worked on cleaning up Troop l’s site. 

Troop 20, the new Troop in New- 
ton Centre, had six Scouts out and 
Eagle Scout Evan Collins, of Troop 
4, was assigned to aid and instruct 
them. Under him these “rookies” in 
the out of doors learned tracking, us- 
ing knife and hatchet, tire-building 
and some did their cooking over an 
open fire. They left about four o’clock, 
when C. Randolph Bennett, Chairman 
of Troop 20 Committee, came after 
them, damp, hot happy. 

Troops Arrive and Work in Rain 

Along in the afternoon a group of 
nine Scouts of Troop 4, under Scout 
Master Lichtenthaeler, arrived and 
went up to their cabin site. They 
have it all leveled, hatter boards up 
and levelling lines completed. In ad- 
dition, the fire-place foundation is 
done and six out of sixteen concrete 
foundation posts. In the rain they car- 
ried rocks, mixed and poured cement 
and had a fine time working like beav- 
ers, with never a bit of harm to any 
of them all their working in the wet. 

A little later ten Scouts of Troop 2, 
under Scout Master Hillard and As- 
sistant Scout Master Yan Wormer, a 
new officer in t lie Council, arrived and 
began cutting out the heavy juniper 
growth on their site. They made 
great inroads before and did a lot of 
clearing Saturday, despite t lie rain. 
They had a tire going, and just above 
them smoke was rising from the fire 
in the brush cleared by Scouts of 
Troop 20 during their stay. 

About four o'clock twelve Scouts 
from Troop IS. with Scout Master 
Ohler and Mr. Pickersgill, Chairman 
of tlie Troop Committee, arrived in 
tlie downpour and repaired to their 
cabin site. There, with the Rangel- 
and Camp Director, they determined 
upon a lean-to site and began cutting 
dead wood and juniper and trimming 
a big white pine of its lower dead 
branches. Just below tills site runs a 
small brook which was dug out, giv- 
ing it a white sandy bottom. 

First Natural Shelter on the Reserva- 
tion 

As soon as cleaning up was well ad- 
vanced. Mr. Pickersgill with the Ran- 
ger and the Scouts to carry thatching, 
started to build a lean-to under the 
big pine. By six o’clock it was prac- 
tically done and ready for occupancy.

$8,000 to war veterans, over $6,000 to 
Vermont Flood Relief, and over $2,000 
to scholarships. The Woman’s Edu- 
cational and Industrial Union contrib- 
uted over $18,000 to education and 
nearly $11,000 to social work. The 
Women’s Circles of Florence Critten- 
den League raised $57,000 for their 
cause, and the Auxiliary to Morgan 
Memorial supported their Day Nursery 
and Kindergarten by raising $10,000. 
These are but a few of similar exam- 
ples of good works by many other 
Clubs. The Woman’s Charity Club 
has accomplished what is possibly the 
most stupendous undertaking of the 
year in the entire State — completed 
the $175,000 Elizabeth Otis Wing to 
the Massachusetts Woman’s Hospital 
on Parker Hill, taking $59,000 of un- 
restricted funds, raising $26,000, and 
erecting, equipping, and furnishing

this new building with the "last 
word” in x-ray and surgical equipment. 

Mrs. Edward A. Rice, director of 
the 15th district, with 22 Clubs hav- 
ing a membership of 2,500, told of a 
multiplicity of good works. The dis- 
trict forest, comprising 33 and 3-4 
acres of most desirable land, situated 
in the town of Russell, the generous 
gift of Mr. Horace Moses of Spring- 
field, a part of his beautiful estate, 
toward which the Clubs of the dis- 
tricts 14 and 15, have contributed a 
sufficient fund to plant 11,000 red and 
white pines was one of the most fas- 
cinating to recount.

oral Federation for the National Con- 
ference of Social Work held this 
month. Miss Peck has attended 14 
district conferences, where speeches 
and round tallies gave suggestions, at- 
testing her diligence and devotion to 
duty, as well as many special Club 
days. The Scrapbook, radio, and Club 
Rulletins are another uvenue that 
take much time and show great pro- 
gress. She announced that 55 stories 
were sent in on the contest, for which 
a prize of $25 was offered. She an- 
nounced the winner as Miss Lena C. 
Emery of the Salem Woman’s Club 
for her story "Reading Circles for 
the Blind.” Of eight given honorable 
mention two are from Newton, a per 
cent to he proud of Mrs. Ernest F. 
Drew of Auhurndnle and Mrs. Jos- 
eph A. MacDonald, of West Newton. 

A ripple of merriment sprend wild- 
fire-fashion through the great audi- 
ence of 1900 women when Mrs. Boyd 
F. Bowles of Wollaston, conscientious 
timekeeper and corresponding secre- 
tary, unwittingly rang down Miss 
Peck, just as she was about to name 
Mrs. Bowles as one of the “honorable 
mentions.” Miss Peck persisted a 
minute beyond the forbidding hell, 
however, with the news of the honor 
coming to Mrs. Bowles, to the laugh- 
ing confusion of the latter. 

Mrs. Arthur J. Crockett, chairman 
of Community Service, gave one of the 
cleverest metaphors of the entire con- 
vention, likening her department to 
the making of a pattchwork quilt. 
The general pattern, a balanced de- 
sign of four units, were civics, citi- 
zenship, motion pictures, and volun- 
teer-service. The materials used by 
every Club chairman were foresight, 
tact, co-operation, and fearlessness of 
criticism. The result in big squares, 
tiny ones, bright and sombre, firm in 
texture, have been sorted into the quilt 
that is a worthy example of the pur 
pose, versatility and power of the 
Massachusetts Clubwomen. In the 
centre on a white circle in golden 
letters, “co-operation.” from tills radi- 
ates the various arms — one the civic 
arm, bright scarlet, spelling fire pre- 
vention — the fireman, the alarm-box, 
the fire extinguishers; another arm 
the squares of junior patrols, teach- 
ing the children safety rules of traf- 
fic. Then there are the billboard 
patches: the recreation section with 
tiny figures of scouts and camp-fire 
girls, playground apparatus, dancing 
children, skating-rinks, Christmas 
trees, pageants, a war memorial; the 
motion picture section hearing lists 
of junior programs, patriotic and re- 
ligious films, and t lie box-office cap- 
tion "This is the place to register 
your protest — money talks.” Still an- 
other unit is of red, white and blue 
arranged with orderly squares of 
three symbolic animals — the elephant, 
the donkey, and the ostrich. The first 
two have an imploring look, as if say- 
ing “Please come and join us, Club- 
women,” while the wiley ostrich is 
daring you to hunt him out and make 
the citizens who follow his example 
take their share of the responsibility. 
Here are pictures of the ballot-box and 
of specimen ballots, mute witness of 
practical work done. The last section 
of the quilt is again of bright-colored 
interest, tempting to examination — 
school lunches prepared, milk for 
children, dental clinics, Thanksgiving 
and Christmas baskets, motor corps, 
hospital rooms furnished, entertain- 
ments' for tile blind, valentine parties 
for the aged — a kaleidoscope of good 
deeds. And blending these into a dur- 
able, harmonious whole, are the strips 
which have been woven out of the 
wisdom, tact, fearlessness and friend- 
liness of the many willing workers. 
Was not that a most warming and 
comforting, and altogether lovely, 
patchwork quilt the year had made? 

The Department of the American 
Home, Mrs. Ralph II. Reed, chair- 
man, made clear in what way their 
year’s work had stressed the spiritual 
forces of home life. Ethics of family 
life became the pivot about which all 
activities and building of programs 
revolved. Comprehensive study out- 
lines, especially in the home-making 
division, gave ideas for programs to 
Club chairmen — Religious Essentials, 
Social Essentials, Professional Read- 
ing, were balanced in the effort for 
elements to develop character, and 
richer human relationship, through 
the spiritual, moral and mental 
phases. 

Mrs. Daniel M. Goodbridge’s report 
on Conservation started in with a 
most breathtaking accomplishment of 
the Camp Fire Girls, made possible by 
the co-operation of the State and Met- 
ropolitan Forestry Departments — 35,- 
000 trees planted in the 7 forest res- 
ervations, each of these dedicated to 
one of the 7 points of the Camp Fire 
Girls’ law. The per cent for Massa- 
( husetts is certainly a source of pride, 
for in the United States at this time 
100,000 were planted by such groups. 
The two yearly campaigns for tire 
prevention, bills on “Zoning of the 
Public Highways,” with protection of 
scenic beauties against business en- 
croachment, such as hot dog stands, 
gasoline stations, lull board, etc., the 
preservation of Franconia Notch, were 
the big events of the year told briefly 
hut made clear to all who may not he 
informed upon them. Of more private 
enterprise, such as town forests spon- 
sored by Clubs; school grounds beau- 
tified with shrubs, gardens, trees; bird 
study, walking groups, gardens. Camp 
Fire Girls, Girl and Boy Scouts’ pha- 
ses, by which these young people are 
wisely trained to participate intelli- 
gently in the government of their coun- 
try, and in problems of careful bal- 
ance and maintenance of natural re- 
sources — as she so aptly put it — she 
gave an inspiring account. 

And on Thursday came the big day 
of the Convention, with hosts of won- 
derful flowers, until the great hall 
seemed a bower of beauty, given to 
hosts of outgoing and incoming 
friends. A wave of sadness in seeing 
valued officers step down from the 
throne to enter the r^nks of Clubwom- 
en: and a wave of enthusiasm and 
pledged loyalty in seeing the new ones 
crowned, ami entering upon their 
tasks. 

Mrs. Packard, the now president, at- 
tended the convention, in spite of the 
accident which caused a broken ankle 
hone, the only telltale being a walk- 
ing stick. It would, indeed, have been 
a tragedy if she could not have been 


present to take the gavel, and Club- 
women who had heard of the accident 
were delighted to greet her. 

Before the official announcement of 
the election returns, and of resolutions 
adopted, several department reports 
finished the yearly business of the 
session. 

Mrs. William G. Potter, 3rd district 
director, added to the list of generosi- 
ties that have been the style of the 
preceding days of the convention. 
Among them were contributions to 
work for hospitals, Red Cross, V. M. 
C. A., disabled veterans. Near East r»- 
lief, Americanization work, Public 
Health, Education, Art, Music. The 
Fortnightly Club of Sharon is send- 
ing one student each year to college, 
and in addition purchasing a bond 
each year, so that in time their Stu- 
dent Loan Fund will he self support- 
ing. Fall River gave a $400 scholar- 
ship, and a series of four concerts by 
world-famous artists at expense of 
time and money. Foxborough in its 
Christmas Tree, its Caroling, and 
Charities, and in its co-operation with 
the Town for the Sesqui-cenennia! 
which occurs in July, has made a 
proud record for community service. 
New Bedford arranges that 25 blind 
people, ranging in age from 20 to 80, 
are taken every Wednesday afternoon 
from October to June in automobiles 
to the Club House where they are en- 
tertained — the one bright spot of the 
week to many of them. 

Mrs. Philip H. Tirrell, director of 
the 8th district, broadcast from her 
station the finding of home talent in 
ail Clubs — speaking admiringly of 
Home Talent Days in her district that 
were so worthwhile and enjoyed. She 
raised a ripple of laughter when she 
said it was now the custom to hold 
Presidents’ Days in the fall to insure 
better weather — this calling to vision 
for everyone present, no doubt, the 
faring forth to such festivities almost 
invariably in the worst blizzard of 
some memorable year. 

The director of the 10th district, 
Mrs. Lewis R. Hovey, visited 17 of the 
IS Clubs in her district, and of “the 
apprenticeship in the laboratory of ex- 
perience.” said: “Clubwomen are 
learning more every day of what it 
means to he a Clubwoman, to have an 
understanding heart, and to realize 
more and more the true value of 
friendship, kindness, sympathy and 
those finer things of the spirit which 
become increasingly dear to them as 
they serve together with devotion and 
unselfishness." She touched the key- 
note of Club life. An outstanding ac- 
tivity she reported, was that of the 
West Newbury Woman’s Club, which 
is responsible for definite work now 
being carried on by Chambers of Com- 
merce reclaiming the beautiful Merri- 
mac River from pollution. 

Mrs. George H. Sawyer, director of 
the 11th district, was clever in opening 
her report with the following: "A 
year ago this director expressed the 
hope that she might acquire some 
of the Divine graces and virtues, when 
she accepted the title of D. D. While 
she can hardly say that these hopes 
have been fulfilled, she has seen these 
characteristics exemplified in our 
State president and other officers with 
whom she has been privileged to meet 
and work.” Such a pretty tribute 
makes one suspect that she qualified 
in Mrs. Crockett’s committee for tact. 
She, too. referred to the weather man, 
who had helped to make her travelling 
easier, except on one occasion, when, 
in the words of the Good Book, “The 
wicked stand in slippery places.” made 
those who attended that particular 
conference conclude there was "none 
good among us. no not one.” With 
which bright spot of witticism she 
ushered in a most inspiring list of 
Cluli activities: gifts to Rutland Hos- 
pital and the Children’s Hospital, not 
in a mere package, but by the auto- 
mobile-load; Club husbands carrying 
loads to Vermont after the flood: 
scholarships, student-loans; a Sunday 
afternoon literary vesper service: 
beautifying public grounds with 
shrubs and flower beds; and from 
these “many mighty works.” to the 
more exclusively Club ones of classes 
in literature, current events, art ap- 
preciation, Bible study, rug making, 
home furnishing, cookery, lamp shade 
making, garden clubs, and activities 
for money-making such as plays, rum- 
mage sales, fairs, food sales, card par- 
ties, dances, silver teas, and many, 
many more. Surely an amazing array 
that visualizes riches, but heed how 
she ended: “We have no large 
Clubs, the average membership be- 
ing, under 150, and no monied Clubs, 
witli tlie average dues less than $2.50, 
but we have ideals and visions and 
willing workers; we represent some 
of the best New England towns, and 
our officers and members are God’s no- 
blewomen whom it is a pleasure to 
serve.” If so much is possible under 
such circumstances what should not 
the large and wealthy Clubs accom- 
plish! 

The director of the 14th district, Mrs. 
P. M. Lynch said particular stress has

been placed the past year on work 
with the war veterans. Every Club 
has helped materially to make life hap- 
pier at the Veterans’ Hospital at 
Leeds. Gifts, entertainments some- 
times twice a month, visits, made up 
this splendid work. An open Club 
meeting for Northampton. Southamp- 
ton and Easthampton had a gala pro- 
gram for "Hampton Day." “A never- 
to-be-forgotten pageant depicting the 
story of the Christehild. with women 
from 59 different towns in Hampden 
and Hampshire Counties taking chor- 
us; and character parts proved the 
great Club consciousness in Western 
Massachusetts,” she said. And she 
ended, having unusual opportunity, 
since from her district come two lead- 
ers for the State: “The 14th district 
with pardonable pride offers you to- 
day one of her choicest and most pre- 
cious possessions, one whom we all 
love very dearly, Mrs. A. A. Packard. 
We know that she is going to make a 
wonderful president of the State Fed- 
eration. We know this to be true par- 
ticularly because the past two years 
have proved that Western Massachu- 
setts contributed another staunch and 
tine type of woman, Mrs. Arthur Dev- 
ens Potter.” 

Newton was glad of the honor of 
hearing a most inspiring report from 
one of their Clubwomen, Mrs. 

I Florence G. Morse, vice-chairman of 
the Americanization Department, re- 
porting for the chairman. Mrs. Benja- 
min D. May. She quickwittedly took 
advantage of the unusual opportunity 
offered, as it is usually the chairman 
who has the exclusive chance to com- 
mend her committee, and paid Mrs. 
May kindly and loyal tribute for her 
splendid accomplishments of the past 
year, which she stated had been large- 
ly achieved through her own efforts, 
the first one before her committee had 
returned from their vacations. This 
was the putting on of an exhibit at 
the Springfield Exposition last Sep- 
tember. a varied collection of treas- 
ures and handwork loaned by the for- 
eign-born. A different girl, each day. 
dressed in her national costume, add- 
ed greatly to the picture and to the 
charm of the exhibit this through the 
co-operation of Chancellor McGow of 
the American International College. 

Mrs. Morse stated that the project 
for which the committee had worked 
wholeheartedly the past year had been 
to create an interest among the Amer- 
ican home-makers to extend assistance 
to home-makers of other lands in ob- 
■ mining necessary knowledge to ad- 
just themselves to their new condi- 
j tiotis and mode of living. As an ex- 
: ample as to how splendidly the Clubs 
had co-operated 14 of the best homes 
of the members of the Friday Club of 
Everett, had been opened for Friendly 
Teas, to 200 foreign-horn women. The j 
Newton Community Club also lias done I 
excellent work in this hospitality, as I 
well as in practical dressmaking I 
courses. Other Clubs have entertained j 
with motion pictures, parties, garden J 
classes, and have made visits to the 
homes. 

Revised lists of books on Racial j 
backgrounds, names of speakers on [ 
Americanization subjects, and practi 
cal suggestions for such work in tii 
Clubs have been sent to all Clubs in 
the State. 

Attention was called to the dolls, 
dressed by foreign-born in various 
Clubs, on exhibit in their luted 
booth at the New Ocean House. 

Mrs. Morse ended: "We have en 
deavored to impress upon our Club 
women their obligation to our new 
Americans in whose hands, to so large 


an extent, is the future of our coun- 
try. We shall thereby help them to 
have a greater respect for law and 
laws and a higher conception of per- 
sonal liberty — so do we promote com- 
munity welfare and a Christlike love 
of our neighbors.” 

On recommendation of the Execu- 
tive Board it was voted that an invi- 
tation be extended at San Antonio to 
the General Federation to hold its 1929 
Council Meeting at the New Ocean 
House, as guests of the State Federa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Arthur Potter, outgoing pres- 
ident. was unanimously the choice of 
the delegate body as the Massachusetts 
General Federation director, to succeed 
Mrs. Smith.
